Jlnnouncement  for  the  JUacemic  Sear 
1891-92. 

"  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,"  is  the 
name  adopted  by  the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  in 
its  corporate  capacity.  As  every  legally  qualified  Medical  Practitioner 
in  the  Province  is  a  member  of  this  College,  it  is  not  an  institution  for 
the  teaching  of  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was  first  incorporated  under  this 
name  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in  1866.  This 
Act  was  subsequently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869, 
and  now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Province  are  regulated  by 
an  Act  passed  in  1874,  (37  Vict,  cap.  30)  commonly  known  as  the 
"Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further  amended  in  year  1887  and  1891. 

By  this  Act,  the  "  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  Medical  Education  ;  for 
the  admission  and  enrolment  of  Students  of  Medicine  ;  for  determining 
from  time  to  time  the  Curriculum  of  the  studies  to  be  pursued  by  them, 
and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before  whom  all  must  pass  a  satis- 
factory Examination  before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the 
College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified  to  practice  their  profession  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  it  by 
this  Act  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of  medicine,  duly 
qualified  in  other  Countries,  may  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  this  being  the  only  mode 
in  which  they  can  become  legally  entitled  to  practice  their  profession  in 
this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  Students  of  Medicine,  the  Pro- 
fession and  the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  conformity  with  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1891-92  the 
Regulations  which  herein  follow,  repealing  all  others  heretofore  in 
force.

Section  I. 

MATRICULATION. 

i.  Every  one  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a  Matriculated  Medical 
Student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
must  on  and  after  the  ist  day  of  July,  1892  present  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  College  the  Official  Certificate  of  having  passed  the  Pass  University 
Departmental  Art  Matriculation  Examination,  with  the  prescribed 
Science  course  added  and  compulsory,  whereupon  he  or  she  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  so  registered  upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  and 
giving  proof  of  identity. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts,  in  any  University  in  her  Majesty's  Dominions, 
are  not  required  to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register  their  names 
with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  identity  and  certificate  of  qualifications,  and  upon  paying  the  fee  of 
twenty  dollars. 

3.  Every  Medical  Student  after  Matriculating  shall  be  registered  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  will  be  held  to  be  the 
preliminary  to  his  Medical  studies,  which  will  not  be  considered  to  be- 
gin until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 


Section  II. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

1.  On  and  after  the  first  of  July,  1892,  every  Student  must  spend  a 
period  of  five  years  in  actual  Professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  ;  and  the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  Win- 
ter Sessions  of  six  months  each  and  one  Summer  Session  of  ten  weeks. 
The  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to  Clinical  work,  six  months  of  which 
may  be  spent  with  a  Registered  Practitioner  in  Ontario,  and  six  months 
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at  one  or  more  Public  Hospitals,  Dispensaries,  or  Laboratories  devoted 
to  Physiological  or  Pathological  research  Canadian,  British  or  Foreign, 
attended  after  being  registered  as  a  Medical  Student  in  the  Register 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, — "  But  any 
change  in  the  curriculum  of  studies  fixed  by  the  Council  shall  not 
come  into  effect  until  one  year  after  such  change  is  made." 

Homoeopathic  Students  who  attend  four  sessions  at  any  Medical 
College  where  nine  month  sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal  to  four 
Winter  Sessions,  and  one  Summer  Session  of  this  College.  This  shall 
not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  Practical  and  Clinical  work  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  for  the  fifth  year. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  College  or  University  recogniz*- 
ed  by  the  Council,  who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of  Physics, 
Chemistry  and  Biology,  and  have  passed  an  Examination  in  these  sub- 
jects for  degree  in  Arts  or  Science,  shall  be  held  to  have  completed  the 
first  year  of  the  five  years  of  Medical  Study,  and  will  only  be  required  to 
pass  three  years  after  graduating  in  attendance  upon  Medical  Studies,  and 
having  spent  one  year  thereafter  in  practical  Clinical  work  before  being 
admitted  to  their  final  Examination. 

No  tickets  for  Lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted  by  the  Council 
unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  that  the  pupil  had  attended  at  least  75  per 
cent  of  each  course  of  said  Lectures,  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  own  Roll. 

3.  Applications  for  every  Professional  Examination  must  be  made  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  two 
weeks  prior  to  Examinations.  No  application  will  be  received  unless 
accompanied  bv  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates,  and  by  the  Treas- 
urer's receipt  showing  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Each  "Six  Month's  Course"  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  Fifty 
Lectures,  and  each  "Three  Month's  Course"  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  Lectures. 

5.  Every  Student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  courses  of  Lec- 
tures in  a  University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of  by  the 
Council,  viz  ;

11,  Graduates  in  Medicine  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registration, 
must  pass%  the  Matriculation  required  by  the  Council  :  and  must 
attend  one  or  more  full  Winter  Courses  of  Lectures  in  one  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Schools,  and  must  complete  fully  the  Practical  and 
Clinical  Curriculum  required  by  the  Council  after  the  fourth  year,  and 
shall  pass  before  the  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  all  the  Exam- 
inations hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to  complete   fully  the  Curriculum. 

12.  That  British  Registered  Medical  Practitioners  on  paying  all  fees 
and  passing  the  Intermediate  and  Final  Examination  be  registered, 
provided  they  have  been  domiciled  in  Britain  for  five  years  after  becom- 
ing so  registered. 


Section  III. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  Professional  Examinations  are  divided  into  three  parts  :  a 
"  Primary ''  u  Intermediate  "  and  "  Final." 

2.  The  Primary  Examination  shall  be  undergone  after  the  second 
Winter  Session,  and  the  Intermediate  after  the  third  or  fourth  Winter 
Session,    the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary  Exam- 
ination :

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b.  Physiology  and  Histology. 

c.  Chemistry.  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

d.  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Primary  Examination  will  be  required  to 
present  with  his  Lecture  Tickets,  a  Certificate  of  having  undergone  and 
passed  an  Examination  at  the  School  he  has  attended  at  the  close  of 
his  first  Winter  Session,  on  Primary  Branches.  Also  a  Certificate  of 
ability  to  make  and  mount  Microscopic  Specimens. 

5.  Each  Candidate  for  Final  Examination  must  present  a  Certificate 
of  attendance  at  six  post-mortem  Examinations,  and  a  Certificate  of 
ability  to  draw  up  a  Report  of  a  Post  Mortem  Examination  •  and  a 
Certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  Six  Cases  of  Clinical 
Medicine,  and  Six  Cases  of  Clinical  Surgery,  and  of  having  attended 
twenty-five  Pathological  Demonstrations,  and  of  having  passed  his  In- 
termediate Examination.  The  Certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  Teach- 
ers referred  to  upon  these  subjects,  or  the  Practitioner  holding  Post 
Mortem. 

6.  The  following  Branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Intermediate  Ex- 
amination : 

a.  Medical,  Surgical  and  Topographical  Anatomy. 

b  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

c.  General  Pathology,   Therapeutics  and  Bacteriology. 

d.  Surgery,  other  than  Operative.

g.  Midwifery,  Operative. 

h.  Medical  Jurisprudence  including  Toxicology  and   Mental 

Diseases.

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  Examinations  shall  be  "  written  ' 
and  "  Oral.'      The  Final  "  Oral  "  and  "  Clinical." 

&.  The  following  branches  will  be  embraced  in  the  Final  Examina- 
tion 

a.  Clinical  Medicine. 

b.  Clinical  Surgery,  (including  Vaccination). 

c.  Diseases  of  Women. 

d   Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  and  Surgical. 
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9-  Any  Candidate  who  makes  60  per  cent  in  three  or  more  branches, 
but  fails  in  the  others,  shall  receive  credit  for  the  subjects  so  passed  and 
be  compelled  to  pass  in  the  other  branches  only  at  a  subsequent  Exam- 
ination. 

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  Examined  by  the  Homoeopathic 
Examiner  in  special  subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  Ex- 
amination, in  order  that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing  their 
identification  by  the  other  Students,  or  by  the  Examiners. 

11.  In  the  event  of  any  Candidate  signifying  his  intention  to  the 
Registrar  to  be  examined  and  registered  as  a  Homoeopathic  Practitioner, 
due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  so  that  the  Ex- 
aminations may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed  for  that  purpose ; 
prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  Candidate,  the 
usual  fees  must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  Candidate  presenting 
himself  for  such  Examination,  due  notice  must'  be  given  by  the 
Registrar  to  the  special  Examiner. 

12.  The  next  Professional  Examinations  will  beheld  in  Toronto  and 
Kingston,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  1892,  and  in  Toronto  and 
Kingston  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September,  1893,  °f  which  Exam- 
ination notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Registrar  on  the  last  Tuesday 
in  August,  1893. 


Section  IV. 

FEES.

Section  V. 

EXAMINATIONS,

of  Examiners  present,  at  every  Examination.  And  two  at  the  Oral 
Examination    of  each  candidate. 
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2.  At  the  end  of  each  Written  Examination  upon  any  Subject,  the 
answers  to  the  Questions  are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  who  will  open 
the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are  hereinafter  directed  to  be  closed,  and 
to  each  set  of  papers  affix  a  number  by  which  the  author  will  be  known 
to  the  Examiners  during  the  Examination.  The  Registrar  will  then  de- 
liver the  papers  to  the  Member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by 
the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject. 

3.  The  papers  when  delivered  to  the  Member  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject,  are  to  be 
by  him  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of  answers  marked  by  means 
of  numbers,  in  a  Schedule  which  will  be  furnished  to  him  by  the  Regis- 
trar, ranging  for  the  Primary  Subjects,  as  follows  :

Diseases  of  Women 75  ....  50 

That  the  per-centage  on  the  Final  branches  be  as  follows  :  o  to  too 
on  all  subjects.     Honors  75,  Pass  50. 

5.  The  value  awarded  by  the  individual  Examiners  to  the  answers  of 
Candidates  are  not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  an  appeal  by  the 
Candidate  to  the  Council. 

6.  The  Examiners  shall  return  the  Schedules  to  the  Registrar,  with 
values  inserted,  at  least  seven  days  before  a  tinal  decision  of  the  Board. 
From  these  values  a  general  Schedule  is  to  be  made  by  the  Registrar,  and 
no  change  of  value  can  be  made  after  such  individual  Schedules  have 
been  returned  to  the  Registrar.  The  General  Schedule  is  to  be  examined 
as  to  its  correctness  by  the  whole  Board,  and  the  results  announced 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

7  Papers  on  the  Homoeopathic  subjects  are  to  be  finally  submitted 
to  the  Examiner  approved  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  representatives  of 
that  system  in  the  Council 

8.  All  Oral  Examinations  are  henceforth  to  be  as  a  Clinical,  Demon- 
strative and  Practical  as  possible,  and  the  Candidate  shall  be  known  to 
the  Examiner  by  Number  only. 

9.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Examiners  in  the  questions  in  their 
respective  subjects,  to  confine  themselves  to  the  text  books  in  ordinary 
use  (see  page  14  of  this  Announcement)  also  that  in  referring  to  diseases 
or  operations  of  any  kind,  the  names  of  such  diseases  or  operations  most 
commonly  in  use  should  be  employed. 

10.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Examiners  that  they  in  no  case 
report  a  candidate  as  having  passed  an  Examination,  when  on  any  sub- 
ject he  makes  less  than  the  minimum  of  marks  set  by  the  Council  for  a 
pass  on  that  subject ;  but  in  any  case  where  they  may  think  there  are 
special  reasons  for  granting  a  License  to  such  Candidate,  they  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Council  for  its  action. 

Rules  for  Candidates  when  in  the  Examination  Hall. 

11.  Each  Candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  Programme 
containing  a  list  of  subjects  upon  which  the  Candidate  is  to  be  examin- 
ed, and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  Examination  Hall  during  the  progress 
of  the  Examinations  upon  such  subject,  but  at  no  other  time. 
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12.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to  the  questions  given  by  the 
Examiners,  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  each  page  of  a 
book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  Candidate,  and  the  number  given 
with  each  question  is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer  to  it,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  have  the  first  page  facing  outward  to  the  view  :  they  are 
then  to  be  folded  once,  and  enclosed  in  an  envelope  on  the  outside 
of  which  each  Candidate  is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is  then  to 
be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  or  some  one  deputed  by  him.  Neither 
signature,  number,  nor  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be  recognized  by 
the  Examiner,  is  to  be  written  or  marked  upon  any  portion  of  the  book 
to  be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

13.  The  Questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homoeopathic  subjects 
will  be  handed  in  writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  General  Examination 
on  the  same  subject,  by  the  Registrar,  to  such  candidates  as  have  given 
him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III,  sub-sec.  8,  9.  They  shall 
write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same  Hall  with  the  other 
Candidates,  and  hand  their  papers,  when  finished,  to  the  Registrar  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  other  Candidates,  to  be  by  him 
given  for  Examination  to  the  Homoeopathic  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  to  examine  or\  that  Subject. 

14.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in  answering  the  Questions.  Candi" 
dates  must  be  careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally  understood,  or 
which  cannot  be  mistaken. 

15.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hall  after  the  Questions 
are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

16.  No  Candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the  Hall  during  the  hours  of 
Examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  Examination. 

17.  Any  Candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or  reference 
paper  to  the  Hall,  must  deposit  it  with  the  Examiner  before  the  Exami- 
nation begins. 

18.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while  the  Ex- 
aminations are  going  on  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any  man- 
ner whatever. 

19.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear  themselves  towards  the  Exam- 
iners with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect  ;  and  they  will  not  be  per- 
mitted in  any  manner  to  manifest  approbation  or  disapprobation  of  any 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  during  the  progress  of  the  Examina- 
tion 

20.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  decorum  while 
any  Examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held  strictly  responsible 
for  any  impropriety  of  conduct  during  the  whole  progress,  both  of  the 
Written  and  of  the  Oral  Examinations. 
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2i.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will  lead  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
Candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it  from  the  remainder  of  the  Examination  ; 
and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  Examination  papers  which  he  may 
have  handed  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  his  being  detected  in  such 
misconduct. 

22.  And  be  debarred  from  further  privileges  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Council.

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PROCEEDINGS 

AT    MEETING    OF 

MEDIGAL  GOUNGIL   OF  ONTARIO, 

IN  JUNE,   1891. 


Tuesday,  June  9th,  1891. 

The  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  met  this  day  Tuesday,  the  9th  of  June,  1891,  at  2  p.m  in  accor- 
dance with  the  by-laws  of  the  Council. 

The  President,  Dr.  Moore,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 
The  Registrar  called  the  roll ;  all  present  excepting  Sir  James  Grant, 
Drs.  Britton,  Henry,  Oliphant,  Shaw.  Shortly  after  Drs.  Britton,  Henry 
and  Shaw  took  their  seats. 

Dr.  Moore  now  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  :• — 

To  the  members  of  the  Council  of  the  College   of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen  :  Since  we  last  met  one  year  has  rolled  around  and  been 
numbered  with  the  past.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  know  that  the  grim 
monster  death  has  not  invaded  our  ranks. 

The  past  twelve  months  have  been  eventful  ones  for  this  Council, 
eventful  ones  for  the  profession,  and  I  may  say  eventful  ones  for  the 
public,  from  an  educational  point  of  view. 

During  the  latter^part  of  1890  and  the  early  weeks  of  1891  the  medical 
profession  became  very  much  interested  in  the  discovery  of  Prof.  Koch. 
While  the  secular  press  seized  every  item  pertaining  to  the  discovery 
with  an  eagerness  that  betokens  the  welcome  to  be  given  to,  and  the  ho- 
sannas  to  be  sung  in  praise  of  the  one  who  may  discover  the  means  that 
will  prevent  or  cure  this  dire  disease — tuberculosis. 

Hundreds  of  physicians  journeyed  to  Berlin  to  gain  a  knowledge  of 
this  wonderful  fluid,  and  it  is  with  pride  that  I  say  several    medical  men 
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from  this  Province  wended  their  way  to  Germany's  capital  to  investigate 
and  procure  a  knowledge  of  tuberculin. 

It  is  pleasing  to  me  as  I  am  sure  it  is  to  every  member  of  this  Coun- 
cil to  know  that  a  goodly  number  of  our  professional  brethren  in  this  Pro- 
vince are  lovers  of  science,  lovers  of  accurate  minute  technical  skill,  and 
willing  to  devote  their  time,  abilities  and  finances  to  increase  their  know- 
ledge of  that  which  will  alleviate  or  cure  the  sufferings  of  their  fellow 
creatures.  I  must  here  digress  and  in  my  feeble  way  say  a  word  in  praise 
of  and  in  so  doing  I  feel  that  I  voice  the  opinion  of  every  member 
of  this  Council  when  I  say  that  the  action  of  Mr.  William  Mulock,  M. 
P  of  this  city,  is  deserving  of  the  praise  and  commendation  of  the  pro- 
fession and  the  public  for  his  munificent  and  philanthropic  act  in  send- 
ing Prof.  Ramsay  Wright  to  Berlin  at  his  own  expense,  to  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  the  manufacture  and  proper  method  of  using  Koch's 
lymph. 

I  hope  this  act  may  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  men  of  means  to  de- 
vote more  of  their  wealth  to  the  furtherance  of  medical  science  that 
pain  may  be  lessened  and  life  prolonged. 

The  boons  that  our  illustrious  predecessors  conferred  upon  the  pub- 
lic and  the  profession  by  the  founding  of  this  College  and  its  Council 
has  never  been  properly  understood  or  appreciated.  If  it  were  this  Col- 
lege would  be  the  most  popular  of  any  of  our  educational  institutions. 
By  the  establishment  of  this  College  power  was  given  whereby  we  could 
secure  for  the  public  a  class  of  medical  practitioners  of  excellent  attain- 
ments. I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  this  Council  has  not  failed  in 
the  discharge  of  its  duty.  Much  has  been  given  to  this  Council  and 
much  will  be  expected  from  it.  Let  us  see  that  there  shall  be  no  cause 
for  complaint  even  from  the  most  exacting  and  progressive  of  our  breth- 
ren. No  act  of  ours  should  show  a  retrograde  step  ;  everyone  should  be 
characterized  by  a  desire  to  do  that  which  is  in  the  interest  of  our  pro- 
fession and  which  will  contribute  to  the  public  good.  This  we  owe  to 
the  public,  to  the  profession  and  to  this  young  and  progressive  country. 
It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  we  have  the  sympathy  and  concurrence  of 
the  Universities  of  this  Province  in  our  every  endeavor  to  make  the 
knowledge  of  medicine  more  accurate  profound  and  feasible.  The 
medical  schools  as  a  rule  hail  with  pleasure  and  willingly  comply  with 
all  scientific  advances  made  by  this  body. 

Your  legislative  committee  have  discharged  their  duties  I  think  very 
satisfactorily,  and  right  here  permit  me  to  say  that  we  were  met  in  a 
friendly  manner  by  the  members  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  I  should 
say  from  the  whole  House  we  received  kindness  and  courtesy  and  a  de- 
sire to  help  us  in  all  that  they  considered  was  in  the  public  interest. 
Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  McKay,  M.L  A.,  Ingersoll,  Ontario,  wh0 
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had  our  bill  in  charge  and  who  guided  it  through  the  various  stages  with 
singular  ability  to  a  successful  termination. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  Curriculum  have  prepared  a 
lengthy  report  in  which  will  be  found  a  goodly  number  of  changes  and 
improvements. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  your  committee  on  discipline 
were  not  required  to  meet.  Their  good  work  of  one  year  ago  proving  a 
sufficient  deterrent  to  evil-doers. 

The  executive  committee  were  not  required  to  meet  which  is  also  a 
cause  for  congratulation.  Everything  has  gone  smoothly  during  the 
past  year  and  I  trust  this  state  of  affairs  may  continue.  The  Council 
will  not  be  financially  crippled  in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past 
and  some  needed  changes  can  therefore  be  made. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  each  and  all  for  your  kindness  and  assistance  dur- 
ing my  term  of  office.  Before  I  take  my  seat,  before  I  give  place  to  my 
successor  in  office,  i  wish  to  allude  to  our  national  loss.  In  sadness  I 
say  that  Canada's  greatest  and  most  loved  son  is  now  no  more.  The 
peer  of  any  statesman  now  rests  from  his  labors,  he  has  gone  and  for- 
ever. The  great  and  grand  old  man  sleeps  his  last  sleep.  His  hand 
will  no  more  be  raised  in  defence  of  his  country.  His  voice  will  never 
again  be  heard  pleading  his  country's  cause.  His  unerring  judgment 
will  no  longer  guide  and  direct  the  ship  of  state  ;  but  his  imprint  will 
ever  remain  upon  Canadas  fair  face.  Sir  John  was  truly  a  wonderful 
man  ;  he  was  not  a  type  ;  he  stands  alone  ;  he  had  no  equals,  and  he 
will  have  no  successors.  No  man  had  greater  courage,  keener  wit,  or 
kindlier  humor.  He  was  single  in  heart  and  complex  in  brain.  While 
the  world  lasts  civilization  will  hold  his  name  in  honour. 

I  will  now  call  upon  the  Council  to  elect  a  President. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bergin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  Dr.  Williams  be 
President. 

Resolved  that  Dr.  Day  cast  the  "  ballot." 

The  President  declared  result  of  ballot  as  follows  :  Dr.  Williams 
elected  President. 

Dr.  Moore  now  retired  and  Dr.  Williams  took  his  seat  as  President 
and  thanked  the  Council  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him,  and  request- 
ed the  Council  to  elect  a  Vice-President  and  officers. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bergin,  that  Dr.  Fowler  be 
Vice-President. 

Resolved  that  Dr.  Campbell  cast  the  u  ballot." 

The  President  reported  result  of  the  ballot  and  declared  Dr.  Fowler 
elected. 
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Dr.  Fowler  addressed  the  Council  and  expressed   his   appreciation  of 
the  honor  conferred. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.Thorburn,that  Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne 
be  Kegistrar  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. — Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by    Dr.    Philip,  that    Dr.  W.  T.  Aikins 
be  re-appointed  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. — Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.Moore,  that  B.B.  Osier,  Esq, 
Q.C.,  be  appointed  Solicitor  of  the  Council  for  ensuing  year. — Carried- 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded    by    Dr.    Fenwick,    that  the  following 
gentlemen  be  the  committee  to  strike  the   Standing  Committees   for  the 
ensuing  year,  viz.  :     Drs.  Day,  Harris,  Bergin,  Moore,    Logan,    Britton. 
Orr  and  the  mover  and  seconder. — Carried. 

The  committee  to  strike  standing  committees  to  meet  at  once  and  re- 
port. 

On  motion,  Council  adjourned  to  meet  again  in  30  minutes. 

The  Medical  Council  met  in  pursuance  of  motion  of  adjournment  at 
3.30  p.m. 

The  president  in  the  chair  called  the  Council  to  order  and  asked  if 
the  committees  to  strike  standing  committees  for  the  year  were  prepared 
to  report. 

Dr.  Day,  presented  report  of  the  committee  to  strike  standing  com- 
mittees, which  on  motion  was  received. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  that  the  report  be  now 
considered. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Dr.  Fenwick,  seconded  by  Dr.  Ruttan,  that 
the  report  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole.  Lost,  original  motion 
adopted. 

Report  considered,  Dr.  Geikie,  addressed  the  Council  and  protested 
against  the  composition  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Drs.  Philips  and  Britton,  addressed  the  Council. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bergin,  that  the  report  be 
adopted. — Carried.

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Registrar,  and  referred  by  the  President  to  the  proper  committees  to  take 
cognizance  >>{  the  same. 

INQUIRIES. 

Dr.  Campbell  asked  for  an  interpretation  of  the  act  as  to  whether 
members  could  be  registered  as  practising  midwifery  only. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Day,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  rules  and 
regulations,  who  are  directed  to  report  to  the  Council  upon  the  subject. 
*  — Carried 

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  report  of  ^the  legislation  committee' 
which  on  motion  was  read  and  received. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  report  of 
legislation  committee  be  adopted. — Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  presented  report  of  the  curriculum  committee,  which  on 
motion  was  received. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bergin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  report  of  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  last  year  to  consider 
the  curriculum  of  the  College  be  considered  on  Thursday  next  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  the  whole. — Carried. 

Legislation  committee  report  adopted  as  follows  : — 

To  the  Medical  -Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen  :  Your  committee  on  legislation  beg  to  report  as  fol- 
lows :  That  the  resolution  ofDrs  Rogers  and  Campbell  which  was  re- 
ferred to  this  committee  by  the  Council  in  June  last  which  asks  to 
amend  the  19th  section  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  re  University  Art 
Matriculation. 

Your  committee  deemed  it  wise  to  ask  for  more  thorough  control  of 
the  preliminary  examination  taken  by  medical  students  in  Ontario,  as 
the  preliminary  of  their  professional  studies,  than  the  19th  section  of 
Act  gives  the  Council. 

The  legislative  assembly  did  not  grant  the  amendment  as  presented 
to  deal  with  the  subject  of  matriculation,  yet  the  Council  have  secured 
power  to  have  more  thoroughly  under  their  control  the  entrance  exam- 
ination for  the  study  of  medicine,  and  are  now  in  a  position  to  increase 
the  standard  of  matriculation  should  the  Council  deem  it  desirable. 

The  instructions  as  to  petitioning  for  power  to  increase  the  annual 
fee  was  asked  for  and  not  granted. 

The  legislative  assembly  have  granted  the  Council  power  to  erase  the 
name  of  any  member  of  the  College  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  the 
annual  assessment  after  due  notice. 
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The  legislative  assembly  have  also  gran:ed  some  other  portions  of  the 
Bill  presented  which  will  more  thoroughly  complete  the  machinery  of  the 
Council  in  carrying  out  the  Medical  Act  and  amendments  thereto 

Your  committee  had  the  Bill  prepared  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  College 
and  have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  and 
have  sought  for  the  legislation,  that  the  Medical  Council  directed,  and 
what  the  committee  believes  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  public  and  the 
profession  of  medicine, 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  to  amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  as  passed  in 
April,  1 89 1,  is  appended  hereto.

BILL 
An  Act  to  Amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

HER  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Section  19  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  is  repealed  and  the  follow- 
ing substituted  therefor : — 

(19)  Graduates  in  Arts  in  any  university  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominion 
shall  not  be  required  to  pass  the  preliminary  examination.

to  the  examinations  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Education  for  the 
leaving  examinations  of  high  schools.

380  Upon  any  inquiry  under  section*  34  of  this  Act  either  party  may 
without  leave  or  order  obtain  and  issue  from  and  out  of  any  Division 
of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  for  Ontario  a  subpoena  commanding  the  at- 
tendance and  examination  of  any  witness  and  also  the  production  of  any 
documents,  production  of  which  could  be  compelled  at  a  trial,  to  and 
before  the  committee  and  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  sub- 
poena, and  disobedience  to  the  subpoena  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt  of 
court,  but  the  person'  whose  attendance  is  required  shall  be  entitlep!  to 
the  like  conduct  money  and  payment  of  expenses  and  for  loss  of  time 
as  for  and  upon  attendance  at  a  trial 

38^  In  case  of  the  erasure  of  a  name  under  the  preceding  provisions 
of  this  Act  the  council  may  direct  the  costs  of,  and  incidental  to  such 
erasure  to  be  paid  by  the  party  whose  name  has  been  directed  to  be 
erased,  which  costs  shall  first  be  taxed  by  one  of  the  taxing  officers  of 
the  High  Court,  upon  whose  certificate  execution  may  issue  for  the  col- 
lection of  such  costs  by  the  college,  out  of  any  of  the  Divisions  of 
the  High  Court  as  upon  a  judgment  in  an  action  in  such  court.

(2)  Upon  payment  of  all  fees  and  dues  payable  by  such  medical  prac- 
titioner to  the  said  college  the  Registrar  shall  write  his  name  on  the  mar- 
gin  of  the  certificate  and  the  date  thereof,  and  the  certificate  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  issued  only  from  such  date,  provided,  nevertheless,  that 
any  fees  properly  charged  during  the  time  in  which  any  practitioner's 
name  was  erased  from  the  register,  under  this  Act,  shall  be  legally  re- 
coverable upon  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  registration  at  the 
time  of  suit. 

(3)  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  practitioner  who  is  indebted 
to  the  college  for  any  sums  payable  to  the  college,  nor  until  the  annual 
fee  for  such  certificate  prescribed  by  the  statute  and  the  by-laws  of  the 
college  is  paid. 
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(4)  If  a  practitioner  omits  to  take  out  such  annual  certificate  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  thereto  until  he  pays  to  the  college  the  certificate 
fee  as  aforesaid  together  with  any  other  fees  or  dues  which  he  owes  to 
the  college. 

(5)  After  twelve  month's  default  in  taking  out  such  certificate,  and  if 
two  month's  notice  of  such  default  be  given  by  registered  letter  addressed 
to  the  registered  address  of  such  defaulter,  the  Registrar  shall,  if  payment 
has  not  been  made  by  the  defaulter,  erase  the  name  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioner so  in  default  from  the  register,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
as  to  unregistered  medical  pracititioners  shall  forthwith  apply. 

(6)  Such  medical  practitioner  may,  unless  otherwise  disqualified  un- 
der this  Act,  at  any  time  after  his  name  is  so  erased  by  the  Registrar, 
obtain  re-registration  by  applying  to  the  Registrar  and  paying  up  the  fees 
and  dues  due  the  college,  under  this  Act,  and  taking  out  his  certificate 
as  herein  provided  and  be  thereupon  re-instated  to  the  full  privileges  en- 
joyed by  other  registered  medical  pracititioners  under  this  Act. 

(9)  Section  22  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  substi- 
tuted therefor : — 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  keep  the  register  correct 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  orders  and  re- 
gulations of  the  council,  and  to  erase  the  names  of  all  registered  persons 
who  shall  have  died,  and  he  shall  from  time  to  time  make  the  necessary 
alterations  in  the  addresses  or  qualifications  of  the  persons  registered  un- 
der this  Act,  and  to  enable  the  Registrar  duly  to  fulfil  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Registrar  to  write  a  letter  to  any  regis- 
tered person,  addressed  to  him  according  to  his  address  on  the  register, 
to  enquire  whether  he  has  ceased  to  practice  or  has  changed  his  resi- 
dence, and  if  no  answer  shall  be  returned  to  such  letter  within  the  per- 
iod of  six  months  from  the  sending  of  the  letter,  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
erase  the  name  of  such  person  from  the  register ;  provided  always  that 
the  same  shall  be  restored  to  the  register  on  compliance  with  the  other 
provisions  of  this  Act.

Moved  by  Dr.  Harris,  seconded  by  Dr.  Ruttan,  resolved  that  the 
Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and    Surgeons   of  Ontario  now  as- 
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sembled  desires  to  express  its  profound  sorrow  at  the  death  of  Sir  John 
A.  MacDonald,  the  Premier  of  this  Dominion,  and  to  express  their  deep 
sympathy  with  Lady  MacDonald  and  the  members  of  the  Premier's 
family  in  their  great  bereavement. 

S''r  John  A.  MacDonald  was  chief  among  the  distinguished  men  who 
undertook  to  establish  within  the  lines  of  the  British  Empire  a  great 
free  self  governing  Dominion  on  the  northern  half  of  this  Continent. 

The  greater  part  of  his  long  life  was  devoted  to  this  work,  and  now 
on  its  completion  in  the  fullness  of  fame  and  honor,  and  with  a  fresh 
lease  of  power  just  placed  in  his  hands,  he  has  suddenly  passed  away. 

His  death  marks  a  period  in  our  history  •  let  us  hope  that  our  future 
history  may  record  the  great  and  increasing  peace  and  prosperity  of  this 
Dominion  of  which  Sir  John  A.  MacDonald  was  for  so  long  a  period  a 
devoted  public  servant. 

That  the  Registrar  is  directed  to  cause  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution 
to  be  engrossed  and  illuminated  and  forwarded  to  Lady  MacDonald. —

AFTERNOON     SESSION, 

Thursday,  June  nth,  1891,  2  p.m. 

Medical  Council  met  in  accordance  with  motion  of  adjournment,  the 
President  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll.     All  present  excepting  Sir  James  Grant. 

Dr.  Aikins  the  Treasurer  asked  permission  to  present  his  financial  re- 
port.    Granted  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  a  former  resolution  of  the  Council  Dr.  Bergin  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  addressed  the  Coun- 
cil as  follows  : — 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  present  to  you  to-day  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee which  was  appointed  on  the  13th  of  June  of  last  year,  by  resolu- 
tion, which  reads  as  follows  : 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bergin,  and  resolved,  That  the  Registrar  be  directed 
to  place  himself  in  communication  with  the  authorities  of  the  Canadian 
and  British  Universities  and  medical  colleges,  and  obtain  their  views  as 
to  the  necessity  if  any  for  a  higher  standard  of  preliminary  and  med- 
cal  education,  and  also  obtain  curricula  of  the  leading  universities  on  the 
continent  of  Europe  ;  and,  further,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
whom  shall  be  submitted  the  information  so  obtained,  said  committee 
to  frame  a  report,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  supplied  to  each  member  of 
the  Council  at  least  two  weeks  in  advance  of  the  next  annual  meeting. — 
Carried. 

Sir,  The  Committee,  on  assembling,  did  me  the  honor  to  appoint  me 
Chairman,  and,  for  that  reason,  I  suppose,  I  am  asked  to  give  to  you  to 
day  the  reasons  which  influenced  the  Committee   in  framing   the  report 
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which  nas  been  handed  to  the  Registrar,  and  which  it  shall  be  my  duty 
to  read  to  you,  after  I  have  made,  what  I  conceive  to  be  the  necessary 
statement.  In  making  this  statement  I  must  ask  the  consideration  of 
the  Council  for  more  than  one  reason  ;  physically,  owing  to  a  cold  I  con- 
tracted the  other  day,  and  which  has  been  followed  by  a  bronchial 
difficulty,  I  am  not  in  a  fair  condition  to  speak  at  the  length  that  I  con- 
ceive this  subject  demands  ;  and  again,  knowing  my  inability  to  do  jus- 
tice to  the  subject,  I  hoped  to  obtain  the  services  of  the  late  President, 
Dr.  Moore,  who  can  do  much  more  justice  to  the  subject  than  I  can, 
but  for  reasons,  which  no  doubt  are  good  and  sufficient,  he  desires  that 
the  statement  should  be  made  by  me. 

I  call  your  attention  at  the  outset  to  the  resolution  of  last  year,  in  or- 
der that  you  may  at  once  understand  that  the  report,  which  is  placed  be- 
fore you,  is  not  the  emanation  merely  of  the  individuals  forming  the 
commutee,  but  is  the  result  of  the  serious  thought  of  the  Council  for 
several  years  past,  that  it  was  desirable  to  make  a  great,  I  may  say,  a 
radical  change  in  the  Curriculum  of  this  Council. 

We  have  been  in  the  h^bit,  in  many  ways,  in  this  country,  of  looking 
to  the  mother-land  for  precedents  in  almost  every  matter,  but  to  the 
shame  of  the  mother-land,  I  must  say  in  this  matter,  the  medical  edu- 
cation of  Great  Britain  has  been  behind  all  the  other  countries  of  Eu- 
rope. We,  in  this  Province  of  Ontario,  recognizing  this  as  ue  did  years 
ago,  led  by  such  able  men  as  Dr.  Aikins,  Dr.  Wright,  the  late  Dr. 
Brouse  and  many  others  whose  names  are  familiar  to  you  ;  we,  I  say, 
made  an  effort  to  raise  the  profession  from  the  slough  to  which  it  had 
sunk,  and  the  outcome  of  the  efforts  of  those  great  men  was  this  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

They  laid  strong  and  deep  the  foundation  for  a  wise,  prudent,  digni- 
fied and  learned  medical  profession  in  Ontario  ;  a  profession  that  would 
command  the  respect  and  the  confidence  of  the  public  not  only  of  On- 
tario, but  of  the  whole  Dominion,  aye  and  of  the  neighboring  republic  ; 
and  I  think,  we  can  say  without  being  accused  at  all  events  of  being 
over  zealous  in  the  praise  of  ourselves  and  of  our  profession,  that  the 
medical  men  of  Ontario  stand  as  high  in  the  esteem  of  the  profession  in 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  as  the  members  of  the  profession  in 
those  countries  do. 

We  have  found  within  the  past  eight  or  ten  years  that  at  all  events 
the  standard  of  preliminary  education  was  not  up  to  the  times.  When  I 
first  entered  the  Council  I  suggested  to  the  Educational  Committee,  and 
I  think  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  Chamber,  that  the  time  had  come 
when  we  might  well  ask  if  not  a  degree  in  arts,  a  matriculation  such  as 
obtained  in  the  universities.  That  I  was  laughed  at  goes  without  say- 
ing, I  suggested  again  the  next  year,  and  the  next  year,  to  be  received 
almost  in  the  same  way ;  and  I  did  begin  to  think  at  last  that  I  was 
ahead  of  the  times  very  many  years.    But  there  came  another,  my  friend 
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on  my  left,  who  was  President  of  our  Council  last  year,  who  took  up 
the  same  view  and  made  the  same  propositions  ;  I  think  Dr.  Day  fol- 
lowed him,  and  another  and  another  until  last  year  it  culminated  in  the 
resolution,  which  I  have  just  read  to  you,  and  under  which  the  Educa- 
tional Committee  met  and  the  report  was  framed  which  is  now  on  the 
table  I  need  not  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  that  we 
have  given  to  this  subject  the  most  anxious  thought  :  that  we  have  stu- 
died carefully  the  documents  placed  before  us.  We  have  given  the 
closest  attention  to  everything  that  we  thought  bore  at  all,  directly  or  in- 
directly, on  the  subject.  We  felt  that  the  Council  had  placed  in  our 
hands  really  the  future  of  the  profession  of  Ontario,  in  a  very  great  mea- 
sure. We  felt  that  any  false  step  made  by  us  would  interfere  probably 
with  the  progress  of  the  profession.  We  felt  that  if  we  halted  we  would 
not  be  advancing  the  great  interests  of  the  profession  nor  would  we  be 
placing  it  before  the  public  in  the  light  tkar  would  give  increased  confi- 
dence by  the  public  in  the  young  men,  who  are  to  come  after  us.  We 
felt  that  we  ought  at  least,  after  having  before  u<  the  Curricula  of  the 
various  universities  of  Great  Britain,  the  Curricula  of  the  leading  uni- 
versities and  schools  of  medicine  in  the  United  States,  ani  the  Curricula 
of  the  continent  in  Europe,  to  adopt  such  a  Curriculum  as  that  which 
the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  has  proposed  to  the  medical 
schools  of  the  Empire,  and  which  will  come  into  force  in  the  year  1892. 

We  recognized,  as  did  the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain,  that  we 
were  taking  a  step,  and  a  very  long  step,  forward  In  many  respects, 
particularly  in  our  preliminary  education,  we  were  in  advance  of  the 
medical  schools  of  Great  Britain,  very  far  in  advance  of  some  of  them, 
and  therefore  the  step  was  a  much  longer  one  for  the  Medical  Council 
of  Great  Britain  than  that  which  we  proposed  to  the  Council  of  Ontar- 
io, that  it  should  take  to-day 

In  submitting  this  report  we  ask  you  to  consider  that  as  the  result  of 
our  labor  and  of  our  close  application,  we  are  convinced  that  wre  are 
offering  to  the  Council  the  best  measure  which,  we  think,  can,  or  ought 
to  be,  at  the  present  moment  submitted  ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  do 
not  submit  it  to  you  as  a  cast-iron  instrument,  one  from  which  nothing 
can  be  taken,  to  which  nothing  can  be  added,  and  no  part  of  which 
can  be  varied  ;  but,  we  submit  it  to  you  for  your  best  judgment,  in  the 
belief  that  we  have  laid  down  principles  which  must  commend  them- 
selves to  you  ;  and  we  have  placed  them  in  a  shape  which,  if  not  exactly 
as  every  member  of  the^Council  might  have  placed  them  himself,  is  in  a 
shape  that  we  think  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Council  as  a  general 
principle.  And  where  a  change  in  the  wording,  or  the  estimation  of  a 
subject,  or  a  change  in  the  detail  is  proposed,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
members  of  the  Committee  are  prepared  equally  with  me  to  meet  such 
suggestions  in  the  best  possible  spirit. 

We  do  not  for  a  moment  suppose  that  we  monopolize  the  good  sense 
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or  wisdom,  or  intelligence  of  this  Council  ;  on  the  contrary,  we  believe 
at  any  rate,  we  have  endeavored  to  show  to  the  Council,  that  we  are  en- 
deavoring to  carry  out,  in  good  faith,    the  work  which   the  Council  sub- 
mitted to  us. 

The  Registrar,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the  re- 
solution of  the  Council,  put  himself  in  communication  with  the  Univer- 
sities of  Toronto  of  Trinity,  of  Queen's  in  Ontario,  and  I  daresay  of 
London,  I  think  very  likely,  although  I  have  no  report  from  the  Uni- 
versity at  London  and  the  University  of  McGill  College,  in  the  province 
of  Quebec.  I  have  the  reports  of  these  Universities  before  me  and  al- 
though it  wiF  occupy  a  little  time,  yet  it  is  so  necessary  I  think  to  the 
thorough  understanding  of  this  question,  and  that  each  member  may 
have  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  views  of  these  universities,  I  shall  read 
the  salient  portion  of  them.  IJiave  here  a  copy  of  an  extract  of  Minute 
of  the  Board  of  Medical  Studies  of  Queen's  University,  dated  April  20th, 
1891  :  "  The  Board  received  a  report  from  the  Commiitee  appointed 
to  consider  the  Medical  Council's  Curriculum  of  study,  which,  having 
been  considered  and  amended,  was  adopted  as  follows  : — 

"  The  Committee  suggest :  1,  That  the  number  of  Didactic  lectures 
on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Practice  of  Medi- 
cine, Surgery  and  Obstetrics,  be  reduced  from  200  to  100  in  each  sub- 
ject, in  order  to  leave  time  for  practical  study  in  these  and  kindred  sub- 
jects. 

One  of  the  first  propositions  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  committee? 
when  the  Curriculum  of  professional  study  was  before  it,  was  the  ques- 
of  lessoning  Didactic  lectures.  It  was  felt  by  the  Committee  that  the 
feeling  throughout  the  medical  world  within  the  last  few  years  was  very 
much  opposed  to  the  continuance  of  the  system  of  Didactic  lectures.  It 
was  felt  that  too  much  time  was  occupied  in  these  lectures  by  the  Pro- 
fessors and  too  little  time  for  the  digestion  of  these  lectures  left  to  the 
students.  Without  going  further  into  that  subject  now  let  me  say  that, 
believing  this  to  be  correct,  the  committee  have  recommended  that  the 
course  of  100  lectures  hitherto  followed  shall  be  abandoned  and  that  it 
shall  be  reduced  to  50  lectures  and  that  the  three  months'  course,  usu- 
ally of  50  lectures,  shall  be  also  reduced  one-half  ;  this  will  give  to  the 
students  time  to  digest  the  lectures  to  which  they  have  been  listening 
during  the  day  and  it  will  also  give  them  time  for  practice  and  for  labor- 
atory work. 

It  is  the  opinion,  you  know,  of  the  very  highest  authorities  in  the 
great  schools  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  France,  and  of  Germany,  and  of  ; 
Austria,  and  of  Italy,  and  of  Spain,  and  in  Sweden  more  than  all,  that  ji 
less  than  four  hours  a  day  of  study  given  for  a  long  period  of  time  is  j 
none  too  few. 
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The  Chairman  here  asks  Dr.  Bergin  if  200  are  the  number  of  lectures 
required  by  this  Council  and  what  the  proposition  is. 

Dr  Bergin  :  The  number  oflectures  are  100, — 200  in  two  courses  on 
same  subjects. 

The  proposition  is  to  reduce  the  100  lectures  to  50,  and  the  50  course 
to  25. 

I  am  reading  now  from  the  Minutes  of  Queen's  University.  Queen's 
University  has  recognized  this,  as  the  Committee  of  the  Council  has 
also  recognized  it.  Queen's  University  recommends  further :  2.  That 
in  each  subject  there  shall  be  two  course  of  lectures,  a  junior  and  a  sen- 
ior, and  that  the  lectures  of  the  senior  course  shall  be  different  from 
those  of  the  junior,  as  suggested  in  the  appended  Schedule. 

3.  That  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Comparative  Physiology  and  Bac- 
teriology be  added  to  the  Curriculum. 

4.  That  pass  Matriculation  Physics  be  required  of  Matriculants  ;  or 
that  candidates  be  required  to  take  Junior  Physics  in  Arts,  in  the  first 
year  of  their  course. 

5.  That  the  Departmental  Pass  Matriculation  which  has  been  accept- 
ed by  the  Universities  for  Arts,  should  be  required  for  Medical  Matricu- 
lation. 

The  Board  adopted  the  Report  and  instructed  the  Secretary  to  for- 
Avard  a  copy  of  it  to  Dr.  Pyne,  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  of  On- 
tario."

The  Report  from  Toronto  University  says  : — 
Sir  :     The  following  Report  was  adopted  by  the  Senate  r — 
The  Board  of  Medical  and  Dental  studies   to   whom  was  referred  the 
communication  from  the  Registrar  of  the   College  of   Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  asking  for  suggestions   from  the   Senate  respecting 
proposed  changes  in  the    Curriculum   of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  i, — 
We  have  examined  the  Curriculum  referred  to  and  think 

1.  That  the  numbers  of  purely  didactic  lectures  are  excessive  and 
beg  to  suggest  that  they  be  diminished,  and  further  that  students  should 
not  be  required  to  attend  any  such  course  of  lectures  a  second  time. 
This  would  give  more  time  for  practical  work  in  both  primary  and 
final  branches 

2.  If  time  were  thus  saved,  we  think  it  would  be  well  to  add  the  fol- 
lowing subjects  to  the  Curriculum  :  General  and  Special  Pathology, 
Bacteriology,  Psychology,  Physics  and  Comparative  &  natomy. 

3.  To  prevent  gross  irregularities  in  connection  with  certificates  of 
attendance  upon  lectures,  we  think  that  the  form  of  declaration  made 
under  oath  by  each  candidate  for  the  final  examination  should  be 
changed  so  as  to  show  that  he  has   attended  lectures  from  ........  in 

the  year  18      to in  the  year  18     ,  specif\ing  dates  in  each  of 

his  four  sessions.  The  object  of  this  would  be  to  prevent  students  from 
commencing  lectures  in  the  middle  of  any  session,  and  getting  for 
attendance  on  half  a  session  or  less,  certificate  of  attendance  during  a 
whole  session. 

4  The  number  of  lectures  required  in  Sanitary  Science  should  be  in- 
creased from  20  to  25.

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requirement  of  a  full  course  of  four  years   from  medical  students  no  ex- 
ception should  be  made  in  the  case  of  a  graduate  in  arts. 

A  recommendation  to  this  effect  was  omitted  by  an  oversight 

No  properly  graded  course  of  four  years  can  be  attended  in  three 
years.

The  report  from  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Kingston  which  I  had  not  seen  until  now,  under  date  of  January  ioth, 
1 89 1,  is  as  follows  : 

'*  With  reference  to  a  request  made  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario 
that  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kingston  should 
submit  to  a  Committee  of  the  Council  the  views  of  the  Medical  College 
on  medical  education. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  medical  council  be  advised  as  follows  :  "That 
11  it  is  desirable,  with  a  view  to  the  reducing  the  number  of  didactic  lec- 
"  tures  so  as  to  afford  students  more  time  for  practical  work,  to,  as  far  as 
"is  practicable,  establish  in  the  various  branches  of  medical  study  junior 
u  and  senior  classes,  the  junior  courses  to  consist  of  not  less  than  forty 
"  lectures,  and  the  senior  courses  not  less  than  sixty  lectures,  and  that 
•■  it  be  recommended  that  a  class  examination  be  held  in  the  junior  work 
11  before  students  are  admitted  to  the  senior  class,  and  that  attendance 
M  on  these  classes  be  held  equivalent  to  the  two  courses  of  lectures  as 
"  now  required. 

*  It  was  also  resolved  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  course  on 
Practical  Chemistry  should  comprehend  full  instruction  on  Physiological 
and  Pathological  Chemistry  adapted  to  the  wants  of  medical  students.

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  the  colleges  whose  reports  I  have  just  read 
all  agree  that  the  number  of  systematic  lectures  has  been  entirely  too 
great. 

The  Medical  Faculty  of  McGill  University  respectfully  beg  to  submit 
to  the  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario 
the  following  as  desirable  changes,  in  their  opinion,  in  the  Curriculum  of 
studies  etc.,  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council. 

That  if  the  Board  would  define  the  length  of  time  over  which  medical 
stndies  should  extend,  and  require  examinations  that  shall  thoroughly 
test  students  on  actual  knowledge,  both  theoretical  and  practical,  the 
main  educational  purpose  of  the  Board  would  be  attained.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  highly  undesirable  to  increase  the  extent  of  the 
field  of  study,  till  more  time  is  allowed. 
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But  if  it  is  thought  wise  by  the  Board  to  define  courses  of  study,  etc., 
we  respectfully  make  the  following  suggestions  : 

1.  That  in  the  "  Primary  Course  "  fewer  lectures  and  more  Laboratory 
work  should  be  required. 

2.  In  the  "  Final  subjects  "  fewer  Didactic  Lectures  and  more  clinical 
work  is  desirable.  The  regulations  should  be  sufficiently  flexible  to  per- 
mit teachers  to  grade  their  subjects. 

3.  That  all  students  (graduates  in  arts  included)  should  be  obliged  to 
spend  at  least  four  winters  and  one  summer  session  in  attendance  at 
some  recognized  school  of  medicine. 

4.  That  the  course  in  Medical  Jurisprudence  should  not  exceed  fifty 
{50)  lectures, 

5.  That  a  separate  course  of  lectures  on  Regional  and  Topographical 
Anatomy  during  the  Final  Session  would  be  an  unnecessary  burden  on 
students.  A  special  examination  on  the  subject  would  be  unobjection- 
able. 

6.  That  particular  care  should  be  taken  in  recommending  text-books. 
Only  such  as  are  modern  and  generally  approved  should  be  recommended 
to  students. 

7.  The  Faculty  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  teachers  are  best 
qualified  to  be  examiners,  and  that  the  existing  law  which  prevents  a 
teacher  from  examining  in  his  own  subject  is  greatly  to  the  detriment  of 
the  interests  of  medical  education..  '     » 

8.  That  greater  latitude  should  be  allowed  to  the  various  teaching 
bodies  as  to  the  manner  of  teaching  the  different  subjects.

The  last  report,  which  perhaps  might  be  taken  as  read  and  which  I 
shall  hand  to  the  shorthand  reporter,  is  that  from  Trinity  University,  and 
the  reason  I  ask  that  that  should  be  taken  as  read,  is  because  practically 
that  report  is  to  the  effect  that  the  present  Curriculum  of  this  Council 
ought  not  to  be  altered ;  that  the  course  pursued  in  Trinity  is  as 
paactical  and  as  demonstrative  as  it  is  possible  to  be ;  that  the  course  of 
lectures  cannot  with  safety  be  reduced,  and  that  all  the  necessary  time 
is  given  to  practical  work,  both  in  the  laboratory  and  clinical  work,  at 
the  bedside,  and  all  the  post  mortem  work,  that,  with  the  material  at 
hand,  it  is  possible  to  give  ;  all  indeed  that  Trinity  University  or  the 
Medical  School  of  Trinity  University  recommends  is  that  we  should  ask 
the  Government  to  make  such  a  change  in  the  Anatomy  Act  as  will 
make  it  at  least  equal  to  the  Anatomy  Act  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

The  President  here  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  time  limit  had 
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been  exceeded,  whereupon  the  Council  extended  the  time  for  Dr.  Bergin- 
to  complete  his  address.     Continuing  he  said  : 

I  have  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  courtesy  extended  to  me,  and 
I  feel  that,  whilst  grateful  to  you  for  it,  I  could  not  properly  perform  the 
duty  which  you  assigned  to  me  without  obtaining  from  you  all  the 
necessary  time.  (Hear,  hear).  I  feel  that  under  ordinary  circumstances 
it  would  be  an  abuse  of  the  confidence  which  you  have  placed  in  me 
since  I  have  had  the  honor  of  a  seat  in  this  Council,  and  an  abuse  of 
the  kindness  and  good  nature  with  which  you  have  always  received  that 
which  I  have  felt  it  to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Council  to  address  to 
you,  and  I  was  so  confident,  perhaps  foolishly  so,  recognizing  the  im- 
portance of  the  occasion  and  the  difficulty  of  the  work  which  I  had  to 
do,  that  I  thought  no  objection  would  have  been  offered.  But  I  shall 
not  occupy  your  time  by  alluding  to  this  any  further. 

The  communication  from  Trinity  Medical  College  is  as  follows  : 

'*  In  reply  to  the  letter  received  from  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  Resolution 
of  the  Medical  Council  appointing  a  committee  to  obtain  information 
and  report  upon  the  Curriculum  of  studies  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Medical  Council,  the  Faculty  of  Trinity  Medical  College  respectfully 
submits  the  following  observations  embodying  the  views  of  the  Faculty 
on  this  important  subject. 

i.  During  the  first  winter  session  the  following  are  the  subjects  re- 
quired :  Anatomy  Illustrated,  Comp.  Anatomy,  Physiology  including 
Histology  and  Biology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Practical  Anatomy, 
Botany. 

All  of  these  bear  directly  on  the  work  of  the  profession,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Faculty  it  would  not  be  in  the  interests  of  medical 
£  education  to  lessen  the  number  of  the  branches  taught.  The  work  of 
the  first  year  is,  no  doubt,  considerable,  but  the  experience  of  many 
years  has  proved  it  to  be  not  at  all  excessive  ;  and  it  is  found  that  the 
busier  the  students  are  kept  from  the  very  first,  the  less  time  they  waste, 
and  the  higher  the  position  they  take  in  all  subsequent  examinations. 
This  college  in  all  her  classes  makes  the  teaching  largely,  and.  when 
possible,  wholly  demonstrative  and  practical.  It  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Faculty  that  none  of  the  Courses  named  can  be  reduced 
in  length,  without  impairing  that  thorough  ground  work  which  it  is*  the 
Faculty's  aim  to  secure  to  every  student  during  his  first  session. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Faculty  would  not  think  it  necessary  or  wise 
to  add  any  other  subjects  to  those  now  required  for  the  first  year,  as 
distinct  and  separate  branches,  such  as  Chemical  Physics,  Comparative 
Anatomy,  or  Biology,  as  distinct  from  Physiology ;  for  everyone  of  these 
subjects  is  included  very  largely  and  quite  sufficiently  for  every  practical 
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purpose,  in  the  regular  teaching  of  the  branches  to  which  they  are  closely 
allied. 

2.  The  present  requirements  of  the  Second  year  are : — Anatomy, 
Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry,  Materia 
Medica,  Histology  (Normal),  Toxicology. 

The  Faculty  would  recommend  that  nothing  be  added  to  this  list,  nor 
anything  taken  from  it,  nor  that  the  respective  course  be  in  any  way  re- 
duced in  length,  as  all  the  instruction  now  given  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  give  the  students  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  respective  subjects.  In 
the  Second  year,  as  in  the  First,  the  teaching  recommended  and  carried 
out  by  the  Faculty  is  thoroughly  practical  and  demonstrative  in  every 
branch.  In  Order  fully  to  cover  the  work  at  present  required  by  the 
Council's  very  thorough  Primary  Examinations,  the  whole  ot  the  branches 
now  taught  are  indispensible,  and  they  are  so  numerous,  that  to  add  to 
their  number  would  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty,  be  judicious. 

The  Faculty  would  make  two  recommendations  in  regard  to  the 
Second  year  work  : — i.  That  it  would  be  well  for  the  Council  to  direct 
that  the  teaching  of  General  Chemistry  in  all  our  Medical  Colleges, 
should  be  made  as  far  as  possible  to  bear  upon  the  future  work  of  the 
student  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  rather  than  have  the  time  taken 
up  with  matters  of  little  practical  value  or  interest  to  medical  students, 
or  to  medical  men,  however  important  such  things  may  be  to  those  who 
intend  to  pursue  chemistry  as  a  profession. 

3.  That  in  teaching  practical  chemistry  very  great  stress  should  be 
laid  upon,  and  much  time  given  to  urinalysis,  and  to  the  chemistry  of  the 
different  secretions  and  structures  of  the  human  body. 

4.  The  subjects  now  required  for  the  Third  year  are  as  follows  : — 
Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery  and 
Gynaecology,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Pathology. 

In  the  teaching  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  the  diseases  of 
women  and  children  the  great  object  is  to  make  it  throughout  as 
practical  and  as  demonstrative  as  possible. 

In  none  of  the  subjects  just  named  is  it  possible  to  cover  the  whole 
ground  over  in  a  course  of  100  lectures  or  lecture  demonstrations;  iff 
has  been  found  practically  useful  in  order  to  fit  students  fully  for  the 
observation  of  cases  at  the  bedside,  and  in  the  Hospital  Theatre  to  go 
over  during  the  third  session  the  most  imporcant  parts  of  the  main  final 
branches.  This  enables  the  student  to  utilize  to  the  utmost  every 
hospital  clinical  advantage.  The  effort  to  increase  the  amount  of  hos- 
pital teaching  is  being  pushed  further  and  further  every  year  and  will 
continue  to  be  so.  At  present  the  great  need  is  more  patients  in  the 
hospital,  and  these  can  only  be  supplied  as  our  population  increases.     At 
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present  every  hospital  case  of  any  value  is  used  For  teaching  purposes 
over  and  over  again,  much  oftener  indeed  than  most  patients  care  for. 

The  recommendation  we  would  make  for  the  Third  year's  studies 
would  be,  not  to  alter  in  any  way  the  courses  given,  neither  to  increase 
nor  lessen  the  work  now  done,  but  that  every  clinical  advantage  obtain- 
able be  zealously  improved  so  as  to  increase  as  far  as  may  be  the 
practical  element  during  the  students'  third  winter  course, 

5.  The  Fourth  year's  subjects  at  present  required  are  as  follows; — 
Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Midwifery  and 
Oynsecology,  Sanitary  Science,  Applied  Anatomy.  «• 

In  the  Fourth  or  last  session  the  most  important  and  practical  parts 
of  the  work  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery  and  diseases  of  women  etc., 
are  gone  over  again  in  a  practical  demonstrative  way,  and  the  best  of  the 
students  in  the  college  year  after  year  give  it  as  their  experience,  that  the 
second  course  on  the  main  subjects,  both  primary  and  final,  is  of  far 
greater  value  to  them  than  the  first  The  first  gives  them  a  good  outline, 
the  becond  fills  up  and  impresses  everything  practical  deeply  on  their 
minds  so  that  they  can  read  Primary  or  Final  work  at  home  to  the  utmost 
advantage,  and  see  rases  at  the  hospital  and  be  able  to  make  the  most 
of  them. 

As  stated  before  in  this  communication  every  course  in  the  Institution 
is  made  as  demonstrative  and  practical  as  it  can  be. 

In  the  Fourth  session  Clinical  work  is  pushed  to  the  utmost,  the  only  - 
felt  l;mit  being  the   number  of  hospital  cases   the   students  have  to 
examine. 

Additional  attention  is  being  paid  to  this  department  and  more  work 
done  in  it  every  year  and  it  will  keep  pace  with,  the  hospital  advantages 
as  they  go  on  improving. 

To  reduce  the  extent  of  any  one  of  the  courses  given,  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Faculty,  be  a  serious  retrograde  step.  It  would  necessi- 
tate, as  is  seen  where  a  different  course  is  adopted,  the  turning  of  what 
should  be  purely  practical  hospital  teaching  in  the  Theatre,  or  at  the 
bedside  into  such  as  can  be  far  better  done  in  ordinary  medical  class- 
rooms, 

6.  This  faculty  would  very  strongly  impress  upon  the  Committee  the 
great  difficulty  the  medical  colleges  of  Ontario  labor  under,  from  the  ex- 
tremely deficient  supply  of  anatomical  material.  The  Anatomy  Ace  of 
Ontario  should  go  as  far  as  the  Anatomy  Act  of  Quebec,  which  would  at 
once  adequately  supply  the  want.  Deficient  as  the  Ontario  Act  is,  it  is 
not  fully  carried  out.  A  very  strong  recommendation  from  the  Com- 
mittee followed  up  by  a  similar  recommendation  from  the  Medical 
Council  to  the  Government  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  benefits,  if 
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successful,    which    could  be    conferred   on  Medical  Education   in  the- 
Province  of  Ontario.

It  will  thus  be  seen,  gentlemen,  that  at  the  outset  we  were  met  with 
the  recommendation  by,  in  fact,  all  the  medical  colleges,  and  all  the 
medical  schools,  except  Trinity  Medical  College,  as  to  the  excessive 
number  of  didactic  lectures. 

We  then  turned  our  attention  to  the  Curricola  of  the  different  teaching 
bodies  in  Europe,  and  we  discussed  with  very  great  care  the  proceedings 
of  the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain.  We  had  before  us  a  very  lull 
summary  of  all  that  was  said  at  jthe  meeting  of  the  Medical  Council  in 
May  and  June  of  last  year.  We  had  before  us  the  opinions  of  the  great 
men  of  that  Council,  and  we  found  that  they  were  in  thorough  accord  with 
the  medical  schools  of  this  country,  in  the  opinion  that  the  system  of 
didactic  lectures,  pursued  to  the  extent  to  which  it  has  been  pursued  in 
the  past,  is  one  which  must  be  done  away  with.  They  had  a  great 
many  meetings  of  that  body  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  this  question, 
and  in  the  end  their  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

True  it  is  that  upon  many  of  these  resolutions  there  were  differences 
'of  opinion  as  to  wording  and  as  to  matters  of  detail,  but  discussing 
everything  as  they  did,  with  the  desire  to  come  to  an  unanimous  con- 
clusion, to  prepare  such  a  report  as  would  elevate  the  profession  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world  and  make  it  what  it  ought  to  be,  a  wise  and  intelligent 
and  dignified  body — a  body  which  would  command  the  respect  of  the 
world — they  felt  that  their  duty  was  to  adopt  the  suggestions  which  had 
been  made  from  time  to  time,  in  the  Medical  Press  and  elsewhere,  for 
the  advancement  of  the  profession  and  the  elevation  of  the  standard  of 
preliminary  as  well  as  professional  education. 

I  shall  take  the  liberty,  since  you  are  kind  enough  to  give  me  the  timer 
to  draw  your  attention  to  some  remarks  which  were  made  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  lectures  by  members  of  that  body. 

Dr.  Struthers,  a  very  distinguished  member  of  the  Council,  and 
Chairman  of  one  of  the  branches,  "  moved,  as  an  amendment,  to  leave  out 
the  latter  part  of  the  recommendation  and  to  Hmit  it  to  the  proposition 
that  two  or  three  lectures  weekly  were  sufficient.  The  lectures  in  Scot- 
land were  certainly  in  excess.  He  urged  that  the  discussion  must 
certainly  be  superfluous,  for  the  minds  of  the  members  were  at  this  time 
made  up  as  to  the  relative  value  of  systematic  lectures  and  practical 
work." 
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Sir  William  Turner  urged  that  "  the  system  of  lectures  which  pre- 
vailed in  Scotland  was  based  on  long  tradition,  and  that  if  the  Scotch 
Medical  public  thought  a  change  desirable  they  could  bring  this  about 
without  coming  to  the  General  Medical  Council,  but  he  thought;  that  the 
resolution,  passed  by  the  Council  at  the  last  session,  insisting  on  the 
necessity  for  restricting  the  number  of  systematic  lectures  was  as  far  aa 
they  could  now  safely  go/' 

Mr.  Mitchell  Banks  observed  that  "  he  had  heard  of  being  preached  to 
-death  by  wild  curates,  but  an  even  more  teirible  catastrophe  would  be  to 
be  lectured  to  death  ;  he  himself  had  narrowly  escaped  the  fate,  and  only 
attributed  to  a  strong  constitution  his  having  survived  the  course  of 
lectures  on  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Chemistry  which  were  inflicted  upon 
him.  He  knew  many  of  his  friends  who  bore  indelible  marks  of  the  in- 
fliction, and  whose  days  had  been  or  probably  would  be  shortened  there- 
by ;  he  urged  therefore  that  some  restriction  was  indispensible." 

Sir  John  Syrnon  said  "  the  great  object  was  to  secure  that  the  unhappy 
student  should  have  an  alternative,  and  not  be  bored  to  death  by  tire- 
some professors.  It  was  absurd  to  require  of  him  to  attend  lectures 
which  might  equally  well  be  learned  from  text-books.  He  urged  that 
the  attendance  on  systematic  lectures  was  certainly  in  excess  of  the  re- 
quirements." 

I  shall  not  weary  the  Council  by  continuing  to  read  the  remarks 
which  were  made  upon  the  subject,  suffice  it  to  say  that  the  addresses  of 
several  gentlemen,  who  addressed  the  Council  on  that  subject,  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  Council,  and  their  propositions  were  crystalized  in 
the  resolution,  which  I  shall  read  to  you  bye  and  bye,  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  that  this  committee,  at  all  events,  is  in  harmony  with  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that  we  have  endeavored 
to  frame  our  report  in  such  a  way  as  to  assimilate  it  very  closely  to 
that  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

One  of  the  next  steps  to  which  we  thought  it  necessary  to  direct  at- 
tenion,  wsis  the  matriculation  examination.  We  have  had  since  I  have 
been  in  the  Council,  three  or  four  different  systems  of  matriculation. 
We  had  matriculation  examination  taken  by  our  own  examiners,  which 
was  found  to  be  a  very  unsatisfactory  one,  and  found  to  be  also  an  ex- 
pensive one,  and  one  which  did  not  call  for  a  very  high  standard  of  pre- 
liminary education  ;  and  though  we  are  now  adopting  one  of  the  exami- 
nations of  the  Department  of  Education  of  Ontario,  even  up  to  this 
hour  the  Examiners  report  to  us  that  the  papers  presented  by  the  students 
-who  come  up  for  their  primary  and  final  examinations  are  very  badly 
constructed — and  show  in  fact  that  their  preliminary  education  has  been 
of  such  a  character  that  they  are  really  not  fitted  to  enter  upon  the  study 
of  medicine,  much  less  to  obtain  the  certificate  of  this  College  ;  but, 
there  is  no  alternative  left  for  the  college  under  the  present  situation  ; 
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the  candidates  having  passed  the  preliminary  examination  exacted  by 
this  college,  the  professional  examiners  have  no  right  to  question  or  no 
right  to  refuse  the  passing  to  a  candidate,  even  although  his  answers  be 
clothed  in  the  most  abominable  English. 

Dr.  Geikie  enquires  if  the  examiners  speak  of  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  papers  as  being  of  that  kind ;  that  he  had  heard  reference 
made  to  casual  papers,  but  not  to  the  papers  generally. 

Dr.  Bergin  : — I  will  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  it  is  the  general  character 
of  the  papers  ;  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  learned  Dean  of  Trinity  has 
insinuated  that  every  man,  who  has  presented  himself  as  a  candidate  at 
the  Primary  or  Final  examination  of  this  college,  has  been  so  deficient 
in  his  preliminary  education.  What  I  do  say  is  this,  that  examples  of 
this  kind  have  occurred  so  often,  and  the  examiners  have  so  frequently 
called  attention  to  it,  that  I  felt  I  not  only  could  fairly  call  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  it  once  again,  but  that  I  ought  to  do  it.  in  justice  to  the 
committee  whose  report  you  have  now  under  consideration,  and,  that 
these  views  of  ours,  that  the  time  had  come  when  we  could  carry  out  the 
recommendation  of  the  Council — for  we  took  it  to  be  a  recommendation 
when  the  Council  asked  us  to  examine  the  curricula  of  other  countries 
as  well  as  the  curricula  of  the  medical  colleges  here — we  took  it,  that  it 
was  part  of  our  duty  to  enquire  also  into  this  difficulty  of  matriculation, 
and  to  submit  to  the  Council  such  a  standard  of  preliminary  education, 
to  be  exacted  from  all  those  who  desired  to  register  as  medical  students 
in  this  college,  as  would  insure  that  the  men  entering  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  in  Ontario  would  be  thoroughly  prepared  in  their  preliminary 
education ;  and  we  have  recommended,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report, 
that  the  graduates  in  Arts  of  any  University  in  the  British  Dominions 
shall,  upon  making  application  and  paying  the  usual  fee,  be  entered  upora 
the  Register  of  the  College  as  a  medical  student.  Had  we  not  done  so, 
the  Amended  Medical  Act,  which  I  have  in  my  mind,  would  have  com- 
pelled us. 

Section  19,  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  is  repealed  by  our  Amended 
Medical  Act,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor:  *' Graduates  in 
Arts  in  any  University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  shall  not  be  required 
to  pass  the  preliminary  examination.  Provided  always  that  where  the 
Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  adopts  a  lower  stan- 
dard for  matriculation  than  Graduation  in  Arts,  such  standard  shall  be 
conformed  to  the  Curriculum  of  the  Universities  or  to  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  for  the  junior  and  senior  matriculation  in  Arts,  or  the 
examinations  prescribed  by  the  department  of  education  for  the  leaving 
examination  of  the  high  schools." 

So  that  even  were  we  so  disposed  as  to  say  that  a  graduate  in  Arts 
should  pass  an  examination  any  other  than  that  he  had  passed  when  ob- 
taining his  degree  in  Arts,  it  would  have  no  value.     We  felt  that  how- 
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ever  desirable  it  might  be  that  young  man  entering  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  in  Ontario  should  obtain  a  degree  in  Arts — (and  we  thought 
it  highly  desirable,  and  we  hope  and  we  believe  that  the  day  will  come 
when  men  desirous  of  entering  upon  the  profession  of  medicine  in  this 
country  shall  come  armed  with  a  degree  in  Arts  and  a  degree  in  Science) 
— We  felt  though  that  much  as  we  desired  this,  and  much  as  we  felt  it 
would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  profession,  the  time  had  not  yet  come  in 
this  country  when  we  could  call  for  the  highest  degree  in  Arts  from 
students  in  medicine,  and  we  resolved  to  adopt  the  alternative,  which  is 
proposed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  and  which  is  contained  in  this 
Amended  Medical  Act. 

After  carefully  considering  the  Departmental  regulations  as  to  high 
schools  and  collegiate  institutes,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  we 
should  properly  recommend  to  the  Council  the  adoption  of  the  Senior 
Leaving  Examination  of  the  high  schools. 

The  Senior  Leaving  Examination  of  the  high  school  is  upon  the  follow' 
ing  subjects  :  English  Grammar,  Philology,  Rhetoric  and  Prosody  > 
English  Composition  (essay),  English  Poetical  Literature,  History  and 
Geography,  Algebra.  Euclid,  Trigonometry,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology, 
Latin,  Greek,  French,  German. 

Six  of  these  are  understood  to  be  optional,  and  I  may  say  that  if  you 
will  look  at  the  list  of  subjects  in  the  Primary  Examination  and  in  the 
Junior  Leaving  Examinations,  you  will  find  that  the  subjects  which  we 
recommend  should  be  taught,  and  examinations  which  should  be  passed 
by  gentlemen  desirous  to  register  as  medical  students  have  been  passed 
through  in  the  Primary  or  Junior,  though  they  do  not  appear  in  the 
Senior  Leaving  Examination. 

I  think  you  will  agree  wiih  me,  gentlemen,  that  we  are  not  exacting 
too  high  a  standard  when  we  ask  that  a  young  man  entering  upon  the 
study  of  the  profession  should  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  English 
Grammar,  that  he  should  be  equal  to  English  Composition,  that  he 
should  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  Rhetoric,  that  he  should  know  some- 
thing of  the  poets  of  our  country,  that  he  should  know  something  of  its 
history  and  geography,  that  he  at  all  events  should  be  able  to  keep  his 
own  accounts,  that  he  should  know  something  of  commercial  transactions, 
that  he  should  have  had  his  mind  disciplined  by  a  fair  amount  of  mathe- 
matics, that  he  should  know  something  of  the  languages  sfpoken  by  his 
neighbors  in  neighboring  countries,  that  he  should  have  a  good  know- 
ledge— a  fair  knowledge  at  all  events — of  Chemistry  and  Physics  that  he 
should  know  something  of  the  Classics,  enough  at  all  events  to  enable 
him  to  understand  the  meaning   of  words  which  are  almost  every  hour 
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in  his  mouth  fxom  the  day  that  he  enters  upon  his  profession  until  the 
day  he  leaves  it. 

I  think  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  that  he  should  at  all  events  know 
this.  Every  gentleman  ought  to  know,  and  more  particularly  the  medical 
man,  who  in  almost  every  section  of  the  country  is  looked  upon  as  the 
model  man  of  the  community,  the  man  who  has  more  power  to  mould 
and  to  fashion  the  morals  and  the  social  qualities  of  the  neighborhood 
in  which  he  lives  than  even  the  clergyman,  no  matter  how  distinguished 
that  clergyman  may  be  ;  there  is  no  man  in  the  community  who  is  so 
looked  up  to  as  the  medical  man;  there  is  no  man  in  the  community  who 
holds  the  confidence  of  so  many,  both  the  male  and  the  female  of  the 
community,  as  the  medical  man  ;  there  is  no  man  so  looked  up  to  and 
so  worshipped  by  the  youth  of  the  community — no  man  to  whom  more 
attention  is  paid  \>y  them — than  the  medical  man.  Therefore  it  is  that 
when  he  enters  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  he  should  go  forth 
armed  with  all  that  this  country  can  afford  him,  that  he  may  carry  to  the 
end  that  influence  which  he  alone  can  wield  so  effectually. 

Feeling  all  this,  we  felt  that  the  very  lowest  possible  standard  which 
we  could  ask  is  that  which,  under  the  Educational  Department  of  On- 
tario, for  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination,  or  the  Departmental  Pass 
University  Arts  Matriculation,  with  the  prescribed  science  course  added 
and  compulsory,  and  we  have  asked  you,  gentlemen,  to  sanction  our 
report. 

Dr.  Fowler  enquires  if  this  Leaving  Examination  is  the  same  as  the 
examination  in  Latin  which  has  been  already  accepted,  or,  if  it  is  the 
First-Class  examination  of  the  Department. 

Dr.  Bergin : — I  may  say  in  reply  to  the  worthy  Dean  of  Queen's  we 
did  not  consider  that  that  examination  was  at  all  sufficient,  and  we  found 
this  to  contain  all  that  we  thought  we  could  venture  to  ask  for  at  this 
moment.  Whilst  desiring  to  make  an  efficient  change  we  did  not  think 
it  necessary  just  now,  desirable  though  it  was,  to  make  so  radical  a  change 
as  to  a  degree  in  arts,  but  we  were  quite  satisfied  that  anything  short  of 
this  Senior  Leaving  Examination,  which  includes  both  the  primary  and 
the  junior,  because  I  have  no  desire  to  mislead  the  Council — they  will 
see  on  looking  over  the  primary  and  the  junior  examinations  that  they 
include  subjects  which  do  not  appear  in  the  list  of  the  Senior  Leaving 
Examination,  but  which  they  must  have  passed  before  they  can  take  the 
Senior  Leaving  Examination. 

Dr.  Geikie  asks  if  he  is  right  in  understanding  that  the  Candidate  in 
taking  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination  must  have  previously  taken  the 
Primary  Leaving  Examination. 

Dr.  Bergin  replies  yes,  and  the  jumor.  I  am  speaking  of  the  exami- 
nations of  the  Education  Department  of  Ontario. 
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I  do  not  intend  to  detain  you  by  reading  to  you  a  great  many  extracts 
from  the  General  Council  on  Medical  Education,  but  to  show  you  how 
far  behind  Great  Britain  has  been  in  the  past  in  her  exactions  as  to  mat- 
riculation of  medical  students^  and  to  emphasize  what  I  said  as  to  the  de- 
sire of  the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  to  raise  the  standard  of  pre- 
liminary medical  education,,  and  for  the  information  of  the  gentlemen,, 
who  have  not  given  to  this  subject  the  attention  that  we  have  been 
obliged  to  give  to  it  during  the  past  few  months,  that  we  might  thorough- 
ly and  properly  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Council,  I  propose, 
with  your  permission,  to  read  you  what  is  said  about  preliminary  edu- 
cation in  Great  Britain,  and  what  is  the  actual  condition  of  things  as  to 
preliminary  education  on  the  Continent  as  well. 

It  may  be  objected  possibly  that  in  this  senior  examination  we  are  ask- 
ing a  very  high  standard  of  education  from  our  young  men.  Well,  in 
comparison  with  that  heretofore  required,  I  admit  that  the  standard  is 
somewhat  higher — very  materially  higher,  but  in  comparison  with  that 
which  they  ought  to  have  it  is  not  high,  on  the  contrary  it  is  not  high 
enough.  We  all  understand  that  the  more  a  young  man's  attention  is 
directed  to  the  study  of  sciences  the  more  capable  he  becomes  of 
thoroughly  understanding  other  questions ;  his  mind  becomes  moulded, 
it  becomes  disciplined  as  it  were.  When  called  upon  to  make  an  instan- 
taneous diagnosis,  as  he  often  will  be,  without  that  mental  discipline,, 
and  without  that  thorough  training  which  he  has  had  when  studying  the 
sciences,  he  would  become  muddled,  and  we  all  know  there  are  times 
when,  if  a  man  hesitates  in  his  diagnosis,  his  patient  is  lost;  hence  it  is 
that  it  is  necessary  that  every  student  should  have  the  very  highest  pre- 
liminary training,  if  we  have  due  regard  to  the  lives  of  those  who  will  be 
committed  to  his  care. 

Bearing  all  this  in  mind,  feeling  that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession, feeling  that  this  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
was  established,  by  the  great  men  who  laid  its  foundations,  not  for  the 
medical  schools  of  this  country,  not  alone  for  the  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine in  this  country,  but  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  that  their  lives 
should  be  given  into  the  hands  of  thoroughly  disciplined,  thoroughly 
trained  and  thoroughly  educated  and  competent  medical  men  equal  to 
any  that  the  world  can  furnish. 

I  believe  that  we  are  rapidly  reaching  that  stage  of  medical  education 
in  this  country,  and  that  in  what  we  are  about  to  do  to-day,  should  the 
Council  adopt  the  report,  in  substance  at  all  events,  that  we  have  placed 
before  it,  we  will  have  been  mounting  one  round  more  of  the  ladder,  and 
that  we  will  have  been  much  nearer  the  goal  than  we  were  the  day  that 
this  Council  was  established,  and  we  shall  have  been  carrying  out,  as  its 
founders  would  have  carried  out,  the  work  which  they  began,  and  which 
they  have  left  to   us,   not   to  finish,  because   perfection  never  can  be 
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reached  in  this  world,  but  to  improve,  so  that  the  original  design  shall  not 
be  lost  or  frustrated. 

In  England,  until  within  a  year  or  two,  the  examinations  for  prelimi- 
nary education  were  not  so  high  as  that  of  of  this  college  as  it  stands 
to-day.  In  some  of  the  medical  institutions  to-day  in  England  it  is 
much  lower  ;  in  some  it  is  very  much  in  advance.  In  some  the  demand 
is  not  only  for  a  degree  in  arts,  but  there  is  also  a  demand  for  a  know- 
ledge of  other  subjects  not  included  in  the  degree  in  arts. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  difficult  is  that  of  the  University  of  London, 
or  of  Oxford,  or  Cambridge. 

The  intermediate  examination  in  London,   compared  with  the  con- 
tinental examinations,   is  certainly  very  much  inferior  to  many  of  them. 
In  France  there  are  at  present  two  grades  of  medical  practitioners  ;  one 
is  the  Doctuer  en  Medecine  or  Doctor  of   Medicine,   and  the  other  the 
Officier  de  Sante  or  Health  Officer,  and  the  requirements  of   the  two  for 
preliminary  education  are  entirely  different.      The  Doctuer  en  Medicine 
is  expected  to   be  a  man  of  polish,  a  man  of  the  highest  educational 
attainments,  a  man  of  the  world,  a  man  who  knows  how  to  go  into  and 
how  to  come  out  of  the  sick  room,  a  man  fitted  to  occupy  any  position 
in  society,    and   is   trained   accordingly.     They  have  there  the  highest 
estimate  of  the  profession.     And  the  Officer  de  Sante,  I  may  say  to  you, 
the  medical  profession  have  recognised   as  rather  a  blot  upon  the  body 
medical,  and  therefore  they  have   resolved    upon   doing  away  with  that 
degree,  and  the  Government,  I  believe,  have  yielded  to  the  desire  of  the 
University  of  Paris,  and  will  during  the  coming  year  abolish  that  degree. 
Now  the  preliminary  education   for   even   this   lower   grade  includes  a 
knowledge  of  Latin  or  one  modern  language,  a  piece  of  prose  composi- 
tion has  to  be  written,  an   author  translated,  and  the  standard  expected 
to  be  attained  is  that  of  the  "  Fourth  form."     In  addition  there  are  to 
be    French,    Arithmetic,   Algebra,    Elementary  Chemistry,  Physics  and 
Natural  History.    This  examination  is  about  equivalent  to  the  minimum 
ones    in   Great    Britain.     Medical  students   who  propose  to  take   the 
diploma  of  Docteur  are  obliged  to   have  had  a  very  superior  education 
having  to  possess  the  degree  of  Bachelier  des  Lettres  and  Bachelier  des 
Sciencees,  that  is  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science, — the  latter 
modified  in  respect  of  the  mathematical  part  of  the  examination. 

"  The  examinations  for  the  Bachelier  des  Lettres  comprise  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  three  highest  classes  of  the  Zycees,  corresponding  to  the 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth,  or  perhaps  more  nearly  to  the  lower  and  upper 
fifth  and  sixth  forms  of  an  English  school,  A  piece  of  Latin  prose  and 
an  essay  in  German  or  English  are  required,  a  dictionary  being  allowed 
for  the  latter.  Candidates  are  also  examined  in  a  number  of  authors- — 
Greek,  Latin,  and  either  English  or  German.  There  is  a  good  deal  of 
History,  Geography,   and   French  Literature,  also  Arithmetic  to   Square 
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Root;  Algebra  to  Quadratics  ;  Geometry  (about  equivalent  to  the  whole 
of  the  Euclid  read  in  this  country,  and  a  little  of  Conic  Sections), 
Elementary  Logic  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Elementary 
Chemistry,  Physics  and  Natural  History. 

"Altogether  these  examinations  are  stated  by  those,  who  have  had  good 
opportunities  of  judging,  to  be  quite  as  difficult  as  *he  Intermediate  B. 
A.  of  the  University  of  London,  or  as  the  Pass  B,  A,  at  Oxford  or 
•Cambridge,  This  however  is  not  all,  for  there  is  also  the  Bachelier  des 
Science  (Modified),  to  pass  which  includes  a  considerable  amount  of 
Chemistry,  Physics,  Astronomy  (non-mathematical,  of  course),  Zoology, 
Botany  and  Geology.  This  examination  is  said  to  be  at  least  as  difficult 
as  the  Preliminary  Scientific  Examination  for  the  London  M.B.  It  does 
not  however  take  its  place,  for  the  first  of  the  five  subsequent  examina- 
tions for  the  doctorate  -comprises  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Natural 
History. 

"  In  Germany  the  ii  leaving  "  or  Abiturienten  Examination  is  generally 
looked  upon  as  more  formidable  than  the  professional  examinations 
which  come  after.  It  must  be  passed  at  a  classical  school  or 
-Gymnasium,  and  is  conducted  by  the  masteis  themselves  under  the 
control  of  a  Government  official  or  Schulrath.  The  subjects  are  those 
taught  in  the  highest  class.  They  are  as  follows  : — i.  Classics.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  Latin  is  required;  not  only  a  good  many  authors 
must  be  known,  but  an  essay  is  given  and  a  piece  of  prose.  In  Greek  a 
knowledge  of  several  authors,  such  as  Thucidydes,  Sophocles  and 
Homer,  is  expected  2.  One  modern  language ;  French  is  generally 
taken.  Not  only  are  authors  given,  but  composition  is  required,  no 
dictionary  being  allowed.  3,  German.  A  verv  extensive  knowledge  of 
the  language  and  literature  is  necessary.  4.  Ancient  and  Modern 
History.  Here  the  examination  covers  very  wide  ground.  5.  Mathe- 
matics. This  includes  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  Probabilities,  and  the 
Binomial  Theorem  ;  Geometry,  equivalent  to  the  whole  of  Euclid,  as 
read  in  England,  and  Conic  Sections;  Trigonometry.  6.  Natural 
Science  including  Elementary  Mechanics,  Astronomy,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  and  Natuial  History.  7.  Religious  knowledge,  according  to 
the  religion  of  the  Candidate's  parents, — Protestant  or  Roman  Catholic. 
This  examination  can  be  much  more  fitly  compared  to  that  for  Higher 
certificates  conducted  by  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools'  Examina- 
tion Board  than  to  any  of  the  more  public  examinations  held  in 
England,  such  as  those  of  the  London  University.  It  is,  however, 
probably  on  the  whole,  as  difficult  as  the  Intermediate  B.A.  and  the 
Matriculation  examinations  taken  together,  and  it  certainl*.  requires  a 
much  better  knowledge  of  Latin  than  even  the  final  B.  A.  Examination 
in  London.     A   boy  of  moderately  good  ability  who  has  gone  through 
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Examination  until  he  is  eighteen  or  nineteen  years  of  age." 

In    Austria    the    Maturkatsprufung   or    Matura  examination,   which 
admits  to  University  matriculation,-  is  passed  at  a  classical  g).mnasiumr 
and  is    very  similar   to   the    Abiturienten    Examination  in  Crermany^afc 
least  in    the  German   parts  of  Austria.     The  course  of  the  gymnasium 
cannot  be  commenced  before  ten  yeais-  of   age  and  requires  eight  years  . 

In  Russia  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the  eight  years'  public  school 
eonrse  is  somewhat  similar  to   the    German    Abiturienten  Examination  y 
but  more  stress  is  laid  on  modern    languages,   a  thorough  knowledge  of 
German  and  French  being  required.     Both  Latin  and    ©reek  are  neces- 
sary, but  not  quite  to  the  same  extent  as  in  Germany. 

In  Italy,  a  person  desiring  to  commence  the  study  of  medicine  at  any 
of  the  numerous  universities  must  show  that  he  has  passed  through  an< 
eight  years'  course  of  study  at  school — that  is  to  say,  five  years  m  a 
Ginnasi©-  and  three  years  in  a  Licee.  Both  Greek  ai»d  Latin  must  be: 
studied,  but  in  the  Snail  examination  for  the  Licenza  Licealer  which 
corresponds  some  what  to  the  French  Baccalaujeat dea  Lettre?,  Greek  is- 
not  compulsory.  French,  too,  is  taught  in  the  Ginnasio,  but  not  in  the 
Liceerand  30  doe3  not  enter  into  the  final  examination,  A  good 
knowledge  of  Latin  is*  required, 'including  several  authors*  and  both  prose 
and  verse  composition.  A  considerable  amount  of  history,  geography 
and  Italian  literature  is  required.  In  Mathematics*  Algebra  is  required) 
to  Logarithms  and  Quadratic  Equations,  Eaclid  to  the  sixth  book 
(including  the  fifth),  Plane  Trigonometry  and  Conic  Sections,  also* 
Mechanics.  In  Science,  Elementary  Physic3t.  Chemistry  and  Natural 
History  are  necessary. 

In  Switzerland  several  Latin  authors  are  required,  Livy,  Cicero^ 
Virgil,  with  some  parts  of  Horace,-  and  Plautus.  The  Greek  authors; 
are  Homer,  Xenophon,  and  portions  of  Plato,  and  Sophocles..  Greek 
may,  however,  be  omiuted  if  English   or  a  third  Swiss  language  is  taken. 

A  full  examination  in  the  literature  of  the  native  language  most  be 
passed',  and  a  good  knowledge  of,  with  ability  to  write  and  speak,  a 
second  Swiss  language  is  required.  Acquaintance  with  Ancient  and' 
Modern  History  and  with  Geography  is  necessary.  In  Mathematics, 
Algebra  is  required  to  the  Binomial  with  positive  indices  ;  also  Geometry, 
Plane  Trigonometry,  Conies,  and  the  rudiments  of  Spherical  Trigonome- 
try. In  addition  to  these  subjects,  there  is  an  elementary  examination  in 
Natural  Science,  embracing  Mechanical  and  Natural  Philosophy,  Chem- 
istry and  Natural  History.  This  examination  may  be  compared  to  the 
matriculation  and  Intermediate  B.A.  Examinations  of  the  University  of 
London  taken  together. 

In  Belgium,  where  a  satisfactory  leaving  certificate  from  school  is  not 
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ciples of  .Rhetoric.  2.  Translation  in  French  or  Flemish  of  a  Latin 
-author.  3.  Translation  of/ a  Flemish,  German  or  English  author  at  the 
•candidate's  choice,  4.  An  Essay  in  French  or  Flemish.  5.  Arithmetic. 
6.  Algebra,  including  Progressions  and  Logarithms.  7.  Plane  Geometry, 
and  Elements  of  Geometry  of  three  dimensions.  8.  Geography.  9.  The 
History  of  Belgium.  10.  The  prinoipal  facts  of  Ancient,  Mediaeval,  and 
Modern  History.  -In  addition  to  these  subjects  the  Government  may 
prescribe  translation  from  Greek  into  French  or  Flemish. 

In  Holland  any  one  of  the  following  three  examinations  is  accepted ; 
—  1.  The  examination  for  promotion  from  the  fourth  to  the  fifth  form  of 
a  Gymnasium  or  Classical  School.  2.  The  **  Leaving  "  Examination  at 
the  end  of -a  Real  or  Modern  School  Course.  3.  A  Special  Examination 
in  Modern  Subjects  without  Latin  or  Greek  It  will  be  noticed  that 
Holland  is  the  only  country  in  Europe  in  which  a  complete  License  to 
practice  can  be  obtained  without  a  knowledge  of  Latin.  A  candidate, 
who  commences  Medical  Study  after  a  Non-classical  Examination,  can 
only  proceed  to  the  diploma  of  Arts  or  Medical  Practitioner.  For  the 
■degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  a  classical  school  must  have  been  gone 
through. 

In  Sweden,  Norway  and  Finland,  besides  the  leaving  cerificate  from 
school,  a  course  of  at  least  a  year,  and  an  examination  in  Mental  and 
Moral  Science  at  the  University  is  required  before  a  student  is  allowed 
So  enter  on  the  study  of  the  sciences  preliminary  to  Melicine. 

In  Denmark  the  Examen  Philosphicura,  which  used  to  be  necessary- 
has  now  been  abolished. 

In  Spain  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  and  Arts  is  required,  and 
in  addition  a  fuller  examination  in  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Natural 
History,  together  with  Elementary  German.  For  the  Bachilaureat  the 
subjects  required  are  Spanish,  Latin,  Geography,  Rhetoric  and  Poetry, 
Arithmetic  and  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry,  French,  History 
(General  and  Spanish),  and  the  rudiments  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  Human 
Physiology  and  Agriculture. 

In  Portugal  a  six  years'  course  is  required,  embracing  instruction  and 
■examinations  in  Latin,  Greek,  French,  English,  German,  Mathematics, 
Geography,  History,  Portuguese  Literature,  Drawing  and  Elementary 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  History,  and  Mental  Philosophy."  Thus  I 
have  shewn  you  with  what  care  the  preliminary  education  of  the  student 
who  proposes  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine  is  surrounded,  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe,  and  I  trust  we  shall  go  on  increasing  the  standard, 
both  of  preliminary  and  professional  education,  until  we  shall  have 
reached  that  of  Sweden,  whose  standard  is  the  highest  and  most  honored 
in  the  world 
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Now,  the  next  subject  to  which  we  more  especially  directed  our  at- 
tention was  that  of  the  period  of  study,  and  we  came  to  the  conclusions 
that  we  ought  at  least  to  exact  a  period  of  tive  years.  We  propose  to* 
divide  the  tive  years  in  this  way :  We  propose  that  graduates  in  Arts 
who  have  taken  and  passed  an  examination  in  Chemistry  and  in  Biology 
and  in  Physics  shall  have  the  first  year  of  the  five  years  allowed  to  them 
as  a  year  of  medical  study.  We  looked  upon  that,  in  a  great  degree  as 
part  of  their  medical  course,  and  we  consider  also  that  it  has  done  much 
towards  disciplining  their  minds,  making  those  studies,  and  that  it  will 
enable  them  to  accomplish  the  examination  for  the  primaries  in  the  same 
time  that  an  ordinary  student  would. 

This  may  not  be  accomplished  by  everyone,,  but  it  ought  to  be  by  the 
majority.  That  would  leave  four  years  to  be  passed  in  further  continuous 
study,  and  we  divide  these  four  years  as  follows  : — The  Primary  to  be 
passed  at  the  end  of  the  second  year ;  the  Intermediate  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year.  I  think  it  was  understood  that  at  the  Intermediate  exami- 
nation all  the  fees  should  be  paid,  and  that  the  fifth  year  should  be  de- 
voted entirely  to  practical,  clinical  work.  We  recommend  t-  >  the  Council 
that  the  fifth  year  shall  be  passed  in  attendance  upon  hospitals  and  labor- 
atories or  dispensaries,  either  home  or  foreign ;  we  recommend  that 
during  the  four  years  of  pupilage,  or  rather  the  four  years  of  study,  that 
the  attendance  shall  be  at  the  hospital,  at  least  during  twenty-four  months^ 
and  the  final  year  be  spent  either  at  hospitals  or  dispensaries  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Council ;  or,  if  the  candidate  desires,  he  may  pass  six 
months  of  his  time  with  a  medical  practitioner.  We  felt  that  we  had  not 
the  class  of  medical  men  throughout  the  country  who  devote  themselves 
to  the  instruction  of  students  as  in  Europe,  and,  who  were  recognized  by 
the  great  teaching  bodies,  and  who  had  a  high  social  standing  in  the 
community;  but  we  felt  that  we  had  honest,  capable  medical  men 
throughout  the  country,  who,  if  they  undertook  to  give  a  thorough  six 
months'  training,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  their  practice,  and  a  full  at- 
tendance upon  it,  would  certify  upon  their  honor  that  the  student  had 
attended  such  and  such  cases  of  such  diseases;  and  if  the  student  gives 
us  practical  evidence  of  it,  and  passes  a  thorough  clinical  oral  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  he  should  obtain  the  certificate  of  the 
College.  We  took  into  consideration  that  if  a  young  man  fresh  from 
the  farm  to  the  city,  passed  four  years  in  medical  study  without  any  op- 
portunities perhaps  of  obtaining  the  social  advantages  which  it  is  desir- 
able a  cultivated  and  highly  cultured  medical  man  should  have,  and 
placed  with  one  of  his  confreres,  who  possessed  all  these  qualities  and 
was  a  man  of  mark  in  his  neighborhood,  and  a  light  to  the  community, 
he  would  necessarily  obtain  from  him  more  or  less  of  those  qualities 
which  he  ought  to  carry  with  him  when  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of 
his  profession ;  and  we  felt,  as  I  said  a  little  while  ago,  that  he  would 
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learn  at  all  events  how  to  meet  and  to  treat  people  who  really  had  not 
much  the  matter  with  them,  though  they  believed  themselves  sick  ;  he 
would  learn  how  necessary  it  was  to  sympathize  with  his  patients — -he 
would  soon  realize  the  benefit  it  was  both  to  the  patient  and  to  himself; 
he  would  feel  after  a  time  that  his  profession  was  not  a  trade,  and  that 
if  he  regarded  it  as  that,  and  practised  it  as  that,  he  could  never  succeed  ; 
the  inspiration  that  he  ought  to  have  would  never  come  to  him. 
He  would  learn  how  to  go  into  a  sick  room  without  shocking  or  alarming 
the  sensibilities  of  his  patient.  He  would  learn  how  to  go  out  of  the 
room  and  leave  behind  him  a  feeling  of  confidence  and  of  hope.  He 
would  learn  all  that  is  necessary  for  a  man  \p  learn  before  he  undertakes 
to  attend  at  the  bedside  of  those  in  danger  of  death  ;  and  feel  confident 
that  he  had  done  all  that  was  in  the  power  of  his  art,  or  in  the  power  that 
this  great  educating  body  (for  that  is  what  this  Council  is)  has  given  to 
him  and  his  brother  students.     (Great  applause). 

Dr.  Geikie  asks  Dr.  Bergin  if  he  will  move  that  they  go  into  commit- 
tee of  the  whole. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  suggests  it  would  be  better  to  go  into  committee  of 
the  whole  to-morrow  afternoon  after  considering  this  matter. 

Dr.  Bergin  said  if  the  President  had  no  objection  he  would  move  that 
the  Registrar  should  read  the  report,  unless  the  Council  will  say  that 
they  take  it  as  read. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     We  have  all  read  it. 

Dr.  Philip  said  that  it  was  very  important  that  the  Council  should  ge 
through  their  work,  and  they  could  discuss  this  report  later  on  ;  that 
they  had  an  election  trial  on  hand,  and  that  they  had  scarcely  done  any- 
thing ;  that  if  the  Council  was  to  get  through  by  Saturday  night  they 
would  have  to  go  into  the  committee  work. 

Dr.  Bergin  said  he  was  afraid  if  the  Council  deferred  the  discussion 
of  this  report  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  carry  it  through  the  Council 
this  year,  and  it  would  be  another  year  before  it  could  be  brought  up 
again,  when  the  same  discussion  would  take  place  that  will  take  place 
to-morrow  morning,  and  that  valuable  time  would  be  lost,  not  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Day  :  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  look  upon  it  that  this  is  the  only 
thing  that  we  have  come  here  for.  If  we  are  to  get  through  next  Satur- 
day night  we  must  make  better  time  than  we  are  doing  now.  I  do  not 
think  that  this  is  of  such  vital  importance. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  This  is  not  the  work,  as  I  said,  at  the  outset,  of  the  com- 
mittee alone  ;  this  has  been  ordered  by  the  Council;  the  Council  must 
have  thought  it  of  importance  or  they  would  not  have  passed  that  reso- 
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lution  ;  and  now  that  the  work  has  been  accomplished,  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  settled  one  way  or  the  other. 

Dr.  Ruttan  :  I  think  it  would  be  better  if  we  left  this  over  to  the  next 
session  ;  it  would  give  us  a  better  chance  to  think  over  the  matter  and 
to  consult  our  constituencies.  There  is  no  harm  in  leaving  it  over  until 
next  session,  and  if  we  rush  the  change  through  now  we  might  make  a 
very  serious  mistake  in  the  matter.  For  my  own  part  I  admire  very 
much  the  whole  of  that  report,  with  some  few  exceptions  ;  I  object  to 
some  of  them,  but  that  is  only  a  matter  of  opinion,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  with  some  little  modifications  it  will  pass ;  but  it  would  be  better, 
as  the  time  has  gone  on  so  far*  to  lay  it  over  to  the  next  session  of  this 
Council,  and  I  would  move  that  we  leave  it  over  to  the  next  session  of 
this  Council,  if  some  gentleman  will  second  it. 

Dr.  Fowler  :  There  is  another  reason,  and  that  is  that  the  instructions 
of  the  Council  were  not  complied  with  in  regard  to  sending  the  report  to 
members  of  the  Council  fourteen  days  before  any  meeting  of  the  Council. 
I  only  got  the  report  three  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  I 
endeavored  to  get  a  full  meeting  of  our  faculty  with  a  view  of  submitting 
it  to  them,  and  I  was  unable  to  get  a  full  meeting,  only  about  half  a 
meeting,  and  I  was  unable  to  lay  it  before  Queen's  University  at  all. 
Under  these  circumstances  considering  the  very  great  importance  of  this 
report,  and  the  able  character  of  it,  I  think  it  would  be  doing  injustice  to 
Dr.  Bergin  and  to  the  Committee,  and  also  to  the  Medical  Schools  and 
Universities,  if  we  made  up  our  minds  now  to  thank  the  Committee  for 
what  they  have  done,  and  to  recommend  that  the  report  be  sent  to  the 
various  Universities  and  Medical  Schools  for  their  consideration  and  ap- 
proval, or  any  amendments  that  they  may  think  proper. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  We  are  now  in  possession  of  the  facts  as  given  by  Dr. 
Bergin,  and  they  are  fresh  in  our  minds,  and  he  has  gone  to  a  great  deal 
of  labor  to  prepare  what  he  has  given  to  the  Council.  I  think  if  we  take 
it  up  and  consider  it  either  to-day  or  to-morrow  morning,  as  suggested, 
we  will  have  it  still  fresh  in  our  memories,  and  it  can  be  finished  and 
will  not  have  to  be  gone  through  again,  as  it  would  have  to  be  if  we  post- 
poned the  matter  until  next  session,  and  I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  Bergin 
allow  it  to  come  up  to-morrow  morning  or  afternoon. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Curriculum  be  laid  over  until  the  next  session  of  this 
Council. 

Dr.  Bray  :  It  is  very  desirable  that  we  should  hear  from  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  on  this  Council ;  they  have  gone  to  a  very  great 
deal  of  trouble,  and  have  furnished  us  a  great  amount  of  information, 
and  I  believe  useful  information,  and  now  to  go  to  work,  after  all  this 
trouble,  and  all  this  expense,  and  all  this  time,  and  say  we  wron't  even 
consider  the  thing,  but  we  will  throw  it  over  until  next  year,  until  such 
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time  as  we  shall  either  wipe  it  out  of  our  memories,  or  probably  wipe 
some  of  us  out  of  existence,  I  think  is  simply  child's  play.  Let  us  go  in- 
to it  and  hear  the  pros  and  cons  for  the  next  hour,  and  if  then  we  have 
not  agreed,  and  find  we  cannot  approve  this  thing  or  modify  it  so  that  it 
will  pass,  it  will  be  time  for  us  to  consider  if  it  should  be  laid  over  for 
twelve  months  or  not.  There  was  a  resolution  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Council  appointing  this  committee  to  do  the  work  that  they  have  done, 
and  I  for  one  say  they  have  done  it  faithfully.  Now,  if  there  was  no  ne- 
cessity to  go  into  the  consideration  of  this  report  now,  there  was  no  ne- 
cessity for  the  formation  and  appointment  of  that  committee,  and  to  give 
them  all  the  trouble  that  they  have  had  in  getting  the  data  furnished  to 
us  here.  If  the  Council  did  not  want  that  information  they  had  no  right 
to  appoint  that  committee,  and  having  appointed  that  committee,  I  say 
it  is  discourteous,  not  only  to  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  and  the 
other  members  of  the  committee,  but  to  the  whole  Council,  to  say  we  do 
not  want  to  hear  anything  about  that  work  at  all,  but  put  it  over  until 
the  next  year.  I  say  it  is  now  fresh  upon  our  minds,  and  if  the  Council 
want  to  hear  it,  now  is  the  time  to  go  into  it,  or  if  they  are  busy  to-day, 
I  have  no  ohjections  to  go  into  it  to  morrow  morning ;  but  to  postpone 
it  to  next  year,  and  to  say  all  this  trouble  and  expense  that  they  have 
been  at  is  of  no  account  at  all,  I  will  never  consent  to  ;  it  is  stultifying 
ourselves.  If  this  report  is  going  to  take  too  long,  put  it  off  from  time 
to  time ;  but  I  think  in  respect  to  ourselves  this  report  should  be  con- 
sidered. I  have  no  doubt  at  all  it  will  take  sometime  to  do  it.  but  at 
the  same  time  I  say  that  it  should  be  done  ;  if  you  cannot  agree  to  do  it 
now,  I  think  Dr.  Bergin  will  agree  to  have  it  done  to-morrow  morning,  if 
there  is  anything  more  pressing,  but  I  maintain  that  this  work  is  very 
pressing.  I  do  not  want  to  stay  here  any  longer  than  anybody  else  ;  I 
want  to  get  home,  at  the  same  time  if  a  committee  is  given  work  to  do, 
and  they  endeavor  to  do  it,  it  is  nothing  more  than  •courtesy  that  they 
should  be  heard. 

Dr.  Day  :  I  have  no  doubt  the  committee  have  been  hard  at  work, 
and  I  appreciate  their  report,  yet  I  am,  hke  some  other  individuals',  a 
little  thick-headed,  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  vote  yea  or  nay  to  the  full 
report  or  to  any  of  it ;  I  want  time  to  consider  it,  and  I  want  to  make 
up  my  mind  as  well  as  that  committee ;  the  committee  no  doubt  have 
got  the  whole  thing  threshed  out,  and  they  know  all  about  it.  I  have 
not  done  that.  I  got  that  report  on  Saturday  night  and  I  left  home  on 
Monday,  and  have  had  no  time  to  consider  it  or  look  it  up  at  all ;  and  I 
do  say,  with  all  due  deference  to  Dr.  Bray,  that&e  have  a  little  respect 
to  ourselves  as  well  as  to  the  committee.  I  am  the  last  man  that  would 
desire  to  treat  that  committee  discourteously.  I  would  be  the  last  one 
to  consider  such  a  thing ;  but  I  would  like  to  have  a  little  time  to  con- 
sider this  report,  and  know  what  was  in  it,  and  why  I  make  up  my  mind 
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when  I  do.     For  that  reason  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  postponement  of 
the  consideration  of  that  report. 

Dr.  Harris  :  I  haven't  very  much  to  say  ;  I  only  rise  as  the  seconder 
of  Dr.  Ruttan's  motion,  and  to  correct  a  false  impression  that  Dr.  Bray 
seems  to  have,  as  he  charges  us  with  trying  to  throw  this  out  altogether. 
I  have  no  such  intention.  I  am  in  the  position  of  Dr.  Day.  According 
to  the  resolution  each  of  us  should  have  received  that  report  two  weeks 
before  the  meeting  of  this  Council.  I  received  mine  two  or  three  days 
before  I  came  here,  and  haven't  had  time  to  consider  it,  nor  consult  my 
constituency  as  to  anything  about  if  (the  eoporation  of  Trinity  Univer- 
sity), and  I  would  like  to  do  that.  If  the  consideration  of  this  report 
was  postponed  until  next  year,  I  would  have  time  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Bergin  :    And  you  would  burk  it  in  the  meantime. 

Dr.  Harris  :  I  am  perfectly  honest  in  this.  T  would  like  to  consider 
it,  and  I  do  not  feel  like  considering  it  this  afternoon.  If  it  is  insisted 
on  us  doing  it  this  afternoon  it  seems  like  rather  forcing  it  on  us  ;  still 
I  would  much  rather  have  it  bud  over  to  next  year.  I  feel  like  Dr. 
Fowler ;  Dr.  Fowler  has  told  you  that  he  would  like  to  consult  the 
faculty  of  Queen's  University,  and  there  are  other  gentlemen  in  the  same 
position. 

Dr.  Geikie  :  If  I  had  only  seen  this  a  fortnight  before  I  would  not 
only  have  been  ready  to  go  into  it,  but  I  would  probably  have  been  the 
very  one  to  move  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.  It  is  a 
most  important  thing  and  worthy  of  the  greatest  attention,  and  I  desire 
to  be  able  to  digest  it ;  that  shows  far  more  consideration  for  the  com- 
mittee and  the  report  than  as  if  we  dashed  into  the  thing  when  we  did 
not  know  anything  about  it,  and  that  if  we  had  ten  times  the  talents  we 
have  we  could  not  thoroughly  comprehend  it  in  the  short  space  given  us. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  consideration 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  be  deferred  until  to-morrow 
morning. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  As  regards  what  has  fallen  from  Dr.  Harris,  that  he 
hasn't  had  sufficient  time  to  digest  this,  why  he  has  been  digesting  it 
ever  since  he  has  had  the  honor  of  a  seat  in  this  Council,  and  so  have 
the  other  gentlemen.  Then  as  to  the  period  fixed,  fourteen  days,  for 
this  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  that  was  not 
because  of  any  fault  of  the  committee,  but  it  was  because  they  desired 
to  place  before  the  members  of  the  Council  the  information  which  they 
desired,  and  that  did  not  reach  them  in  time  to  give  it  to  the  Council 
within  the  fourteen  days,  although  Dr.  Pyne  made  every  effort,  as  directed 
by  the  Council,  to  procure  it.  A'nd  then  I  want  to  say  that  I  dia1  not 
push  this ;  when  asked  whether  we  should  go  into  Committe  of  the 
Whole,  I  said,  "  the  matter  rests  with  the  Council,"  and  it  does  rest 
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with  the  Council.  And  I  would  say  to  Dr.  Ruttan  that  whether  he 
-means  it  or  not,  by  postponing  it  until  next  session,  the  effect  will  be  to 
(kill  it,  perhaps  for  several  years  to  come. 

Dr.  Ruttan  :  There  is  no  such  intention  at  all. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Then  the  resolution  ought  to  be  withdrawn,  for  the 
•effect  of  it  will  be  to  keep  alive  teaching  bodies  that  are  kept  alive  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  money  into  the  hands  of  persons  belonging  to 
them  ;  whether  they  know  it  or  not,  that  is  the  effect  of  it,  and  it  is 
degrading  other  institutions  by  taking  away  pupils  from  them.  Now,  I 
do  not  yield  in  my  respect  for  the  public  institutions  of  this  country  t>o 
anybody,  but  I  do  feel  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  overdoing  medical 
education  as  well  as  overdoing  anything  else.  I  feel  that  we  have  too 
many  medical  schools  (hear,  heir)  and  I  feel  that  all  the  opposition  that 
we  have  to  attempts  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  medical  profession 
of  this  country  comes  from  the  schools,  and  if  they  desire  it,  and  continue 
in  this  course,  the  result  will  be  that  ihe  profession  will  as  one  man  rise 
up  and  demand  that  the  school  men  be  excluded  from  this  Council 
because  of  their  opposition  to  every  advance  in  medical  and  preliminary 
education.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Upon  putting  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  the  President 
declared  it  carried  by  a  vote  of  fourteen  to  nineteen. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  That  the  Report  of 
the  Curriculum  Committee  upon  Education  presented  by  the  Committee 
be  laid  over  for  further  discussion  until  the  next  session  of  this  Council 
in  1892, 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Johnson, 
That  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  Report  as  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Bergin. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Bray,  That  the  Report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  be  the  first 
Order  of  the  Day  to-morrow  morning. — Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  gives  notice,  That  he  will  move  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
medical  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  assistance  in  re  amend- 
ments to  the  Medical  Act  of  1891. 

On  motion,  Council  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  10  a.m.  Friday,  the 
12th  June,  1891.

The    Medical  Council  met  this-  day  in  accordance  with  motion  for- 
adjournment.     The  President  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order^ 
The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  all  present  excepting  Sir  James  Grant, 
The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 
Moved  by  Dr.  Rosebrugh,  seconded  by  Dr,  Rogers,  That  the  Rules- 
be  suspendedr  and  Mr.  Webb,  the  Prosecutor,  permitted  to  present  his 
report  for  the  year. — Carried.     Referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,,  seconded  by  Dr.  Johnson,  That  the  Council 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  Report  of  Curriculum  Committee. — 
Carried. 

Dr.  Daniel  Clark,  an  ex-President  of  the  Council,  was  invited  to  a 
seat  on  the  platform,  and  was  received  with  applause  by  the  members. 

At  the  request  of  the  President*  Dr.  Rosebrugh  took  the  chairr  after 
which  it  was  decided  to  discuss  the  report  clause  by  clause. 

Dr,  Britton  said  :•  Mr.  Chairman,  1  have  a  motion  in  my  hand,,  moved 
by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr,  Henry,  That  clause  1  of  the  report  be 
amended  by  erasing  the  following  words  :  n  Senior  leaving  examination 
.  .  must  be  taken  ;  n  and  inserting  ;  •'  The  Departmental  University 
Matriculation  Examinations."  I  might  say,  Mr.  Chairman^  that  I  have 
tried  to  give  the  matter  a  good  deal  of  thought,  because  I  have  been  very 
much  interested  in  it,  and  the  length  of  time  during  which  I  have  been 
turning  it  over  in  my  mind  has  not  been  simply  since  this  Council  has 
been  in  session ;  for  some  two  or  three  months  ago  I  took  it  upon 
myself,  although  not  a  member  of  the  Committee,  to  write  home  to  some 
of  the  larger  Universities  in  the  Old  Country  for  their  curriculum,  and 
amongst  others  I  wrote  to  the  University  of  London,  England,  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  University  of  Glasgow,  from  each  of 
which  I  received  a  copy  of  their  regulations.  I  did  this  for  the  purpose 
of  having  some  opportunity  of  comparing  our  standard  with  theirs.  This 
by  way  of  preface. 

I  suppose  that  it  is  right  that  I  should  explain  what  is  meant  by  the 
Departmental  University's  Matriculation  Examination.  Some  few  years 
ago  some  discussion  arose  between  two  of  the  leading  Universities  as  to 
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*Kfaidh  \iadthe  higher  standard,  and  1  believe  the  controversy  was  earned 
•on  with  the  exhibition  of  some  warm  feelings  on  both  sides.  Possibly 
it  was  this  that  led  the  Department  of  Education  to  go  into  the  matter  ; 
and  overtures  were  made  by  the  Department  to  the  different  Universities, 
provided  a  regular  uniform  standard  were  set  up  by  the  Department  of 
^Education  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  different  Universities  act  in 
accordance  with  that,  or,  in  other  words,  that  they  should  be  willing  to 
accept  that  as  their  matriculation,  or,  in  other  words,  I  suppose,  that  they 
would  be  willing,  in  case  a  candidate  presented  himself  before  the 
Department  or  before  the  examiners  appointed  by  the  Department  to 
conduct  this  examination,  and  passed  that  examination,  to  accept  him 
as  having  matriculated  in  their  University.  I  have  been  anxious  to  find 
out  gust  what  that  standard  is,  and  unfortunately  at  present  it  cannot  be 
got  in  black  and  white,  because,  I  believe,  although  the  arrangements  are 
completed,  the  printing  is  not  done  yet ;  in  a  very  short  time,  I  believe, 
it  will  be  out  in  definite  form.  However  I  interviewed  the  Minister  of 
Education  yesterday  evening,  and  I  asked  him  definitely  what  that 
standard  was,  and  how  it  compared  with  the  standard  of  matriculation 
in  the  different  Universities.  The  Minister  said,  it  will  be  the  same  sub- 
jects, as  nearly  as  possible,  as  are  embraced  in  the  matriculation  in  Arts 
of  the  University  of  Toronto  of  to-day,  but  the  percentage  of  marks 
exacted  witl  be  higher.  I  said,  how  does  it  compare  with  the  Junior 
Leaving  Examination?  (I  suppose  most  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
^present  have  one  of  those  papers  from  the  Department  in  which  those 
particulars  are  given,  in  reference  to  the  Junior  Leaving  Examination.) 
The  Minister  said,  It  will  be  higher  than  the  Junior  Leaving:  Examina 
tion.  I  asked.  What  is  the  attitude  of  the  different  Universities  towards 
the  Department  in  reference  to  this  matter  ?  He  said,  the  Universities 
have  agreed  already  to  accept  it  as  their  matriculation.  Now,  Sir,  I  am 
very  much  afraid  we  will  make  a  very  great  mistake  if  we  insist  upon 
students  not  only  passing  the  highest  examination  which  is  prescribed 
by  the  Department,  but  not  satisfied  with  that,  we  add  on  at  least  four 
more  subjects.  I  have  a  document  in  my  hand  from  the  Department, 
and  I  shall  read  over  the  names  of  the  subjects  that  are  embraced  in  the 
Senior  Leaving  Examinations- 
English  Grammar,  Philology,  Rhetoric,  and  Prosody,  one  paper,  value 
200;  English  Composition  (essay)  one  paper,  100;  English  Poetical 
Literature,  one  paper,  value  200 ;  History  and  Geography,  one  paper, 
value  150;  Algebra,  one  paper,  150;  Euclid,  one  paper,  value  150; 
Trigonometry,  one  paper,  150;  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Zoology,  three 
papers,  value  400  ;  Latin,  and  Greek,  two  papers,  one  on  Authors  and 
one  on  Composition  and  Grammar,  value  400;  French  and  German, 
two  papers,  one  on  Authors  and  one  on  Composition  and  Grammar, 
value  400  All  down  to  Trigonometry  are  compulsory  ;  then  the  candi- 
date has  the  option  in   the   Senior    Leaving    Examination  of  taking  a 
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Science  conrse,  or  taking  a  Classical  course,  or  of  taking  a  Modern* 
Language  Course.  Therefore,  there  are  three  options.  The  first 
optional  subjects  that  are  grouped  are  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Zoology?, 
the  second  are  Latin  and  Greek,  and  the  third  French  and  German.  If 
this  clause  i  be  adopted,  the  consequence  will  be  that  we  ask  everv  can- 
didate not  only  to  pass  the  highest  examination  that  is  prescribed  by  the 
Department  to  be  passed  by  the  students  leaving  the  best  of  our  Col- 
legiate Institutes  to-day,  but  we  do  not  give  them  the  options,  but  we 
say  that  they  must  pass  in  all  these  optional  subjects  ;  we  make  all  these 
subjects,  which  the  Department  says  are  optional,  compulsory  with  the 
exception  of  one,  giving  them  the  choice  of  taking  either  French  or  Ger- 
man, one  modern  language  instead  of  two. 

I  might  refer  to  some  negotiations  that  went  on  between  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation  and  the  Government.  I  was  not  on  that  Com- 
mittee, but  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  did  me  the  honor  of  asking 
me  to  go  down  and  meet  them  there,  knowing  that  I  was  personally 
acquainted  with  some  of  the  members  of  the  Government ;  and  the 
ground  that  we  took  when  we  sought  legislation — that  is  in  reference  to 
the  standard  of  matriculation,  because  heretofore  that  has  been  very 
imperfect,  and  has  been  a  very  uncertain  thing,  because  Matriculation  in 
Arts  in  any  University  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions  would  qualify  any 
candidate  for  entering  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  and  that  might  be 
very  imperfect.  We  contended  in  our  interviews  with  the  Minister  and 
other  members  of  the  Government  and  Legislature  that  it  seemed  unfair, 
it  seemed  almost  like  a  lack  of  confidence  in  us  as  a  body,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment should  give  us  full  power  to  determine  in  an  unlimited  way — 
we  were  not  restricted  as  to  what  subjects  the  man  should  study  when  he 
was  pursuing  his  professional  course,  after  he  had  once  entered  upon  the 
study  of  medicine ;  they  did  not  say  you  must  be  restricted  in  this  way 
or  that  way  or  the  other.  You  may  examine  as  you  please,  you  ma^ 
prescribe  whatever  subjects  you  like,  there  is  no  limit,  we  have  confidence 
in  your  judgment ;  you  are  professional  men,  you  know  what  is  required 
and  therefore  we  do  not  tell  you  what  to  ask.  But  they  had  said  alwayp. 
before  that,  When  you  are  determining  whether  a  man  is  qualified  to 
enter  upon  the  study  of  the  practice  of  medicine,  why  you  are  limited 
there — that  is,  we  lay  down  certain  restrictions,  and  we  say  if  a  man 
knows  this,  that,  or  the  other,  he  is  qualified  and  then  you  must  accept 
him.  Our  contention,  as  I  say,  in  our  conversation  with  these  different 
persons,  was  that  we  felt  it  was  rather  unfair  :  that  we  would  like  to  have 
their  confidence  in  that  one  respect  as  well  as  in  the  other.  Well,  it 
seems  that  in  the  course  of  legislation  our  Bill  passed  in  its  entirety,  that 
is,  we  got  what  we  asked,  Our  only  limit  was  graduation  in  Arts,  and 
therefore  it  appears  as  though  the  Government  had  perfect  confidence 
in  us  in  that  one  respect  as  well  as  in  the  other.  Well,  the  understand- 
ing was  that  provided  the  Government  exhibited  the  confidence  in  out 
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judgment  in  thfs  matter,  we  would  be  very  careful  not  to  abuse  the 
privilege  that  was  accorded  us  ;  that  is,  that  we  would  not  set  so  high  a 
standard  as  to  be  liable  to  the  imputation  of  legislating  in  the  direction 
of  monopoly  or  in  the  direction  of  exclusion  ;  for,  Sir,  I  say  we  have  no 
right  to  legislate  in  the  direction  of  excluding  men  from  the  practice  of 
medicine  who  are  by  nature  and  attainments  fairly  qualified  to  practice 
that  profession,  I  dont  care  if  there  were  ten  thousand  practitioners  ;  if 
it  whs  likely  to  lead  to  the  making  oi  ten  thousand  practitioners  in  Ontario 
we  would  have  no  right  to  legislate  for  the  prevention  of  that.  All  that 
we  are  here  for,  in  connection  with  this  matter,  is  for  the  puipose  of 
acting  as  guardians  in  the  interests  of  the  profession  and  in  the  interests 
of  the  public,  that  men  who  are  not  qualified  by  preliminary  or  profes- 
sional training  to  practice  the  profession  should  be  excluded.  That  is  as 
far  as  we  can  go. 

The  Department  has  prescribed  three  different  examinations  beside  this 
University  matriculation  examination  ;  that  is,  a  Primary  examination, 
which  appears  to  be  an  intermediate  examination  in  the  course  of  their 
studies  ;  in  the  High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes,  the  Junior  Leaving 
Examination,  which,  as  I  said  before,  the  Minister  of  Education — also  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Education,  for  I  saw  him  as  well — says  is  somewhat 
lower  than  the  Departmental  Matriculation  Examination,  the  one  I 
referred  to.  I  am  not  very  certain  as  to  whether  or  not  Latin  is  made 
compulsory  in  that  examination,  but  I  think  it  is.  Of  course  if  the  same 
subjects  are  taken  up  as  in  matriculation  of  the  Universities  of  Toronto,. 
Latin  is  compulsory,  and  therefore  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  add  the 
clause  to  th-^t  motion  or  to  make  an  amendment  to  the  motion  insisting 
upon  Latin  being  compulsory,  for  I  believe  that  it  is. 

I  have  tried  to  explain  to  you  what  that  examination  means ;  and  I  for 
one  feel  that  we  ought  of  course  to  insist  on  a  guarantee  that  any  exam- 
ination that  is  passed  by  the  applicant  shall  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  our 
minds  that  he  has  passed  a  thoroughly  stringent  examination  ;  to  my 
mind  it  is  a  sufficient  guarantee,  as  the  Minister  of  Education  and  the 
Deputy  Minister  of  Education  both  informed  me,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
we  will  have  the  same  in  print  a  little  later  on,  that  the  standard  will  at 
least  be  equal  to  that  of  the  matriculation  in  Arts  in  the  University  of 
Toronto,  and  that  the  percentage  will  be  higher;  and  we  have  this  ad- 
ditional guarantee  that  two  of  the  leading  Universities,  who  hare  been 
contending  as  to  which  had  the  higher  matriculation,  as  well  ss  the 
other  leading  Universities  of  the  Province,  have  all  agreed  to  accept  as 
matriculants  those  who  have  passed  the  examination  referred  to. 

Dr.  Henry  asks  Dr.  Britton  if  he  will  point  out  the  difference  DM  iwi  en 

the  present  examination  of  the  Council  and  the  examination  which  he  is 
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now  referring  to  ;  what  subjects  are  in  that  which  are  not  in  the  present 
one,  if  any,  or  if  there  is  any  elevation  in  the  standard. 

Dr.  Britton  :  As  far  as  I  understand,  the  second-class  non -professional 
examination  is  done  away  with  altogether  at  present.  I  am  not  positive 
regarding  that.  The  second-class  non-professional  examination,  when 
Latin  was  compulsory,  was  a  fair  examination.  I  cannot  say  how  that 
compares  with  the  standard  of  the  Departmental  matriculation  exami- 
nation, although  in  conversation  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  gave  me  to  under- 
stand that  the  standard  would  be  higher  than  the  other  ;  however  I  don't 
like  to  say  positively,  and  perhaps  misinterpret  his  words.  Of  one  thing 
I  am  certain,  that  the  standard  would  be  at  least  equal  to  the  highest 
standard  of  matriculation  in  any  University  in  Ontario  to-day,  and  that 
the  average  percentage  would  be  higher ;  the  minimum  percentage  for 
passing  in  any  one  subject  would  be,  1  believe,  the  same  as  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  but  the  minimum  average  of  all  the  subjects  for  pass- 
ing would  be  ten  per  cent,  higher. 

Dr.  Philip  :  I  would  like  for  my  own  information  to  ask  Dr.  Britton, 
if  this  examination  is  accepted  by  the  Council,  would  it  be  permitted  by 
the  Minister  of  Education  to  take  place  in  the  various  High  Schools  and 
Colleges  in  Ontario,  or  would  the  applicants  be  required  to  come  to 
Toronto  for  examination  ? 

Dr.  Britton  :  I  presume  that  this  examination  will  be  conducted  on 
the  same  lines  as  the  third-class  non-professional  or  the  second-class 
non  professional  examinations  formerly  were,  and  as  the  Primary  Ex- 
aminations as  instituted  now,  also  the  Junior  Leaving  Examination  and 
the  Senior  Leaving  Examination.  That  is,  the  papers  will  be  prepared 
by  a  Joint  Board  of  Examiners  who  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Joint  Committee.  I  could  give  you  the  names  of  that  Committee,  and 
when  you  hear  their  names  you  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  that 
itself  is  another  guarantee  that  at  any  rate  the  examinations  will  be  con- 
ducted in  a  stra  ghtforward '  way.  Heretofore,  as  I  say,  these  Depart- 
mental examinations  have  been  conducted  in  this  way  :  The  papers 
have  been  prepared  by  the  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Department,  and, 
I  suppose,  printed  here  in  the  city  ;  they  have  been  sent  out  under  seal, 
and  have  been  distributed  to  the  students  in  the  different  Collegiate  In- 
stitutes and  High  Schools ;  presiding  examiners  have  been  ^appointed, 
and  these  papers  have  been  returned  to  Toronto  and  read  by  the  exami- 
ners, so  that  there  could  be  every  facility  offered  for  students,  no  matter 
though  they  were  at  great  distance  away  from  Toronto,  to  pass  the 
examination. 

The  names  of  the  gentlemen  who  are  on  this  Joint  Committee  are  the 
Hon.  Edward  Blake,  Vice- Chancellor  Mulock,  Principal  Dupuis  of 
Kingston  (I  am  informed  by  the  gentlemen  from  Queen's  that  he  is  the 
chairman  of  that  Board),  Professor  Loudon,  of  the  University  of  Toronto;

J.  Seath,  the  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 
ablest  educationalists ;  John  F.  Houston,  L.  A.  Andrew,  who  is,  I 
believe,  at  present  the  principal  of  one  of  the  best  Collegiate  Institutes 
in  the  country,  and  Sir  Daniel  Wilson. 

There  is  one  other  matter  I  should  have  mentioned,  and  then  I  am 
through.  If  we  insist  on  applicants  passing  the  Senior  Leaving  Exami- 
nation, provided  we  give  them  the  options  in  this  clause  of  the  report, 
we  make  those  additional  subjects  compulsory  with  the  exception  of  one  ; 
supposing  we  insist  upon  them  passing  that  examination  as  laid  down  by 
the  Department,  then  let  us  look  at  it  in  the  direction  of  exclusion,  that 
is  to  what  extent  it  is  likely  to  exclude  worthy  young  men  from  entering 
on  the  study  of  medicine  who  should  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  so. 
I  find  in  running  over  the  report  from  the  Department  of  Education, 
giving  copies  of  returns  sent  in  to  the  Department  from  High  Schools, 
stating  the  number  of  students  who  are  preparing  for  the  Junior  Leaving 
Examination,  and  the  number  of  students  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Senior  Leaving  Examination  that  thirty-seven  High  Schools  sent  in  their 
reports  stating  how  many  pupils  were  in  the  course  of  preparation  for 
the  Junior  Leaving  Examination,  an'd  also  for  the  Senior  Leaving  Exami- 
nation, and  out  of  those  thirty-seven  there  was  not  a  solitary  student  who 
was  being  prepared  for  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination.  I  will  venture 
the  assertion  that  in  the  Toronto  Collegiate  Institute,  and  in  that  of 
Brantford,  my  native  town,  one  of  the  best  in  the  country — Dr.  Harris 
can  corroborate  what  I  say,  for  he  was  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  of 
that  town  for  at  least  one  year,  perhaps  longer — (Dr.  Harris — four  years) 
— there  are  not  two  boys  prepared  for  that  Senior  Leaving  Examination. 
I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  patient  attention  you  have  given  me. 
(Applause). 

Dr.  Rogers  :  I  do  not  like  to  hear  any  member  of  this  Council  speak 
in  the  way  Dr.  Britton  has  spoken  about  exclusion.  It  appears  to  me 
that  it  is  the  privilege,  and,  not  only  the  privilege  but  the  duty  of  this 
Council  to  arrange  a  curriculum  that  will  to  a  certain  extent  exclude  a 
large  number  of  students  at  present  admitted  into  the  schools. 

Last  session  I  believe  Dr.  Logan  brought  some  motion  before  the 
Council  to  the  effect  that  we  should  have  reciprocity  with  the  other 
Provinces  for  the  purpose  of  opening  fields  for  the  practice  of  our 
students.  Therefore  it  appears  to  me  there  is  definite  evidence  that  the 
supply  at  present  exceeds  the  demand.  (Hear,  hear).  More  than  that, 
there  is  another  point  ;  two-thirds,  at  least,  of  the  students  who  matricu- 
lated in  the  various  Medical  Schools  do  not  either  complete  their  curri- 
culum or,  if  they  do,  never  pr  tctice  their  profession.  I  invite  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council  to  the  fact,  and  ask  why  is  this?  It  is  chiefly 
because  many  men  go  into  the  Medical  Schools  and  are  admitted 
students,  never  having  been  tested  in  any  way  as  to  what  their  capabili 
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ties  -were,  or  as  to  what  capacity  they  have  for  passing  through  the 
various  stages  of  the  Medical  School,  or  as  to  their  ability  to  practice 
their  profession  afterwards ;  if  there  is  the  possibility  that  men  should  put 
an  three  or  four  years  of  study  and  three  or  four  years  of  expense  to  obtain 
the  information  that  he  is  unfit  to  go  into  the  profession  that  he  has 
selected,  I  think  something  might  be  done  to  amend  that,  and  that 
can  only  be  amended  by  giving  the  students  such  an  exami- 
nation as  a  matriculation,  so  that  they  will  have  had  to  get  up 
such  work  that  they  will  be  to  a  certain  extent  in  a  better  position 
to  know  before  they  waste  all  this  time  and  all  this  money,  that  they 
really  have  selected  a  profession  that  it  is  their  intention  to  pursue 
and  their  ability  to  perform  work  in,  (Hear,  hear).  And  whatever  ex- 
amination this  Council  decides  upon  setting  down  as  a  primary  matricu- 
lation examination,  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  have  the  lines  of  that  very 
distinctly  laid  down  I  have  no  objection  personally  to  this  Depart- 
mental examination,  but  at  present  it  is  a  mere  myth.  I  do  not  know 
what  it  is.  We  have  an  unofficial  conversation  between  the  report  of 
Toronto  Universities  and  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  or  the 
Minister  of  Education,  which  leads  us  to  believe  that  this  Departmental 
examination  will  be  at  least  rather  better  than  the  matriculation  exami- 
nation at  Toronto  University  is  to-day.  I  am  a  very  young  member  of 
this  Council,  but  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  fact 
very  strongly,  that  if  we  accept  that,  when  we  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of 
opening  this  subject  up  and  canvassing  it  so  long,  are  we  gaining  al3 
that  we  are  warranted  in  asking  in  accepting  that  examination? 
(Applause). 

Dr.  Rogers  :  Before  the  question  is  put  I  desire  to  say  a  few  words 
particularly  respecting  the  Departmental  examination  as  referred  to  by 
Dr.  Britton.  Trie  examinations  to-day  of  the  Department,  Mr,  Chair- 
man, are  the  Senior  and  Junior  Leaving  Examinations,  which  are  equal, 
I  believe,  to  the  junior  and  senior  matriculation  in  Arts  in  the  Uni- 
versities. They  have  been  considered  as  equal ;  but  in  order,  I  under- 
stand from  the  Minister  of  Education,  to  make  at  more  speciiic,  it  has 
been  proposed  to  make  what  is  called  a  Departmental  examination  in 
lieu  of  the  Departmental  matriculation  examination  of  the  Universities. 
We  therefore  will  have,  in  accepting  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Britton,  one 
thing  only  *  almost  the  same  position  we  had  prior  to  the  Amendment  to 
the  Medical  Act  of  1891.  We  have  gained  hardly  a  point,  and  not  only 
have  we  gained  hardly  a  point,  Sir,  but  I  do  not  think  that  it  compares 
in  a  favorable  light  with  the  second-class  no n -professional  teachers'  ex- 
amination as  carried  on  by  the  Teachers1  Association  formerly.  So  that 
as  a  matter  of  fact  were  I  asked  to  day  to  say  whether  the  Departmental 
examination  is  as  good  an  examination  as  the  old  second-class  non- 
professional, I  would  have  to  say  that  I  would  accept  as  the  higher  of 
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the  two  the  old  second-class  non-professional.  Dr.  Britton  refers  to 
some  negotiations  that  were  entered  into  by  the  Legislative  Committee 
last  year  with  the  Minister  of  Education,  when  we  got  this  amendment  in 
the  Medical  Act.  I  am  well  aware,  Sir,  of  all  the  difficulties  which  we 
had  to  encounter  to  get  that  am^ndmsnt,  and  it  is  quite  true  that  we 
had  to  explain  to  the  Minister  of  Education  that  we  would  not  for  the 
Dresent  adopt  a  standard  of  an  Arts  degree,  but  instead  of  only  giving  us 
three  to  choose  from  he  has  given  us  six,  which  anyone  can  see  by  read- 
ing the  first  clause  of  the  Bill,  says  :  "  Graduates  in  Arts  in  any  Univer- 
sities in  her  Majesty's  Dominion  shall  not  be  required  to  pass  the  pre- 
liminary examination.  Provided  always,  that  where  the  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  adopts  a  lower  standard  for  matricu- 
lation than  graduation  in  Arts,  such  standard  shall  conform  to  the 
curriculum  of  the  Universities  in  the  Province  for  the  Academic  year  to 
which  such  standard  applies,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  the 
junior  or  senior  matriculation  in  Arts  or  the  examination  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Education  for  the  leaving  examination  of  High 
Schools." 

Therefore  we  can  accept  the  first  year,  the  second  year,  or  the  third 
year  in  Arts,  or  we  can  take  the  Junior  or  Senior  Leaving  Exam- 
ination, or  we  can  take  the  junior  or  senior  matriculation  in  the  Univer- 
sities. The  only  point  which  the  Minister  of  Education  wished  us  to 
adopt  was  this,  that  if  we  adopted  and  held  an  examination  of  our  own 
we  should  not  ask,  in  that  examination,  students  to  pass  on  subjects 
which  were  not  taught  in  the  schools  of  the  Province  for  any  one  of 
these  six  standard  examinations  in  Ontario  ;  that  is  to  say,  we  must  take 
the  subjects  which  were  taught  in  the  schools  or  Universities.  And  I 
may  say  that  the  Minister  of  Education  assured  me  that  we  were  on  the 
right  track  in  endeavoring  to  raise  the  standard  of  pre-medical  education 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  although  he  would  not  like  to  see  us 
adopt  an  Arts  degree  at  present,  still  his  own  proposition  to  me,  and  I 
think  to  others,  was  that  if  we  adopted  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination 
of  the  Department  of  Education,  we  would  have  a  standard  which  was  a 
good  one. 

Having  taken  up  this  much  of  your  time  I  would  like  to  refer  for  a  few 
moments  to  some  other  parts  of  this  subject  I  would  like  you  in  the 
first  place  to  refer  to  the  Committee  whose  report  we  are  now  considering. 
I  want  simply  to  point  to  this  fact  that  the  Committee  which  was  ap- 
pointed last  year  is  composed  of  men,  who  I  think,  we  all  consider 
among  the  ablest  of  the  members  of  this  Council.  They  are  men  who 
have  given  an  enormous  amount  of  time  and  trouble  to  the  consideration 
of  this  subject  of  matriculation  ;  they  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of  getting 
the  standards  of  matriculation  in  England,  in  Europe,  and  in  Canada, 
beside  the  standard  of  Departmental  education  of  Ontario. 


They  have  had  ail  this  material  before  them  ;  and  as  the  result  of  tfiafc 
they  come  to  us  and  say,  gentlemen,  as  the  result  of  our  consideration  of 
this  matter  we  ask  you  to  adopt  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination  of  the 
Department  of  Education  of  Ontario.  It  seems  to  me,,Sir,  that  after  all  the 
trouble  they  have  gone  to,  after  the  serious  consideration  they  have  given 
this  subject,  after  having  all  the  curricula  and  the  data  before  them  to 
decide,  they  were  in  a  very  good  position  to  decide  which  was  the  best, 
examination  to  choose  from.  Again,  if  we  look  upon  this  subject  in 
another  light,  have  we  not  a  right  to  expect  that  in  the  old  Province  of 
Ontario  the  profession  of  medicine  shall  take  a  standard  eq^ual  at  least  to- 
that  in  the  colony  of  Australia.  Now  in  the  colony  of  Australia  the 
standard  for  preliminary  education  is  an  Arts  degree  and  five  years 
medical  study  afterwards ;  and  I  think  it  may  be  conceded  that  in  this 
Province,,  which  we  are  all  proud  of,  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  our 
profession  shall  take  as  good  a  standard  as  the  lowest  in  Great  Britain ; 
and  in  adopting  this  standard  this  Committee  have  only  adopted  what 
the  general  Council  of  Great  Britain  has  adopted.  Then  if  we  compare 
it  with  the  standard  of  education  in  France  what  do  we  find  ?  We  find  in 
France  that  not  only  must  a  student  take  a  much  higher  standard  than 
this,  but  they  must  take  the  degree  of  B.A.  and  and  B.  Sc,  before  they 
can  start  the  study  of  the  Science  of  Medicine,  and  then  they  must  study- 
five  years  afterwards  in  medicine.  If  we  look  at  it  in  relation  to  Ger- 
many, we  find  that  the  standard  in  the  Gymnasia  in  Germany  is  an  Arts- 
degree. 

Dr.  Britton  :  I  just  stand  to  correct  the  statement  that  the  speaker 
has  just  made,  I  have  no  doubt  unintentionally.  He  says,  if  I  under- 
stand right,  that  the  standard  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  higher  than  this 
clause  asks  lor  us. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  Oh  no,  Dr.  Britton  misunderstood  me,  I  did  not  mean; 
to  say  that.  I  said  we  were  trying  to  get  as  good  a  standard  as  in  Great 
Britain  the  General  Council  had  adopted. 

Leaving  thai  subject,  Mr,  Chairman,  I  would  like- to- come- back  to  the 
condition  of  the  profession  of  Ontario,  because  this  matter  of  preliminary 
education  in  our  profession  has  a  tremendous  weight  in  making  our 
profession  tor  the  future  either  a  good  one  or  the  contrary..  We  have  ir> 
Ontaiio  rx>w  I  think,  about  3000  medical  practitioners  in  round  numbers, 
Dr.  Pyne  could  tell  you  the  exact  number.  The  figures  are  at  the  back  of 
the  last  register.  We  have  as  a  population  about  two  millions.  In 
other  words  we  have  one  medical  practitioner  to  about  every  800  of  pop<- 
ulation.  We  find  in  Great  Britain  they  have  one  practitioner  to  every 
'1500  of  the  population,  and  if  you  compare  it  with  France,  where  the 
"high  standard  of  pre-medical  education  is  of  which  I  have  spoken,  you 
will  find  they  have  one  doctor  there  to  over  3000  of  a  population,  and 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  is  no  place  in  the  world  where  the  profession- 
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•3i  medicine  has  made  such  strides  as  in  France  and  Germany.  From 
the  little  travelling  I  have  done  in  those  two  countries  I  would  say  that 
there  is  -no  place  in  the  world  where  the  profession  is  so  much  respected 
as  there,  In  Ontario  the  conditions  are  not  only  what  they  are,  but 
they  are  growing  worse  every  year.  They  are  not  standing  still,  but 
are  getting  worse  every  year.  I  mean  to  say  that  the  population  of 
Ontario  is  not  increasing  very  much,  that  the  increase  of  population  is 
not  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  increase  in  the  number  of  doctors 
turned  out.  I  argue  that  the  profession  of  medicine  is  becoming  over- 
crowded, and  as  a  means  of  overcoming  that  I  would  advocate  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  committee,  I  would  like  to  say  furthermore 
that  there  are  in  the  United  States  to-day  (a  friend  of  mine  made  up  the 
Sgures)  something  over  iooo  doctors  who  were  born  and  educated  as 
doctors  in  this  country. 

Dr,  Moore  :     They  are  good  ones. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  I  grant  you  that  But  why  did  they  go  to  the  United 
States?  Why  did  we  have  icoo  young  men  leaving  this  country?  Be- 
cause when  they  were  educated  they  found  that  the  crowding  of  the 
profession  was  such  in  this  country  that  they  could  not  make  a  living, 
and  they  were  forced  to  leave  this  country  and  seek  a  broader  field.  We 
have  as  a  result  of  this  lost  this  iooo  lives,  and  as  a  matter  of  political 
economy  one  million  dollars  has  been  lost  to  this  Province  of  Ontario  by 
forcing  out  of  our  Province  this  iooo. 

Dr.  Williams  :  Is  the  percentage  of  physicians  in  the  United  States 
in  proportion  to  the  inhabitants  so  much  less  than  here  that  our  doctors 
can  go  there  and  get  a  better  field  ? 

Dr.  Rogers  :  In  answer  to  that,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  say  to  Dr. 
Williams  this,  and  I  presume  ha  knows,  that  in  many  parts  of  the  United 
States  the  proportion  of  physicians  to  the  population  is  sometimes  one  to 
2000,  and  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States  the  population  is  only  50c 
to  each  physician,  but  in  some  ef  the  newer  sections  it  is  of  course  in  a 
better  condition  tor  the  practice  of  medicine. 

I  was  about  to  refer,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  another  point,  a»>d  that  was 
that  we  have  .3000  as  the  number  of  phvsidans  in  Ontario,  and  I  think 
you  would  concede  that  one-half  the  number  would  meet  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  population.  I  don't  think  anyone  would  attempt  to  deny 
that.  If  you  look  around  in  the  city  of  Toronto  you  will  find  about  400 
practising  physicians,  or  about  one  to  every  500.  I  think  it  will  be  con 
ceded  by  every  one  who  will  stop  and  think,  that  if  then;  were  one-half 
the  number  of  practising  physicians  in  Toronto  we  would  still  have 
enough  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  population,  and  I  think  you 
will  find  it  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario  as  it  is  in  the  City  of  Toronto. 
Now,  Sir,  the  profession  of  medicine  is  a  non-producing  profession — a 
following  which  does  not  come  under  the  head  of  producing — therefore

if  you  have  1500  physicians  in  Ontario  who  are  not  required  for  the 
needs  of  the  population,  you  have  lost  to  this  country  that  1500  who 
would  be  engaged  in  agriculture,  manufacturing,  or  mercantile  pursuits,, 
and  who  would  give  their  time  and  talents  to  the  country,  whereas  as 
they  are,  they  are  not  needed  and  they  are  lost  to  the  country.  I  know 
that  it  will  be  asked  have  we  a  right  or  is  it  fair  to  put  a  Chinese  wall 
around  our  profession  ?  is  it  fair  to  come  inside  the  doors  of  the  profession 
and  then  close  them  and  keep  others  from  coming  in  1  I  admit,  Sir,, 
that  it  is  not  fair,  but  it  is  just  as  fair  as  to  allure  these  young  men  into 
our  profession  by  a  low  standard  of  pre-medical  education  (because  that 
is  what  does  allure  them),  when  they  find  after  getting  in  that  they  can 
barely  make  a  better  living  and  barely  make  a  better  income  than  a  first 
class  mechanic.  I  ask  you  to  go  in  the  city  of  Toronto  and  elsewhere 
among  the  members  of  the  medical  profession,  worthy,  honest,  intelligent 
men  as  they  are,  and  if  jou  could  get  at  the  true  inwardness  of  their 
income  you  would  find,  in  a  great  many  instances,  they  were  hardly 
making  a  living.  Then  I  ask  you  is  it  kindness  to  do  this  to  the  young 
men  of  the  country  ?  Certainly  it  seems  to  me  that  no  member  of  this 
Council  can  respond  that  it  is,  but  as  I  have  said,  it  is  not  only  unkind- 
ness  to  the  young  men  of  the  country,  but  it  is  unkindness  to  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario,  and  as  such  I  hold  that  we  ought  to  endeavor  by  every 
meat  s  in  our  power  to  stop  this  over  crowding  of  the  profession,  and  I 
think  there  is  no  means  at  our  command  that  is  calculated  to  do  that  so- 
well  and  so  thoroughly  as  raising  the  standard  of  pre-medical  education  ;, 
and,  in  adopting  this  standard  of  pre-medical  education  of  the  Senior 
Leaving  Examination,  let  me  say  just  here  that  it  is  only  raising  the 
standard  to  the  first  year  in  Arts.  The  Senior  Leaving  Examination  is, 
I  think,  the  same  as  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Arts- 
in  the  Universities  of  Ontario, — that  is  to  say  it  is  intended  to  be  that — 
the  same  as  if  a  boy  attended  only  one  year  in  the  Arts  eourse  in  Ontario. 
Surely  then,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  not  a  very,  very  high  standard  of  educa- 
tion, but  I  admit  that  it  is  a  thorough  one  because  it  not  only  makes  the 
students  pass  the  Primary  examination,  which  is  a  simple  examination^ 
but  it  makes  him  pass  the  Junior  examination,  which  is  the  same  as  the 
matriculation  in  the  Universities,  and  then  be  has  to  pass  the  Senior 
examination,  which  is  the  first  year  in  Arts- 

Dr.  Britton  :    And  take  the  additional  subjects  as  welL 

Dr.  Rogers  :  Very  true.  In  both  the  senior  matriculation  in  Arts  and 
the  Senior  Leaving  Examination  there  are  three  classes  of  options, 
Science,  Classics  and  Modern  Languages,  and  the  Committee  has  said 
that  he  shall  take  all  these  options,  that  ps  to  say  Classics  and  Science 
and  one  of  the  Modern  Languages,  and  to  make  it  uniform  with  the 
senior  matriculation  in  Arts  you  have  to  make  them  pass  the  junior 
matriculation   in  Arts,  and  then  take  Classics  and  French  or  German^ 


For  these  reasons,  then,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  advocate  the  first  clause  of  the 
'Committee's  report,  and  I  think  we  will  be  doing  a  great  deal  of  injury 
ito  the  profession  if  we  do  not  adopt  it.  I  feel  certain  that  it  will  have 
the  effect  of  making  the  practice  of  the  profession  better,  and  it  will  have 
the  effect  of  making  the  profession  what  it  should  be  in  our  Province, 
what  it  should  be  in  this  country,  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  profession 
iin  Europe  and  Great  Britain. 

Dr.  Bray  :  I  have  a  very  few  words  to  say.  I  think  perhaps  some 
of  the  speakers  have  departed  from  the  spirit  of  this  clause.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  the  function  of  this  Council  either  to  prevent  or  encourage 
men  to  enter  the  profession  of  medicine,  but  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that 
the  men  who  do  enter  are  well  educated  and  capable  of  keeping  the  lives 
of  the  people  entrusted  to  them,  as  far  as  the  public  are  concerned. 
Now,  I  do  think  that  we  should  have  a  uniform  matriculation  exami- 
nation not  subject  to  change — in  the  direction  of  University  work,  and 
not  subject  to  change  except  towards  a  higher  standard.  Now  the  only 
objection  I  have  to  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Education  Depart- 
ment is  that  they  are  liable  to  continual  change— they  have  been  in  the 
past,  and  they  are  liable  to  be  so  in  the  future.  The  first  examination 
that  we  accepted  from  that  Department  was  the  old  Intermediate  exami- 
nation from  High  Schools  ;  that  was  wiped  out,  then  we  took  the  second- 
class  examination,  and  that  was  changed,  perhaps  not  in  subjects  but  in 
name,  to  Junior  Leaving  Examination.  What  we  want  is  an  examination 
not  subject  to  change,  and  I  think  if  we  can  get  that,  that  is  what  we  re- 
quire. We  do  not  want  to  continue  the  changes :;  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  are  very  mystifying  to  students,  and  they  are  mystifying  to 
the  Council,  and  they  .are  very  annoying  I  think  if  we  can  have  an  ex- 
amination that  will  fee  uniform  and  of  a  high  grade,  and  not  liable  to 
these  changes  except  in  the  right  direction,  that  is  all  Ave  require.  And 
as  to  legislation  to  stop  members  from  entering  the  profession,  T  don't 
think  the  Council  was  organized  or  originated  for  that  purpose  at  all. 
I  say,  as  Dr.  Britton  says,  if  there  are  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  men  want- 
ing to  enter,  and  who  can  enter  the  profession,  they  have  a  right  to  do  so, 
but  we  have  a  right  to  see  that  those  men,  when  they  do  enter  are 
reliable  and  competent  to  deal  with  the  lives  of  the  people  who  shall  then 
come  under  their  care.  If  there  is  such  a  uniform  stable  examination 
and  not  liable  to  change,  it  will  have  my  support,  and  I  really  think  that 
the  examination  that  Dr.  Britton  has  named,  if  we  only  knew  what  it 
was, 

Dr.  Henderson  :  I  understand  that  the  Minister  of  Education  is 
coming  to  this  Council  for  some  purpose,  and  will  be  here  inside  of  ten 
minutes,  and  then  we  can  get  the  exact  explanation  from  him  to  the 
Council. 
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Dr.  Bray  :  Then  I  will  say  nothing  more  further  than  this,  that  if  we 
accept  the  matriculation  in  Arts  of  Toronto  University,  if  this  is  a  little 
higher  standard  than  what  is  required  there  now,  we  cannot  be  very  far 
astray,  and  if  we  have  that  examination,  and  the  Universities  accept  that 
examination,  the  chances  are  it  will  be  a  permanent  one.  and  that  being 
the  case,  I  am  quite  prepared  to  accept  it. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  think,  if  the  Minister  were  here  to  confirm  the  state- 
ments made  by  Dr.  Britton  as  to  the  standard  of  the  senior  matriculation 
in  Arts  in  the  Universities,  and  that  that  examination  would  be  con- 
ducted under  the  Department  and  through  their  officers,  as  I  understand 
his  statement,  that  examination  would  be  practically  as  high  as  that  the 
Committee  have  recommended,  it  would  settle  the  question. 

Dr.  Bray  :  I  would  ask  Dr.  Bergin  then  under  those  circumstances  if 
he  will  consent  to  defer  the  discussion  of  this  until  the  Minister  of 
Education  comes,  and  let  the  Council  go  into  -other  business. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     I  think  that  would  be  wise. 

Dr.  Harris  :  Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary.  I  think 
we  ought  to  take  the  word  of  a  member  of  this  Council  as  quickly  as  we 
take  the  word  of  a  member  of  the  Government. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  do  not  think  that  is  fair.  No  one  has  cast  doubt 
upon  Dr.  Britton's  statement,  but  Dr.  Britton  has  cast  doubt  upon  it 
himself,  and  says  that  he  declines  to  be  responsible  for  it. 

Dr.  Moore:  Principal  Grant,  of  Queen's  University,  in  a  letter  to 
myself  says,  now  there  is  one  examination  in  which  these  two  different 
lines  will  meet,  and  that  is  the  examination  which  your  Council  should 
get.  It  is  called  the  Deparmental  matriculation  examination.  So  far  as 
the  subjects  are  concerned  they  are  precisely  those  that  you  will  find 
stated  in  either  the  Calander  of  Toronto  or  Queen's  University  as  the 
subjects  for  matriculation,  and  so  far  as  the  examiners  are  concerned 
they  are  a  Board  of  professors  nominated  by  the  Department,  one  of 
which  is  Professor  Dupuis.  of  Queen's  University7.  Now,  Sir,  not  only 
have  we  this  assurance,  but  I  have  also  the  words  of  the  Minister  of 
Education  to  myself;  he  told  me  that  the  subjects  would  be  the  same, 
and  also  that  the  standard  would  be  higher  ;  that  this  matriculation  ex- 
amination as  it  now  existed,  or  had  existed  at  that  time  in  the  Toronto 
Universities  and  in  Queen's  University  was  a  very  good  one,  and  he  also 
said  that  they  intended  to  follow  on  the  same  lines,  but  exact  a  much 
highelr  percentage  :  he  also  intimated  that  he  thought  that  was  the  de- 
sirabe  examination  for  us  to  have,  and  the  examination  that  we  should 
adopt,  and  it  was  with  a  very  great  deal  of  difficulty  that  the  Committee 
succeeded  in  persuading  the  Minister  to  give  us  what  he  did  give  us  ;  he 
was  simply  going  to  leave  it  to  the  Departmental  matriculation  exam- 
ination and  no  more,  he  thought  that  was  high  enough,  and  not  t ' 
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us  the  option  of  raising  it  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  I  have  been  one  of  the 
advocates  for  raising  the  standard  of  matriculation  in  this  body  ever 
since  I  became  a  member  of  it.  For  the  past  seven  years,  year  after 
year,  I  have  asked  for  the  standard  of  matriculation  to  be  raised,  and 
year  after  year  I  was  voted  down.  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  wishes  to 
raise  the  standard  of  preliminary  examination  so  high  as  to  exclude  any 
worthy  son  of  this  glorious  Province  of  ours,  far  from  it,  but  to  secure 
well  qualified  men  to  do  battle  with  disease  in  this  Province  or  wherever 
else  they  may  be. 

At  this  point  the  Minister  of  Education  entered  the  room  and  was  in- 
vited to  a  seat  on  the  platform  amid  the  applause  of  the  members. 

The  Chairman  asked  Dr.  Bergin  to  explain  the  matter  under  discussion. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Education. 
I  need  scarcely  say,  gentlemen,  that  it  gives  this  Council  very  much 
pleasure  to  see  the  Minister  of  Education  here  to-day  at  our  deliber- 
ations, and  to  say  how  gladly  we  should  welcome  him  at  every  annual 
meeting  of  our  Council  if  he  could  make  it  convenient  to  be  here. 
(Applause).  We  are  particularly  pleased  to  see  him  to-day  because  we 
are  discussing  a  question  which  comes  immediately  under  his  notice. 
The  Minister  I  think,  understands,  that  we  are  here  to-day  discussing  the 
report  of  a  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  best  method  of  in- 
creasing the  standard  of  preliminary  education  as  well  as  that  of  pro- 
fessional education,  and  to  do  it  in  a  way  that  will  best  contribute  to^the 
interests  of  the  profession  without  dealing  too  harshly  with  those  who 
desire  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine. 

I  may  say,  Sir,  in  brief  without  troubling  the  Minister  with  the  ful 
text  of  the  first  clause  of  the  report  of  the  Committee,  that  that  Com- 
mittee has  recommended  that  the  examination  to  be  passed  by  one  de 
siring  to  enter  the  profession  be  that  of  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination 
of  the  High  Schools,  and  that  at  the  suggestion  of  one  of  our  body  we 
propose  to  exclude  three  of  the  options  which  it  was  by  that  clause  in- 
tended first  to  include.  These  options  are  Zoology,  Botany  and 
Chemistry.  With  these  three  stricken  out  it  was  understood  that  this 
clause  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  gentlemen  who  look  upon  the  exami- 
nation as  of  too  high  a  character  ;  but  it  appears  that  a  conversation  was 
had  with  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  who  recommended  to  the 
gentlemen  consulting  him  the  Departmental  University  examination  in 
Arts,  that  it  would  be  as  high  as  that  we  asked  for,  would  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Department  of  Education,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  per 
fectly  satisfactory  to  the  College.  Now  if  that  be  so>  and  we  do  not 
doubt  that  it  is  so — but  the  gentleman  who  placed  it  before  the  Council 
was  not  in  a  position  to  say  positively  that  it  was,  and  that  it  was 
arranged,  he  understood,  between  the  different  Universities  that  that 
standard   should  be   accepted — I  think  that  the  Committee   would  be

quite  willing,  to  meet  that  view,  and  to  accept  that  senior  matriculation!  iim 
Arts,  but  so  far  we  have  not  been  given  to  understand  that:  the  Science 
subjects,  which  we  look  upon  as  so  important  a  preliminary,  are  to  be  in- 
cluded in  that  Departmental  matriculation,  examination. 

.  ■ 
The  Council,  I  know,  thank  the  Minister  very  heartily  for  coming 
here,  because  we  understand  that  he  comes  here  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
as  the  benefit  of  the  knowledge  which  he  has.  of  the  arrangements  come 
to  by  the  Universities  with  each  other,  and  whether  they  have  consented 
to  place  themselves  for  that  purpose  under  the  control  of  the  Department. 
I  may  add  that  we  desire  to  work  in  most  perfect  harmony  with  the 
Education  Department,  knowing  that  the  head  of  the  department  is  as; 
anxious  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  profession  as  are  the  members  of 
the  profession  themselves. 

The  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  :  I  have  to  thank  my  old  friend  and  colleague 
in  another  place,  Dr.  Bergin,  for  the  kind  references  made  to  myself.  1 
feel  honored  indeed  by  being  asked  to  come  down,  for  I  came  down  here 
by  invitation  to  meet  with  you  not  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  opinions 
on  this  question— perhaps  that  I  should  not  do  here  as  I  have  expressed 
opinions  freely  elsewhere — but  just  to  answer  as,  briefly  as  possible  the, 
questions  raised  by  the  doctor.  I  may  say,,  however,,  in  a  general  way 
that  I  am  exceedingly  pleased  with  what  appears  to  be  the  universal 
desire  of  the  medical  profession  to  raise  not  only  the  standard  of  entrance 
as  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  profession,,  but  also- 
to  improve  the  various  courses  of  study  which  the  medical  students  are 
required  to  take  before  they  are  finally  licensed  to  practice  medicine.  I 
may  say  (and  I  am  not  speaking  my  own  view  when  I  say  this),  that 
the  Province  of  Ontario  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Medical  Council  for 
the  efficiency  with  which  it  has  discharged  its  duties  since  its  establish* 
ment  in  this  Province. 

As  to  the  question  in  point,  preliminary  education,  I  may  say,,  firstly* 
until  this  year  each  University  held  its  own  Matriculation  Examination, 
on  its  own  standard,  with  its  own  course  of  study.  By  an  arrangement 
which  the  Universities  were  kind  enough  to  make  with  the  Education 
Department;  ^he  Matriculation  Examination  of  the  Universities,  both 
pass  and  honor,  is  combined  with  the  Departmental  examination,  so  that 
hereafter  you  may  say,  in  a  certain  sense,  there  is  no  University  examin- 
ation, or,  if  you  choose  to  take  the  other  view,  there  is  no  Departmental 
examination.  I  need  not,  enter  into  details  with  the  mode  of  appointing 
the  examiners  ;  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  these  two  examinations  are 
amalgamated.  For  teachers'  certificates,  for  the  Departmental  examin- 
ation pure  and  simple,  certain  conditions  are  requisite  in  the  curriculum 
of  studies,  which  the  University  does  not  insist  upon  for  matriculation^ 
For  instance  in  the  present  standard  for  matriculation  in  medicine  which 
ycu^have  accepted  during  the  last  four  or  five  years,  namely,  a  second 
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<class  certificate,  we  insist  upon  a  Science  coarse  of  study.  Science  is 
obligatory  with  us.  The  Departmental  second  class  certificate  corres- 
ponds almost  exactly  with  the  University  Junior  Matriculation  exam- 
ination called  the  Jutror  Leaving  Examination,  but  for  the  University's 
purpose  Science  is  optional.  A  second  difference:  for  Departmental 
purposes  Latin  is  not  obligatory  ;  for  University  purposes,  on  the  same 
grade  of  certificate,  Latin  is  obligatory*  There  are  the  two  differences. 
If  your  students  are  allowed  to  matriculate  in  medicine  on  the  Depart- 
mental Leaving  Eximination  they  will  matriculate  without  Latin,  but 
they  must  have  Science  ;  if  they  matriculate  on  the  University  Leaving 
Examination  (for  there  is  that  discrimination  made  between  the  Depart- 
mental and  the  matriculation  in  Aros),  they  would  have  Latin,  but  they 
would  not  have  Science  unless  they  chose. 

Of  course,  the  Senior  Leaving  Eximination,  in  a  general  way,  is  as 
much  harder  than  the  Junior  as  a  first  class  certificate  Grade  C,  is 
harder  than  a  second  class  certificate,  but  the  second  class  certificate  is  a 
good  deal  harder  than  a  third,  the  third  having  been  your  standard  for 
many  years,  and  you  can  therefore  understand  that  if  you  take  the 
Senior  Leaving  Examination  you  are  practically  raising  the  standard  for 
matriculation  in  medicine  from  a  second  class  certificate  to  a  first  class 
certificate  with  certain  options,  which  I  have  not  at  this  moment  in  my 
mind.  If  you  take  matriculation  in  Arts,  then  your  students  will  all  have 
a  knowledge  of  Latin  with  French  and  German,  and  they  will  have  a 
good  general  English  education.  Matriculation  in  Arts,  I  might  also 
add,  is  probably  considerably  harder,  and  will  be  a  good  deal  harder  as 
conducted  now  than  ever  it  was  before.  *I  think  the  University  did  not 
exact  as  high  percentage  when  they  conducted  the  examination  them- 
selves as  is  exacted  under  the  joint  arrangements  that  have  been  made 
between  the  Department  and  the  University.  So  that  even  accepting 
the  matriculation  in  Arts  as  your  standard,  the  examination  will  be 
harder  than  it  was  before,  or  accepting  the  Departmental  Leaving  Exam- 
ination, or  the  Junior  Leaving  Examination,  for  the  future  you  will 
accept  an  examination  that  is  a  little  harder  than  it  ever  has  been  before. 
We  are  raising  our  Departmental  examinations  a  notch  every  year  as  fast 
as  we  can.  Tne  University  is  also  raising  its  examinations  ;  you  will 
have  one  uniform  standard  if  you  take  this  examination,  and  you  will 
have  an  examination  that  is  certainly  very  much  in  advance  of  what  the 
examinations  for  matriculation  in  medicine  were  many  years  ago.  As  for 
what  you  should  do  that  is  for  you  to  say.  Perhaps  1  have  now  dis 
charged  my  mission.  I  thank  you  for  having  asked  me  those  questions 
and  I  shall  bo  exceedingly  glad  if  1  can  be  of  use  to  you.  The  whole 
influence  of  the  Department,  I  trust,  is  on  the  side  of  higher  education 
all  along  the  line.  (Applause.)  We  are  greatly  indebted,  I  have  said 
over  and  over  again,  to  the  medical  men  of  this  country  for  placing  their 
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do  it  without  money  and  without  price.     We  will  be  longer  livers  thereby^, 
and   the  country  will   be  improved  thereby.     And  I  recognize  that  in 
every  movement  for  the  advance  of  education* I  have  an  ally  and  a  friend 
in  the  great  medical  profession  of  this  Province,. 

Dr.  Bray  :  Might  I  ask  the  Minister  of  Education,  through  the  Chair- 
man, a  question  :  If  the  Matriculation  Examination  in  Arts,  as  it  will  be 
in  force  in  the  future,  is  not  a  higher  examination  than  the  present  second 
class  non-professional  examination  ¥ 

Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  :  It  is  the  same,  only  that  the  matriculant  in  Arts 
takes  options  that  we  do  not  take. 

Dr.  Bray  :  f  have  reference  to  the  second  class  nonprofessional  as  it 
existed  a  year  ago. 

Hon,  G.  W.  Ross  :     It  is  higher 

Dr.  Geikie  :  Supposing  students  were  to  take  the  Departmental 
examination  which  you  have  alluded  to,  embracing  Science,  could  there 
not  t>e  sorLe  special  arrangement  made  by  which,  in  the  case  of  every 
medical  matriculant,  in  addition  to  the  Science,  Latin  should  be  com- 
pulsory ? 

Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  :  Yes,  we  have  done  so  before,  and  we  should  do 
it  in  the  future,  if  asked  to  do  so  by  this  Council.  You  may  have  Latin 
if  you  want  it.  You  would  make  it  compulsory  upon  your  students,  and 
we  would  examine  your  students  for  you. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Am  I  to  urtderstaud  the  Minister  to  say  that  Latin> 
would  be  compulsory  in  the  matriculation  ;.  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
question  whether  the  Department  would  not  at  the  instance  of  the 
Medical  Council,  if  they  requested  it,  make  Science  a  necessity  ? 

Hon.  G.  W.  Ross :  I  think  the  reeling  of  the  University  has  not 
ripened  to  that  point  yet,  although  the  tendency  is  in  that  way.  I  do^ 
not  think  they  would  do  it  until  after  they  change  their  curriculum  for 
1895. 

Dr.  Bergin  r  The  University  would  probaby  take  it  for  their  matric- 
ulation for  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

Hon.  6.  W.  Ross  :  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  could  do 
this  :  They  could  make  the  matriculation  in  Arts,,  with  Science  for  med- 
ical matriculation,  just  the  same  as  they  have  been  taking  the  Depart- 
mental examination  with  Latin  for  medical  matriculation.  You  can  have 
either  way.  We  conduct  the  examination,  and  we  will  do  anything  of 
that  kind. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     How  does  the  Senior  Leaving   Examination  compare 
with  the  Senior  Matriculation  in  Arts  ? 
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Hon.  G.  W.  Ross :  The  Senior  Leaving  Examination  and  the  Senior 
'Matriculation  in  Arts  are  the  same  examinations. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  In  passing  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination  will  it 
qualify  the  students  to  enter  the  second  year  in  the  Universities  of 
Toronto? 

Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  :  It  is  the  Junior  Examination  with  honors  that 
we  call  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination.  There  is  a  pass  Senior  and 
here  is  a  Senior  with  honors.  The  Senior  with  honors  is  the  first  year 
of  the  University.  It  is  a  little  complicated,  but  that  is  the  way  it  works 
out.  The  Senior  Leaving  Examination  is  first,  the  Junior  Leaving  Ex- 
amination is  second  class ;  and  the  Primary  Examination,  whioh  you 
have  rejected  five  years  ago,  is  the  third. 

Dr.  Bray  :  I  have  great  pleasure,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  moving  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Minister  of  Education  for  his  kindness  in  coming  down 
here  to-day,  and  also  for  his  information,  and  the  kind  way  in  which  he 
has  spoken  to  this  'Council.  I  think  he  has  done  justice,  and  more  than 
justice,  to  the  medical  profession.  For  my  part  I  do  notthink  there  is  a 
medical  man  of  any  standing  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  but  will  try  to 
assist  the  Minister  of  Education  in  his  earnest  and  just  endeavors  to 
raise  the  standard  of  not  only  medical  but  all  other  kinds  of  education. 
•It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  I  move  this  resolution. 

Dr.  Day:  I  have  great  pleasure,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  seconding  that 
resolution,  and  the  greater  pleasure  from  the  fact  of  having  been  on  the 
Legislative  Committee  last  year.  I  must  say  when  we  went  to  the 
Legislature  we  were  somewhat  embarrassed,  and  apparently  embarrassed 
by  the  Minister  of  Education,  but  when  we  came  to  understand  the 
Minister  of  Education,  and  when  the  Minister  of  Education  came  to  give 
■us  his  explanation  in  the  matter,  we  were  not  embarrassed,  but  we  were 
'very  greatly  assisted.  We  did  at  first  have  a  little  notion  that  the 
country  to  which  he  belonged  perhaps  made  him  a  Httle  obstinate,  but 
we  were  quite  disabused  of  that  idea,  and  I  must  say  it  affords  me  the 
very  greatest  of  pleasure  to  second  Dr.  Bray's  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Minister  of  Education,  not  only  for  his  coming  here,  but  for  the  very 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  assisted  us,  and  in  which,  I  may  say,  he 
passed  our  Bill,  because  I  must  say  it  was  for  him  and  For  him  alone  to 
approve  of  our  Bill,  and  when  he  did  so.  which  he  did  in  the  form  in 
which  it  now  stands,  the  difficulties  seemed  all  to  vanish  at  once  I 
think  the  medical  profession  of  the  Province  owes  the  Minister  of  Edu- 
cr.  .on  a  very  great  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  manner  in  which  he  assisted 
us  on  that  occasion.     (Carried). 

The  Chairman  :  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  conveying  to  you  the 
thanks  of  this  Council — we  are  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  but  the 
whole  Council  are  here,  so  that  it  becomes  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
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Council  to  you,  as  Minister  of  Education,  for  trie  kindness  you  have- 
manifested,  and  the  interest  which  you  have  shown,  and  the  trouble  you: 
have  taken  in  coming  here  to  make  these  explanations  to  us. 

Hon.  G.  W.  Ross  :  1  thank  you.  I  do  not  know  when  I  have  got  sc* 
nice  a  vote  of  thanks  for  so  little  work.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  come. 
I  am  glad  that  my  friend  the  Doctor  has  vindicated  my  name  in  the 
Bouse.  There  may  be  a  little  obstinacy  in  the  race,  but  it  generally 
gives  way  before  the  brilliant  logic  of  those  who  have  a  good  case. 

I  should  say  that  perhaps  you  are  more  indebted  to  Dr.  McKay  for 
managing  your  Bill  in  the  House  than  you  are  to  me.  No  doubt  you 
recognize  his  worth  and  his  valuable  services  in  this  connection.  I 
again  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  kind  vote  of  thanks. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray?  seconded  by  Dr»  Rogers,,  that  the  Committee  re- 
port progress. 

The  President,  Dr.  Williams,  resumed'  the  chair. 

Dr.  Philip  gives  notice  of  a  motion  authorizing  the  Council  to  borrows 
money  on  promissory  notes,  and  renewals  of  same. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Harris,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  Council  do- 
now  adjourn,  and  sit  again  at  2  o'clock,  and  that  the  first  order  of  busi- 
ness be  the  recurrence  to  consideration  of  the  report  of  this  Committee 
on  the  curriculum,     (Carried)*

The  Medical  Council  met  this  day  in  accordance  with  motion  for  ad- 
journment 

The  President  frr  the  chair  called'  the  Council  to  order.  The  Regis- 
trar called'  the  roll,  all  present  excepting  Sir  James  Grant.  The 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

On  motion  rules  of  order  were  suspended* 

Moved  by  Dr:  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  that  the  Registrar  be^ 
and  is  hereby  instructed'  to  send.,  before  the  1st  day  of  December  of  this 
year,  to  each  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario',  the  following  documents  or  papers,  viz  : — 

1.  A  copy  of  the  "  Amendment  of  the  Ontario*  Medical  Act"  cf 
1891. 

2.  A  statement  showing  the  full  indebtedness,  of  the  individual  mem- 
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ber  to  the  College  up  to  the  31st  day  of  December,  1891,  with  a  notice 
urging  payment  of  the  same,  and  directing  attention  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  respecting  the  penalty  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

3.  A  printed  letter  calling  upon  each  member  to  notify  the  Registrar 
whether  the  address  specified  is  the  correct  address  of  the  member, 
directing  attention  to  the  fact  that  unless  a  reply  is  received  within  six

Dr.  Harris  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
whole  upon  report  of  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case  of  B.  H.  Lemon, 
presented  at  the  annual  session  of  1890,  as  follows  : —

as the  Council  stayed  proceedings  in  the  case  until  its  next  meeting,  and 
whereas  it  does  not  appear  that  the  said  Benjamin  Heaton  Lemon  has 
given  any  evidence  that  he  should  be  treated  with  further  leniency  by 
this  Council,  therefore  resolved,  that  the  Council  hereby  direct  the 
erasure  of  the  name  of  the  said  Benjamin  Heaton  Lemon  from  the 
Register  of  this  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  de- 
clare the  said  Benjamin  Heaton  Lemon  to  be  no  longer  a  member 
thereof.

Dr.    Henderson    in    the  chair.      On  motion  Committee  rose.     The 
President  in  the  chair.     Dr    Henderson   presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  reporting    by-law  adopted  in  Committee  of 
2the  Whole  without  amendment  as  follows: — 

By-law  authorizing  the  Treasurer  and  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  borrow  money 
tfor  the  purposes  of  the  College. 

No.  52.  Whereas  power  has  been  given  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  make  by-laws,  be  it  therefore,  and  it  is  here- 
by enacted,— That  the  Treasurer  and  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  jointly  borrow  in  their  official  capacity,  as  officers  of  the  College, 
upon  the  security  of  the  College,  such  sum  and  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  required  for  the  use  of  the  College,  not  however,  to  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  at  any  one  time  $12,000,  from  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Canada, 
or  other  chartered  banks  in  good  standing,  and  that  for  such  sums  they 
are  authorized  to  use  promissory  notes,  each  of  such  notes  to  be  signed 
by  the  Treasurer  and  Registrar  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  Such  sums  are  to  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  College,  subject,  like  other  College  funds,  to  the  order  or 
cheque  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.

Moved  by  Dr.  Bergm,  -seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  the  Council  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  ort 
Curriculum.    (Carried). 

President  Williams  :  We  will  now  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Curriculum.  Dr.  Rosebrugh,  will 
you  take  the  chair  ? 
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(Dr.  Rosebrugh  takes  the  chair  *  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the- 
Whole  on  the  Report). 

Dr.  Bergin :  I  propose  to  ask  the  consent  of  the  Committee  td  the 
amendment  of  clause  No.  i  ;  I  propose  that  it:  should  be  amended  by 
striking  out  all  the  words  after  "  College/'  in  the  second  line  of  Section  i, 
under  the  head  of  Matriculation,  and  inserting,  the  following,,  so  that  it: 
will  read  like  this  :  (reads,)  c-  Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered 
as  a  matriculated  medical  student  in  the  H  egister  of  this  College,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1892,  must  pre- 
sent to  the  Registrar  of  the  Colfege*  the  official  certificate  of  having 
passed  the  Pass  University  Departmental  Matriculation  Examination, 
with  the  prescribed  Science  course  added  and  compulsory,;  whereupon 
he  will  be  entitled  to-  be  so  registered  upon  payment  of  Twenty  Dollars, 
and  giving  proof  of  his  identity."  This,  I  trust  will  meet  the  views  of 
the  Committee.  It  does  not.  include  as  high  a  standard  as  I  individually 
would  like  ;  but  as-  so  many  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  recommend 
Jhat  we  should  take  a  somewhat  less  higher  standard  of  qualification  than 
is  asked  for  in  this  clause  ;  and  as-  we  have  come  practically  to  a>n  under- 
standing with  the  Minister  of  Education  to-day  that  we  should  accept 
his  University  examination  with  the  Science  course  added-  and  com- 
pulsory ;  I  think  we  can  very  properly  do  this- ;  the  Minister  consents  to 
the  addition  of  the  Science  course  for  Matriculation  being  made  com- 
pulsory for  Medical  students  ;  and  further  than/  that,  it  was  arranged 
mat  the  perctiiUgc;  of  marks  should  be  so  raised  as  to  make  it  practically 
equal  to  the  leaving  examinations  fo?  the  High  Schools.  I  move,  there- 
fore, that  the  clause  be  adopted  as  amended.- 

The  Chairman;  We  had  an  amendment  to  this  clause,  you  will 
remember,,  before. 

Dr.  Bergin  r  I'  think  that  this-  covers-  the  same  ground  as  Dr» 
Britton' s. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh:  Then  does  Dr.  Britton  withdraw  ms  proposed 
amendment  ? 

Dr.  Britton  :    Yes,  I  do  ;  because  of  that. 

Dr.  Harris  :  I  am  very  much  pleased  that  Dr.  Bergin  and  Dr, 
Britton  have  compromised  this  matter ;  I  think  it  is  very  much  better 
than  the  high  standard  proposetf  this  morning.     I  was  not  in  sympathy — 

Dr.  Moore  :     Ad  miseri  cordiam. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     That  is  carried,  then,  is  it  ? 

Several  Members  :     Carried,  carried. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     I  declare  it  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  It  is  proposed  that  we  should  amend  the  second  clause 
by  striking  out  in  the  first  and  second  lines  as  it  stands  so  that  it  wV\ 
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read  thus :  "  Graduates  in  Arts  in  any  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  are  not  required  to  pass  this  examination."  This  is  what  the 
law  compels  us  to  do — to  grant  matriculation  to  all  Graduates  in  Arts. 
I  move  the  adoption  of  this  clause. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     1  declare  it  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     The  next  clause  is  the  same.     (Reads  third  clause). 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     Is  that  agreed  to — Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  We  propose  to  alter  the  next  by  making  it  read,  "  after 
the  ist  day  of  May,  1892,"  instead  of  "  the  1st  day  of  May,  1893." 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     Is  that  accepted — 

Several  members  :     No,  no. 

Dr.  Logan  :  There  is  a  clause  I  would  like  to  have  inserted  in  this 
for  the  following  reasons.  Some  of  our  students  are,  as  you  know,  in  the 
habit  of  attending  the  University  of  Ann  Arbour,  in  the  State  of 
Michigan — I  am  not  going  to  ask  anything  in  the  way  of  lessening  the 
requirements  of  this  Council — quite  the  reverse — but,  as  you  are  aware, 
the  sessions  at  Ann  Arbour  are  nine  months  each,  and  pupils  taking  four 
sessions  at  Ann  Arbour  would  put  in  thirty-six  months,  whereas  ours  are 
only  twenty-four  months — or,  adding  the  summer  sessions — thirty-one 
months  and  two  weeks  ;  whereas  we  have  thirty-six  months  at  the  four 
sessions  of  Ann  Arbour.  We  simply  ask  that  four  sessions  of  Ann 
Arbour  be  held  equal  to  the  four  sessions  of  this  Council  and  the  four 
summer  sessions  ;  I  would  ask  that  that  be  inserted  in  the  fifth  line  of 
this  clause. 

Dr.  Bray  :     That  is  only  to  apply  to  Homoeopathic  students. 

Dr.  Logan  :     Oh,  certainly. 

Dr.  Williams :  Wouldn't  it  be  well  that  we  should  get  this  section 
into  the  form  that  would  be  acceptable  to  the  Council,  and  then  discuss 
this  proposal,  which  is  really  an  addition  to  it ;  I  think  we  had  better  try 
to  get  it  into  shape  first. 

Dr.  Harris  :  I  take  very  strong  exception  to  that  five  years'  course  in 
Hedicine  ;  it  was  I  that  introduced  the  motion  that  a  summer  session  of 
ten  weeks  should  be  taken  ;  I  think  that  one  summer  session  is  quite 
enough,  and  that  four  winter  sessions  are  quite  enough  ;  I  don't  think 
we  should  make  any  change  from  what  we  have  now,  unless  it  be  in  the 
cases  of  students  who  have  failed.  At  present  we  have  two  regular  ex- 
animations — 

Dr.  Bergin :  Yes,  but  you  know  we  have  to  do  away  with  one,  owing 
to  the  expense. 

Dr.  Harris  :  Yes,  that's  all  right ;  but  some  compromise  might  be 
made  ;  in  any  event,  I  don't  think  that  it  is  wise  to  lay  down  a  hard  and 
fast  rule,  as  is  proposed  here. 
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Dr,  Fowler  *.  I  move  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  that  a 
period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional  service  be  not  exacted,  except 
in  the  case  of  students  who  fail  to  satisfy  the  examiners  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year.  The  reason  why  1  propose  that  amendment  is  first — that 
the  proposal  that  has  been  brought  forward  in  England  to  make  a  five 
years'  course  essential  has  not  yet  come  into  operation;  now,  in  England 
they  are  still  in  great  doubt  as  to  what  to  do  with  the  students,  or  what 
to  put  them  at  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year.  I  think  before  we  make  a 
universal  rule,  that  we  should  commence  with  our  poor  students — those 
who  fail  to  pass  the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  ;  there  is 
■always  a  considerable  number  of  them — and  I  think  this  ought  to  be 
tried  upon  them  before  it  is  tried  upon  the  good  students ;  there  is  no 
complaint  as  to  the  good  students  who  have  passed  their  examinations 
being  unfit  to  practice  their  profession.  It  may  be  well  after  a  while  to 
make  a  five  years'  course  compulsory  upon  all  students,  but  we  should 
commence  with  the  poor  students  who  fail  at  a  four  years'  course  ;  and 
this  would  have  the  effect  of  saving  the  Council  a  considerable  amount 
of  expense,  as  it  would  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  holding  fall 
examinations. 

Dr.  Thorburn:  This  question — as  to  the  fcime  necessary  for  the 
proper  study  of  medicine — has  been  very  carefully  thought  over ;  I  know 
myself  there  are  a  great  many  subjects  required  to  be  understood  theor- 
etically within  a  very  short  time  ;  and  as  to  practical  information,  the 
student  goes  out  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  with  very  little  practical 
knowledge.  I  remember  a  few  years  ago,  a  very  brilliant  young  man, 
who  was  a  gold  medallist,  and  had  therefore  passed  his  examinations 
with  the  highest  honors,  wrote  to  me  asking  me  to  send  him  a  little 
vaccine,  and  at  the  same  time  tell  him  how  to  use  it.  This  shows  the 
need  of  practical  information,  and  we  cannot  do  very  much  better  than 
follow  the  example  of  the  English  Council,  who  unanimously  passed  a 
resolution  that  the  time  exacted  should  be  five  years,  and  that  the  fifth 
year  should  be  devoted  to  the  practical  study  of  medicine.  I  think  that 
it  is  a  wonder,  not  that  our  students  turn  out  badly  occasionally,  but 
that  we  have  so  many  really  good  men  in  the  profession  as  we  have  in 
this  country.  They  have  been  devoting  their  four  years  to  reading  so 
many  books,  and  to  hearing  so  many  lectures  that  they  have  had  no 
time  for  practical  work  at  all.  3 

Dr.  Campbell :  Won't  Dr,  Fowler  be  kind  enough  to  divide  his 
motion ;  some  members  would  like  to  vote  on  the  questions  separately  ; 
first,  on  the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  to  be  four  years  or  five,  and  then 
as  to  the  matter  of  summer  sessions. 

Dr.  Henry  :  I  move  that  four  be  substituted  for  five,  and  that  one 
summer  session  be  sufficient. 
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Dr.  Rosebrugh  :  Dr.  Fowler  moves,  seconded!  by  Dr.  Harris;  tftaft 
the  period  of  five  yeais  in  actual  professional  study  be  not  exacted  except 
in  the  ease  of  students  who  fail  to  satisfy  the  examiners  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  submit  that  the  motion-  is  not  in  order  y  it  is  simply 
affirming  a  rule  of  the  Council  that  already  exists.  Any  student  who* 
fails  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  will  be  obliged  to  come  again  at  the 
end  of  the  fifth  year. 

Dr.  Williams  :  I  mtast  differ  with  the  last  speaker  ;.  there  is  a  materia! 
difference  in  the  two  propositions  ;  you  will  find  that  a  student  who  fails 
may  come  up  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  whether  he  attends  any  more 
lectures  or  not;  that  is,,  that  he  has  already  completed'  his  curriculum 
and  is  not  obliged  to  attend  any  further  lectures.  I  understand  that  that 
is  the  effect  of  Dr.  Fowler's  motion,,  and  if  it  does  not  say  so,  it  should 
be  put  in  that  form. 

Dr.  Campbell  i  The  clause,  as  we  have  it  now^  in  Dr.  Fowler's 
motion  is  that  ihe  course  of  study  shall  be  five  years  but  the  five  years* 
shall  not  be  required  if  the  student  succeeds  at  the  examination  held  at 
the  end  of  the  four  years. 

Dr.  Johnson  v  I  don't  see  how  the  thing  would  work  -  how  ©an*  yose 
insist  upon  five  yearsr  continuous  study  if  he  fails  ? 

Dr.  Henry  :     I  think  my  motion  is  in  perfect  order- 

Dr.  Orr :  I  think  we  should  be  a  Mttle  slow  m  accepting  that  standard 
as  laid  down  by  the  gentlemen  who  compose  the  Committee ;  I  would 
like  to  support  them  nearly  aM  through,  but  in  this  portion  of  the  curric- 
ulum we  should  be  very  careftil.  We  should  remember  that  living,  as  we 
do,  on  the  north  half  of  this  great  continent,  we  should  hesitate  before 
we  place  our  students  in  such  a  position  thaa  they  would  go  to  the 
United  States  for  their  medical  education ;  we  wish  to  educate  our 
young  men  in  this  Province  -r  we  wish  to  educate  them  for  the  United 
States,  not  have  the  United  States  educate  them-  for  us  ;  I  think,  and* 
those  who  have  rule  in  the  schools  will  bear  me  out,  that  there  are  a 
large  number  of  young  men  educated  in  the  schools  in  this  city  who  have 
no  idea  of  practising  their  profession  in  Ontario;  they  are  here  for  the 
simple  purpose  of  getting  their  degree  here,  and  going  to  the  United 
States  to  practise  ;  I  think  that  the  course  may  perhaps  have  some  effect 
towards  stopping  those  gentlemen  from  doing  sor  which  would  be  a  great 
pity  and  detrimental  to  our  school's  here  and  throughout  the  Province. 

Dr.  Williams  :  Look  at  the  Annual  Announcement,,  page  soy  at  the 
end  of  section  z,  sub-section  i,  and  we  find,  "  Every  student  must  spend 
a  period  of  four  years  in  actual  professional  study,,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,77    Now,  if  you  add  to  that  that  any  student  foiling  in  his 
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examination  will  oe  required  to  pass  another  examination  in  all  subjects, 
and  will  be  required  to  take  another  course  of  lectures  before  presenting 
himself,  that  I  think  will -cover  the  difficulty ;  without  tha.t  they  may  do 
nothing  but  a  -certain  amouRt  of  book  work  and  ijust  enough  at  that  to 
get  them  through.;  whereas,  if  you  put  in  a  clause  of  that  kind,  that  will 
compel  them  to  take  an  additional  course  oi  lectures  or  clinical  work, 
■or  whatever  you  may  see  "fit. 

Dr.  Fowler:  I  have  altered  it  now,  and  f  trust  it  will  be  accepted  by 
tihe Council  m  its  present  shape.  It  reads  as  follows:  "  Moved  by  Dr. 
Fowler,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  thaft  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1892, 
every  student  must  spend  a  period -of  four  years  and  one  summer  session 
of  ten  weeks  in  actual  professional  study,  except  in  the  case  of  those 
students  who  fail  at  the  end  of  ioiar  years,  who  will  be  required  to  take 
another  cour  e  of  lectures  before  presenting  themselves  again." 

"Chairman  Rosebrugh :  The  curriculum  reads  as  follows:  (reads) 
"**  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  tive  years  in  actual  professional 
studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  prescribed  period  of 
studies  shall  include  four  winter  ses^ons  of  six  months  each,  and  one 
summer  session  often  weeks,"  and  soon.  Dr.  Fowler  proposes,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Harris,  that  after  the  first  day  of  May  every  student  must  spend 
a  period  of  four  years  and  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks  in  actual 
professional  study,  except  in  the  case  of  students  faiting  to  pass  at  the 
<end  of  the  fourth  year,  who  will  be  required  to  take  another  course  of 
lectures  before  presenting  themselves  again.  Dr.  Henry  proposes, 
seconded  by  Dr,  Orr,  that  four  years  he  specified  instead  of  five  years. 

Dr.  Willie-ms  :  J  was  gust  going  to  remark  that  we  ought  to  date  it  at 
the  date  of  our  Council  meeting,  or  else  there  is  not  the  requisite  year's 
notice ;  we  are  making  these  amendments  in  June,  while  the  date  should 
<be  altered  to  agree  to  that. 

<(Dr.  Harris  alters  the  motion  to  Tead  1st  July,  189  e.) 

Dr.  Britton:  I  just  want  to  say  one  word  ;  I  do  not  suppose  by  any 
means  that  mine  is  an  exceptional  case,  and  I  know  if  I  had  taken  one 
year  practical  work  after  graduation,  I  would  have  been  saved  a  good 
many  blunders  I  have  made  in  my  early  practice,  and  perhaps  some  of 
teter  year*. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  Dr.  Henry's  motion  does  not  make  it  com- 
pulsory for  students  to  attend  the  fifth  course  of  lectures. 

Dr.  Campbell:  I  have  the  same  objection  to  Dr.  Orr's  resolution 
that  I  had  to  the  other ;  I  am  in  favor  of  a  five  year's  course,  and  I  am 
not  in  favor  of  three  summer  sessions. 

Dr.  Bergin :     Mr,  President,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  misappre- 
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hension  on  the  part  of  the  Council  as  to  what  this  resolution  means^ 
when  it  provides  a  period  of  five  years  to  be  spent  in  medical  study ;  the 
intention  is,  as  it  is  proposed  to  do  in  England,  and  after  the  ist  of  May 
to  do  here,  or  rather  after  the  ist  of  July,  practically  the  same  thinsr. 
That  is,  the  five  years  shall  be  spent  in  actual  study,,  that  no  part  of  that 
time  shall  be  given  by  the  student  to  any  other  occupation,  but  that  he 
should  confine  himself  strictly  and  entirely  during  that  period,  which  is 
all  too  short,  to  acquire  a  Knowledge  of  his  profession^ 

Now,  I  want  to  read  the  next  clause  of  the  report,  as  follows  s  "  Grad- 
uates in  Arts  of  any  College  or  University  recognized  by  the  Council? 
who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of  Physics,.  Chemisty  and 
Biology,  and  have  passed  an  examination  in  these  sublects  for  degree  in* 
Arts  shall  be  held  to  have  completed  the  first  year  of  the  five  years  of 
medical  study,  and  will  only  be  required  to  pass  three  years  after  gradu- 
ating in  attendance  upon  medical  studies,  and  having  spent  one  year 
thereafter  in  clinical  work,  before  being  admitted  to  their  final  examina- 
tion." Thus  you  see  that  we  are  affording  very  great  inducements  to 
young  men  to  take  a  higher  standard  of  preliminary  education  ;  we  take 
that  as  an  essential  part  of  the  first  year's  course,  and  we  feel  quite  con- 
vinced that  the  young  men  who  take  their  degree  will  be  Quite  competent 
at  the  end  of  their  second  year,  including  that  as  one  of  their  years,  to 
pass  the  preliminary  examination  ;.  then,  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,, 
which  will  be  three  years  in  the  University  medical  Schoolr  he  will  be 
prepared  to  pass  his  final  examination.  And  he  will  then  be  asked  to 
prepare  himself  further  by  a  year  of  practical  work  to  enter  upon  the 
practice  of  his  profession  y  which,  as  has  been  very  wisely  said  by  Dr. 
Britton,  may  save  him  from  many  blunders,  his  patients  from  much  reed- 
less  suffering,  and  some,  perhaps,  from  death.  These  remarks  remind 
me  of  an  incident  that  I  would  like  to  mention  :  like  the  brilliant  young 
man  who  passed  so  successfully  in  Arts,  with  high  honors,  and  who  was 
asking  for  some  vaccine  matter,  and  to  be  informed  how  to  use  it ;  I 
happened  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  at  the  time,,  and  a  young  graduate 
was  home  for  his  vacation,  and  it  so  happened  that  his  father  was  threat- 
ened with  apoplexyr  and  he  wanted  to  bleed  him^  but  was  afraid  to  try 
it ;  so  he  came  to  me  in  a  great  state,,  and  said,  "  Doctor^  for  God's  sake 
go  and  bleed  the  old  man ;  I  can't  do  it,  I  never  bled  a  man  in  my  life." 
That  is  but  another  illustration  of  the  kind  of  men  sent  out,  weM  equipped 
in  one  way,  but  without  practical  knowledge  enough  to  treat  a  baby  for 
the  measles.  Now,  we  propose  that  that  practical  work  shall-  be  done 
either  under  the  direction  of  a  medical  practitioner  or  in  some  institu- 
tion, either  public  or  private,  which  the  Council  will  recognize,  so  that 
he  will  be  thoroughly  well  equipped  when  he  enters  upon  his  profession- 
We  know  that  he  cannot  master  his  profession  with  only  the  knowledge 
acquired^from  listening  to  lectures,  and  that  he  will  derive  an  immense 
amount  of  good  from  a  year's  practical  work- 
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Now,  we  are  asking  that  four  years  shall  be  spent  in  actual  pro- 
fessional study,  acquiring  such  knowledge  as  will  enable  him  to  pass  the 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  four  years  ;  then  the  fifth  year  is  to  be 
spent  in  practical  work  ;  then  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  this 
clinical  work.  You  see,  this  is  no  increase  of  work  that  we  are  asking  ; 
we  are  only  asking  them  to  do  now  that  which  they  ought  to  have  done  be- 
fore, and  never  did  do;  and  every  one  admits,  who  has  noticed  what  is 
required  from  medical  students,  that  they  require  much  more  time  than 
has  been  occupied  heretofore.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  find  the  President 
of  the  Council  admits  the  principle  of  five  years,  although  he  wishes  to 
postpone  the  change  for  a  little,  I  would  say  to  my  friend  who  thought 
he  saw  a  danger  of  our  Medical  students  being  driven  to  the  United 
States  to  learn  their  profession,  that  if  it  be  so,  that  some  of  these  gentle- 
men should  have  to  go  to  the  United  States,  is  it  not  far  better  that  they 
should  be  educated  by  the  United  States  at  the  expense  of  that  country, 
than  that  they  should  be  educated  here  at  our  expense  to  practice  over 
there. 

Dr.  Britton  :  I  was  just  about  to  rise  to  propose  an  amendment  to 
the  amendment  as  follows  : — "  The  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to 
clinical  work — six  months  with  a  registered  practitioner,  and  six  months 
in  one  or  more  dispensaries  or  laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or 
pathological  work. 

Dr.  Day :  I  do  not  propose  to  occupy  much  of  your  time  ;  I  think 
myself  that  four  years  properly  spent  in  the  study  of  medicine  is  enough 
for  a  good  student ;  if  we  propose  a  course  of  five  years  for  all  young 
men  who  go  into  medicine,  we  shall  drive  a  good  many  out  of  the 
country  ;  this  is  a  matter  of  very  great  importance  that  we  have  been 
discussing.  I  have  heard  a  good  many  of  these  same  men  say  that  we 
are  all  proud,  and  justly  proud,  of  our  well-educated  medical  men  who 
are  educated  in  this  country,  and  it  is  certainly  something  new  to  me  if 
we  have  been  turning  out  medical  men  here  who  are  not  fit  to  practice 
their  profession,  and  it  certainly  would  be  a  very  great  mistake  to  inflict 
upon  every  man  a  five  years'  course  of  study  ;  it  will  certainly  drive 
some  out  of  the  country  ;  and  if  it  does  not  do  that,  it  will  keep  some 
men  out  of  the  profession  who  would  otherwise  be  in  it.  If  it  is  one  of 
the  results  of  our  curriculum  to  keep  young  men  out  of  the  profession, 
and  if  we,  in  this  manner,  use  the  powers  committed  to  us  by  the  Legis- 
lature improperly,  or  as  they  may  thjnk,  improperly,  and  some  of  them 
do  that  now,  we  may  well  fear  that  some  of  them  may  consider  us  too 
much  of  a  close  borough  altogether,  and  take  what  steps  they  can  to 
strike  us  out  of  existence  altogether.  There  is  a  member  of  the  I.i 
lature — I  won't  mention  his  name — who  supported  us  hitherto,  but  he 
has  been  heard  to  promise  that  if  we  becarrfc  oppressive,  or  became  too 
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much  of  a  close  corporation  that  he  himself  would  support  a  bill  that 
would  have  the  effect  of  striking  us  out  of  existence  altogether.  So  we 
want  to  be  careful ;  we  do  not  want  to  disturb  the  good  foundation  that 
we  already  have,  nor  to  destroy  the  good  work  that  we  have  already  done. 

It  is  very  instructive  to  note  that  a  man  who  has  graduated  in  Arts 
may  be  or  may  not  be  a  better  medical  man  than  one  who  has  not.  A 
graduate  in  Arts  is  not  always  the  best  medical  man  ■  of  that  we  have 
just  had  an  illustration  from  Dr.  Bergin  ;  this  practical  instruction  is  all 
very  well ;  but  in  a  young  country  like  this,  the  best  of  our  men  in  the 
medical  profession,  and  the  best  of  our  young  men  who  are  going  into 
the  medical  profession,  are  men  who  make  their  own  money  ;  they  have 
not  got  their  pockets  full  of  money,  nor  who  can  afford  to  spend  five 
years  of  their  own  time  in  study,  during  which  time  they  are  not  making 
a  cent :  they  most  of  them  earn  their  own  money,  and  looking  through 
the  ranks  of  our  medical  men,  I  am  safe  in  saying,  that  taking  it  all 
round  they  are  the  ones  that  make  the  best  medical  men.  I  think  that 
our  curriculum  of  four  years  is  enough  ;  if  a  man  fails  in  the  final 
branches  let  him  take  another  course ;  I  do  think  it  is  far  better  for  us  to 
not  make  this  five  years  compulsory  except  when  a  man  fails  at  the  end 
of  the  fourth  ;  and  then  instead  of  as  now,  making  them  come  up  again 
in  the  fall,  let  them  take  another  course  of  lectures  in  the  final  subjects. 

Dr.  Geikie  :  I  have  a  sort  of  prejudice  against  five  years'  men,  gained 
from  experience  ;  in  the  first  place,  although  they  may  be  receiving  the 
best  education  you  can  give  them,  the  worst  men  I  have  ever  known  are 
the  men  who  dragged  through  college,  and  put  in  their  three,  four,  five, 
six,  and  sometimes  seven  years,  and  every  year  that  passed  found  them 
idler,  worse,  and  less  competent  than  before  ;  he  does  not  work  as  if  he 
knows  that  he  has  to  work  hard  in  order  to  get  through.  I  agree  with 
the  remarks  of  Dr.  Fowler  and  Dr.  Day  ;  this  is  an  experiment  in  Eng- 
land ;  I  hope  it  will  be  a  successful  experiment;  although  it  must  be 
remembered  that  we  do  not  always  do  well  to  measure  ourselves  by 
England,  although  I  have  great  respect  for  the  motherland  Our 
students  are  told,  however,  that  they  are  far  better  off — they  work  harder, 
and  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  see  it  thorougly 
proven  in  England  before  we  adopt  any  change  of  that  kind  here.  Let 
us  make  four  years  as  the  period  required,  with  an  additional  year  for 
those  who  need  it. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  I  am  strongly  in  «favor  of  having  a  year  of  practical 
work  in  some  way  ;  whether  it  is  one  way  or  the  other.  It  seems  to  me 
we  should  have  some  way  of  making  the  students  take  one  year  of  solid, 
practical  work  after  passing  their  final  examination,  and  I  sincerely  hope 
that  you  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  this  matter.  The 
Curriculum  Committee  have'already  abandoned  the  proposals  they  made, 
in  deference  to  the  suggestions  thrown  out ;  however,  I  think  it  is  a 
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well  to  bring  it  to  a  vote,  though  I  advocate  very  strongly  leaving  the 
five  full  years. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  Now  gentlemen,  I  think  this  is  pretty  well 
threshed  out. 

Dr.  Henry  :  Did  I  understand  Dr.  Fowler  that  they  would  have  to 
take  the  fifth  course  oflectures  on  all  subjects,  or  on  the  final  subjects. 

Dr.  Fowler  :  Those  who  fail  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  will  be  re- 
tired to  their  final  subjects  only,  for  another  year. 

Dr.  Henry  :     What  about  the  fees  ? 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  I  do  not  think  it  is  practicable  to  answer 
that  question  ;  the  Council  cannot  say  whether  the  Medical  Schools 
will  charge  or  not.  I  will  put  Dr.  Henry's  motion  first — that  four  years 
be  substituted  in  this  section  for  five  years,  and  that  one  summer  session 
be  quite  sufficient.  All  in  favor  please  signify  it  by  raising  the  right 
hand.  (After  the  vote  is  taken) — I  declare  the  amendment  lost.  Now 
we  will  take  Dr.  Fowler's  ;  I  will  read  it  : — (reads).  "  On  and  after  the 
first  day  of  July,  1892,  every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  four  years 
with  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks  in  actual  professional  study  ; 
except  in  the  case  of  a  student  failing  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  who 
will  be  required  to  take  another  course. " 

Dr.  Harris  :     In  the  final  subjects  ? 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  It  does  not  say  so.  Now  we  will  vote  on  it. 
(After  vote  is  taken) — There  are  12  on  each  side,  the  result  is  a  tie  ;  let 
us  try  it  again  to  make  sure.  (Vote  is  taken  again) — I  see  the  result  is 
the  same  as  before,  it  is  a  tie  again  ;  I  believe  I  have  a  casting  vote,  and 
I  give  it  against  Dr.  Fowler's  motion,  and  therefore  declare  it  lost. 

Dr.  Campbell  :  I  would  move  to  strike  out  the  word  "three"  in  the 
fourth  line  of  this  section,  and  to  insert  the  word  "  one  — that  one 
summer  session  be  sufficient  instead  of  three  ;  it  seems  to  me  that  with 
four  regular  winter  sessions,  and  with  an  additional  fifth  year  of  practical 
work,  that  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks  is  all  that  ought  to  be  de- 
manded of  the  student. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  On  behalf  of  the  Committee  we  will  accept  that  idea  of 
one  summer  session. 

(The  clause  as  amended  is  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  on  being  put  to 
a  vote,  is  declared  carried  by  the  Chairman). 

Dr.  Britton:  I  think  that  I  made  a  motion  as  to  accepting  certain 
dispensaries. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     That  was  carried,  I  think. 

Dr.  Britton  :     (Reads  the  resolution  again). 

Chairman  Rosebrugh:  Well,  the  Committee  accepted  that  amend 
ment,  and  the  Registrar  will  read  the  clause  as  it  now  stands. 
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The  Registrar  :  (Reads).  "  On  and  after  the  first  of  July,  1892, 
every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional 
studies,  except  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  prescribed  period  of 
study  shall  include  four  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each,  and  one 
summer  session  of  ten  weeks ;  the  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to  clinical 
work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a  registered  practitioner  in 
Ontario,  and  six  months  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dispensaries  or 
laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or  pathological  work,  Canadian, 
British  or  Foreign,  attended  after  being  registered  as  a  medical  student 
in  the  Register  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  ; 
but  any  change  in  the  Curriculum  of  studies  fixed  by  the  Council  shall 
not  come  into  effect  until  one  year  after  such  change  is  made." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh :  You  have  heard  this  clause :  is  it  your 
pleasure  that  the  clause  be  carried  ?  (On  a  vote  being  taken  the  chair- 
man declares  the  clause  carried). 

Dr.  Logan  :  I  move  that  this  additional  clause  be  added  at  some  con- 
venient point,  say  after  the  fifth  line  :  '*  That  in  the  case  of  homoeo- 
pathic students  four  winter  sessions  at  Ann  Arbour  be  held  equal  to  four 
winter  sessions  and  one  summer  session  of  this  Council." 

Dr.  Geikie  :  Would  it  not  be  well  to  leave  out  the  name  of  the 
College,  and  insert  any  College  where  there  is  a  nine  months'  session  ? 

Dr.  Campbell :  Oh,  certainly,  that  is  much  better,  and  better  put  it 
in  at  the  end  of  the  clause. 

Dr.  Fowler  :  Should  not  this  clause  indicate  where  the  fifth  year  is  to 
be  spent ;  I  think  they  should  be  all  alike  ;  I  think  that  there  should 
be  a  year  spent  in  practical  work  with  a  homoeopathic  practitioner  as  in 
the  case  of  the  others. 

Dr,  Campbell  :     Oh,  yes,  they  ought  to  be  just  the  same. 

Dr.  Logan  :  That  is  provided  for  here  ;  the  student  is  compelled  to 
remain  a  year  with  a  regular  practitioner  of  this  Council ;  we  are  quite 
prepared  to  accept  this  clause. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  .  This  is  to  go  in  at  the  end  of  the  clause ; 
<(  that  in  the  case  of  homoeopathic  students  four  sessions  of  nine  months 
each,  at  a  College  recognized  by  the  Homoeopathic  representative  in 
Council  be  recognized  as  equal  to  the  work  of  this  Curriculum." 

Dr.  Campbell :  No,  no  ;  the  point  is  that  the  winter  sessions  of  nine 
months  each  cover  the  summer  session. 

Dr.  Bray :  In  Ann  Arbour  their  sessions  are  nine  months  con- 
tinuously instead  of  six  months  ;  four  sessions  of  nine  months  implies  a 
longer  period,  of  course,  than  four  sessions  of  six  months ;  after  passing 
36  months,  instead  of  24  months  as  here,  they  dispense  with  the  ten 
weeks.     The  only   thing  is  that   our  examination  takes  place  here  in 
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tfor  his  examination. 

Dr.  Logan  :  The  additional  clause  reads  as  follows  :  "  That  in  the 
case  of  a  homoeopathic  student  four  sessions  in  a  Medical  College  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Council,  where  nine  months'  sessions  are  taught,  shall 
be  held  equal  to  four  winter  sessions  and  one  summer  session  of  this 
Curriculum." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh:  You  might  add  that  this  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  one  year  of  clinical  work. 

Dr.  Logan:  If  that  is  done,  in  place  of  our  putting  in  five  years  it 
would  be  nearer  six  years,  because  we  already  put  in  36  months  of  close 
study. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  Yes,  yes,  we  understand  that ;  but  did  you 
add  that  it  would  not  interfere  with  the  fifth  year  of  clinical  work,  at  the 
bottom  of  your  resolution  ? 

Dr.  Day  :  Four  sessions  of  nine  months  each  can  be  put  in,  in  45 
months,  and  it  is  no  use  trying  to  deceive  anybody  by  saying  that  is  not 
less  than  four  years.     (Cries  of  "  order,  order.") 

Dr.  Bray :  It  is  prescribed  by  the  Council ;  that  ought  to  satisfy 
everybody.  * 

Dr.  Williams  :  Yes,  but  that  clause  ought  to  say  that  it  is  prescribed 
by  the  Council. 

Dr.  Logan  :  (Reads  motion  again,  adding,  "  that  this  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  fifth  year  of  clinical  work.") 

Dr.  Britten  :  But  there  are  not  five  years  of  clinical  work  ;  make  it 
Tead,  "  the  clinical  work  of  the  fifth  year/" 

Dr.  Logan  :  Well,  all  right ;  but  that  is  what  it  means  m  its  present 
shape. 

Dr.  Britton  :     Yes,  but  it  dees  not  say  so, 

The  Registrar:  (Reads  clause  as  finally  amended.)  "That  in  the 
case  of  homoeopathic  students  this  shall  not  interfere  with  the  clinical 
work  prescribed  by  this  Council  for  the  fifth  year." 

(The  Chairman  declares  this  clause  adopted.) 

Dr.  Bergin :  We  propose  to  add  to  the  second  clause  the  word 
"  science  "  after  the  word  "  arts,"  and  make  this  clause  read  as  follows  : — 
(reads.)  "  Graduates  in  Arts  and  Science  of  any  College  or  University 
recognized  by  the  Council  who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of 
Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology,  and  have  passed  an  examination  in 
these  subjects  for  degree  in  Arts  or  Science  shall  be  held  to  have  com- 
pleted the  first  year  of  the  five  years  of  Medical  study,  and  will  only  be 
required  to  pass  three  years  after  graduating  in  attendance  upon  Medi- 
cal studies,  and   having  spent  one  year  thereafter  in   practical  clinical 
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the  adoption  of  that  clause. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  The  next  section  reads  as  follows  r — (reads.)  "  No 
tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless 
it  is  endorsed  thereon  that  the  pupil  had  attended  at  least  75  per  cent, 
of  each  course  of  said  lectures."  And  we  propose  to  show  that  by  the 
daily  roll  of  the  teacher. 

Dr.  Williams  :  Is  it  the  supposition  that  every  student  must  obtain 
the  daily  roll  of  his  teacher  and  bring  it  to  the  Registrar  1 

Dr.  Bergin  :     Nothing  quite  so  ridiculous  as  that  is  proposed  by  this- 
resolution ;  it  is  that  the  teacher  should  be  satisfied  himself. 
Chairman  Rosebrugh  r     I  declare  that  clause  carried. 

Dr.  Bergiu  :  Before  reading  clause  3,  I  may  say  that  the  Treasurer 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  College  to  hold 
more  than  one  examination  a  year,  and  he  thinks  that  the  Spring 
examination  is  not  the  best  possible  time  for  the  College ;  he  thinks 
there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  if  the  examinations  were  held  but  once  a 
year,  and  that  in  the  month  of  September,  that  it  would:  be  more  in  the 
interests  of  the  College  and  more  in  the  interests  of  the  students  of  the 
College,  for  they  would  have  the  full  benefit  of  the  time  intervening  to 
prepare  themselves,  and  that  the  results  would  be  very  much  better., 
Last  spring  there  was  a  very  large  percentage  of  failure  -r  about  100 
passed,  and  about  70  were  rejected.  Now,  if  those  young  men  had  had 
an  opportunity  of  digesting  between  April  and  September  the  lectures 
they  had  heard,  a  much  larger  percentage  would  have  passed,  and  a 
much  larger  amount  would  have  come  into  the  coffers  of  the  College ;. 
under  alt  these  circumstances  our  Treasurer  tells  me  that  our  finances 
will  not  allow  us  to  have  more  than  one  examination.  It  struck  me 
that  this  would  be  an  appropriate  time  to  bring  it  before  the  attention 
and  consideration  of  the  Council.  It  might  perhaps  be  left  until  the 
Educational  Committee  reached  that  portion  of  the  Curriculum  that  they 
may  be  called  upon  to  deal  with  ;  but,  would  it  not  be  as  well,  if  the 
Council  approved  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Treasurer,  to  adopt  it  now  ? 
There  is  another  important  feature  which  is  pointed  out  by  the  Treas- 
urer, that  the  young  men,  who  are  up  for  primary  and  intermediate 
examination,  can  go  right  on  without  going  back  home  and  thus  save 
the  expense  of  a  journey  to  and  from  their  homes. 

Dr.  Williams  :  There  is  no  time  when  the  sense  of  the  Council  can 
be  better  taken  upon  any  proposition  than  the  present ;  part  of  this 
question  will  come  up  under  the  Education  Committee's  report;  but  I 
would  suggest  that  the  question  whether  we  shall  have  but  one  exami- 
nation in  the  year  be  put  to  the  Council  in  the  first  place  ;  I  have  always 
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been  in  favor  of  holding  two  examinations  in  the  year ;  and  not  as  a 
supplementary  examination  either,  but  as  two  separate  examinations.  At 
:he  present  time  it  is  evident  that  the  Fall  examination  does  not  meet 
the  expenditure  in  connection  with  it,  so  I  do  not  wonder  at  the  Treas- 
urer's preference  for  one  examination. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  Perhaps  the  Treasurer  would  state  how  far 
the  cost  exceeded  the  receipts. 

Dr.  Moore  :     He  did  that. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  was  going  to  ask  that  the  Treasurer  be  heard  upon 
this  question  ;  these  suggestions  are  not  mine  ;  they  were  made  by  him 
just  now  ;  and  I  think  this  is  a  very  good  time  to  hear  him  on  this 
point 

Dr.  Harris  :  Dr.  Aikins  made  some  suggestions  to  me,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Educational  Committee ;  he  would  like  to  have  the  feeling  of  the 
Council,  or  of  this  Committee  as  to  this  matter  ;  1  am  quite  sure  that 
Dr.  Aikins  can  give  us  some  information  that  will  help  us  very  materi- 
ally. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     We  will  now  hear  Dr.  Aikins. 

Dr.  Aikins  :  In  favor  of  the  postponment  of  the  examination  we 
have  this  fact  that  pupils  do  not  remain  in  the  schools  until  the  close  of 
the  session  ;  in  February  and  sometimes  in  January,  the  pupils  pack  up 
their  things  and  go  home  to  read  up  for  the  examination.  Year  after 
year  this  is  the  case ;  by  the  beginning  of  March  the  attendance  is  very 
slight,  and  before  it  is  over  the  students  in  Toronto  close  the  schools — 

A  Member  :     Through  non  attendance  ? 

Dr.  Aikins  :  Yes,  through  non-attendance.  During  the  first  haif 
the  attendance  is  very  full,  but  the  schools  do  not  continue  their  lectures 
until  the  end  of  March  because  there  are  no  students  for  them  to  lecture 
to.  So  that,  if  the  examinations  were  postponed  as  far  as  possible,  all 
the  pupils  would  remain  until  the  end  of  the  course.  Now,  we  have  had 
betweeu  60  aod  70  who  have  failed  every  time,  and  this  is  rather  a  large 
percentage;  there  should,  however,  be  some  provision  made  f>r  the  cases 
of  some  who  are  unable  to  take  the  one  examination  ;  sometimes  a 
young  ma'i  is  called  away  by  a  death  in  his  family,  and  it  would  be  a 
hardship  to  compel  him  to  wajt  a  whole  year. 

Our  examination  last  fall  w->s  about  $200  of  an  expense  to  us  ;  the  fees 
paid  in  were  about  $1,000,  and  the  expense  of  canying  it  on  was  about 
$1,200.  Now  as  to  these  certificates  ;  I  declare  I  would  not  give  that 
(snapping  his  fingers,)  for  all  the  certificates  that  ever  were  written  ; 
lectures  are  sometimes  an  hour  in  length,  sometimes  fifty  minutes,  and 
if  there  is  a  large  class  it  would  take  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  to  call 
the  roll  every  time  ;  and  you  can't  get  it  right  then  ;  you  will  be  calling 
the  roll,  "  Jones,"  "  Present  " — ll  Abercrombie,"  "  Present,"  and  perhaps 
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and  some  other  fellow  will  answer  for  them,  and  you  can't  get  it  right 
even  then  ;  for  unless  he  knows  the  man,  which  he  cannot  do,,  for  thef 
are  changing;  all  the  time,  he  has  no  chance  to  tell  who  are  there  and 
who  are  not. 

Dr.  Ruttan  :  Cannot  some  plan  be  devised  whereby  the  Council  will 
have  some  control  over  the  students  ?  I  know  when  I  was  a  student  I 
think  I  only  missed  one  lecture  all  the  time,  and  we  ought  to  have  some 
way  of  keeping  track  of  them. 

Dr.  Bray  :     Ah,  but  you  were  a  model  in<  your  day.. 

Dr.  Aikins  :     Suppose  a  man  is  lecturing  on  Anatomy,  and  he  wants- 
all  the  time  he  can  get,  and  he  has  out  of  that  to  take  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes  to  call  over  his  roll ;  it  is  done  hurriedly,  of  course  ;  aid  to  that 
the  fact  that  one  student  will  answer  for  another^  and  you  see  how  abso- 
lutely valueless  the  roll  becomes* 

Dr.  Philip :  My  firm  conviction  is  that  the  students  will  not  work  iro 
the  summer  time,  and  I  do  not  think  that  they  will  be  as  well  prepared 
to  pass  their  examinations-  in  the  fall  as  they  are  in*  the  spring.. 

Dr.  Aikins  :  I  can't  agree  with-  that ;  M  a  rmn  were  to  spend  only 
two  hours  a  day  in  reading,  and  that  for  four  months — why,  -it  stands  to 
reason  that  that  man  is  going  to  be  prepared  in  September  better  than> 
he  was  in  April. 

Dr.  Britton  :  Would  it  answer  as  well  to  have  it  a  month  later  than 
it  is  now,  than  to  have  it  just  preceding  the  fall  work ;  for,  if  a  student 
has  been  industrious  at  all,  by  the  time  he  gets  through  this  examination 
he  will  be  worn  out,  and  in  need  of  a  rest  instead  of  starting  right  to 
work  again. 

Dr.  Aikins  r  Why  is  it  that  you  Medical  men  do  not  rise  up  in  rebel- 
lion against  our  Common  School  system?  Surely  if  little  children  can> 
stand  that  work,  grown  men  ought  to-  be  able  to  stand  that  which  we- 
propose. 

Dr.    Bray  :     I  think  it  was  I  that  suggested  that  the  examination? 
should  be  held  in  September  ;  one  retson  for  thit  is,,  that  the  University 
examinations  come  on  in  April  ;  they  last  a  week  or  two  weeks,  and 
then  the  Council  examinations  come  on  and  last  another  week  or  two 
more  'y  and  I  think  after  they  go  home  and  review  two  months  or  so,,  that 
;hey  will  come  back  in  the  fall  refreshed  and   ready  to  go  through  the 
College  fall  examination  iu  time  before  the  fall  session  commences ;  their 
minds  are  set  on  their  work,  they  have  had  a*  month  of  holidays,  and  I 
think  they  are  a  great  deal  better  prepared  to  pass  this-  examination,,  and 
as  we  are  only  to  have  one  examination,  owing  to-  the  condition  of  our 
finances  I  think  we  had  better  follow  this  plan. 

Dr.  Bergin  ;     I  propose  to  amend  clause  3;  to  read  as  follows  :  "  Ar> 
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plications  for  every  professional  examination  must  be  made  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  by  the  third 
Tuesday  in  September  of  each  year. 

Dr.  Harris  :     Make  is  the  second  Tuesday. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Make  it  the  first  Tuesday  if  you  think  that  \  '11  do  any- 
better. 

Dr.  Fowler  :  I  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  if  this  motion  prevails,  that 
we  would  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  time  now  accorded  to  the 
fifth  year  :  you  see  you  will  have  spent  four  winter  sessions  and  up  to 
the  following  September,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  take  this  time  into 
account  as  part  of  the  fifth  year  of  practical  work,  and  have  it  spent  with 
some  registered  practitioner. 

Dr.  Fenwick :  With  respect  to  that  remark  of  Dr.  Aikins  that  he 
mentioned  with  regard  to  calling  the  roll — 

Dr.  Bergin  :     That  is  past  now,  we  have  got  away  from  that. 

Dr.  Fenwick  :  I  was  not  aware  of  that ;  I  was  going  to  propose  that 
every  man  should  be  required  to  sign  his  name  in  a  book  every  day  he 
was  there,  so  that  we  would  have  his  own  signature. 

Dr.  Bergin  .  (Reads  clause  3,  inserting,  "  after  the  first  Tuesday  in 
September.'') 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (reads  clause.)  "  No  application  will  be  received  unless 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates  and  by  the  Treas- 
urer's receipt  showing  that  the  fees  are  paid."  I  move  the  adoption  of 
that  clause. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  We  propose  to  amend  clause  4  to  make  it  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "  Each  six  months'  course  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  fifty 
lectures,  and  each  three  months'  course  of  not  more  than  twenty-five 
lectures." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Is  that  agreed  to? 

Dr.  Williams  :  No,  sir;  I  quite  agree  with  the  idea  that  we  are  get- 
tin?  too  many  lectures  at  present,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  better  if  the 
number  could  be  somewhat  reduced  ;  but  I  do  not  agree  with  the  idea 
that  you  ought  to  tie  a  professor  down  to  not  more  than  fifty  lectures. 
Now,  suppose  a  professor  is  proceeding  with  his  subject  and  he  finds 
that  when  he  gets  to  the  end  of  his  fifty  lectures  that  he  has  something 
more  that  is  important  that  he  wants  to  say  to  his  students.  I  would 
agree  to  having  it  "not  less  than,"  but  I  must  oppose  "  not  more  than." 
That  would  be  very  much  better  than  saying  that  he  shall  not  go  over 
the  fifty  lectures. 
x 
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Dr.  Bergin  :  I  must  say  that  I  think  that  there  is  great  force  in  what 
the  President  urges. 

Dr.  Geikie  :  We  have  got  into  the  habit  of  speaking  disrespectfully 
of  American  institutions,  poor  lecturers,  poor  courses,  poor  students, 
and  so  on  ;  but  what  sort  of  a  course  of  lectures  in  Surgery  do  you  think 
a  man  can  give  if  he  is  limited  to  fifty  lectures,  and  no  more.  I  have 
been  through  various  institutions  in  the  Old  Country,  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  the  University  of  Glasgow,  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh, 
and  I  know  that  they  insist  on  a  course  of  at  least  one  hundred  lectures  ; 
this  Council  is  an  examining  Council  j  what  we  have  to  do  with  is  the 
examinations  ;  and  T  think  that  we  had  better  lei  the  various  Universi- 
ties give  their  lectures  in  their  own  way ;  some  will  do  it  one  way,  some 
in  another ;  I  think  it  would  be  far  better  not  to  raise  the  question,  and 
not  to  attempt  the  defining  of  the  number  at  all. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  I  suppose  a  good  deal  depends  upon  what 
you  mean  by  lectures. 

Dr.  Geikie  :  1  do  not  mean,  Mr.  Chairman,  spouting,  but  regular 
solid  teaching ;  and  I  do  say  as  a  teacher  of  nearly  fifty  years'  standing, 
that  a  course  of  only  fifty  lectures  is  not  worth  three  pinches  of  snurT. 

Dr.  Fowler :     I  thoroughly  approve  of  the  course  of  the  Committee) 
I  think  it  is  the  most  sensible  thing  they  have  done.     (Laughter.) 
(The  clause  is  declared  carried,  reading,  "  not  less  than.") 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  5  as  follows)  :  "  Every  student  must 
attend  the  undermentioned  courses  of  lectures  in  a  University,  College) 
or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of  by  the  Council,  namely  :  Two 
courses  of  not  less  than  six  months  each  in  the  different  years  upon 
Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  including  Histology,  Theo- 
retical Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Midwifery  and 
Diseases  of  Women,  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

One  course  of  not  less  than  six  months  on  Medical  Jurisprudence- 
One  course  of  not  less  than  six  months  on  Medical  and  Surgical  Topo- 
graphical Anatomy.  Two  courses  of  not  less  than  three  months  each 
in  the  different  years  upon  the  Diseases  of  Children  and  Practical  Chem- 
istry, including  Toxicology.  One  course  of  not  less  than  three  months 
on  Sanitary  Science  and  Practical  Pharmacy.  One  course  of  ten  lectures 
on  Mental  Diseases,  and  50  demonstrations  of  Physiological  Histology." 

I  move  the  adoption  of  that  clause. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     ^Reads  clause  6  as  follows) :     "  Every  candidate  will  be 
required  to  prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the  whole  human  body 
both  sides." 
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Dr.  Williams  :  Is  not  that  requiring  that  both  sides  should  be  dis- 
sected, rather  an  unreasonable  exaction  ;  it  is  rather  difficult,  as  we  all 
know,  to  obtain  subjects ;  and  if  that  is  the  case,  this  is  rather  like 
imposing  on  them  something  that  will  be  very  difficult  for  them  to  carry 
out. 

Dr.  Fowler  :  I  think  that  it  is  a  very  important  thing  that  the  whole 
human  body  should  be  dissected,  both  sides. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  think  you  will  find  there  is  time  enough  to  do  this, 
during  the  time  that  they  are  obliged  to  give  to  Anatomy  ;  we  will  leave 
those  words  out  as  you  seem  to  desire  it. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh :  That  is  agreed  on,  then,  that  the  words  "  both 
sides  "  should  be  lett  out  ?     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  7,  which  with  additions  made  as  it  is 
read,  finally  stands  as  follows) :  "  The  following  are  the  text  books 
recommended  by  the  Council  in  the  various"  branches  :  Anatomy — 
Gray,  Quain.  Physiology — Kirke,  Yeo,  Foster  Chemistry — Roscoe, 
Atttield,  Jones,  -Remsen.  Materia  Medica — Ringer,  Mitchell  Bruce. 
Surgery — Bryant,  Treeves,  Erichesen,  (recent  edition.)  Medicine — 
Bristowe,  Roberts,  Hilton,  Fagg.  Midwifery — Playfair,  Galabin. 
Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology — Taylor,  Guy.  Pathology — 
Greene.  Woodhead,  Sanitary  Science — Wilson,  Lewis  C  Parke.  Dis- 
eases of  Children — Eustis  Smith,  Ashby  and  Wright. 

Homoeopathic  Text  Books  :  Materia  Medica — Hahnemann,  Hering. 
Medicine — Baehr's.  Therapeutics — Raue's.  Pathology  and  Diagnostics 
— Linenthal.  Surgery — Franklin,  Hellmuth.  Midwifery — Guernsey, 
Ludlam. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  8  as  follows):  "  Also  must  have  at- 
tended the  practice  of  a  General  Hospital  for  24.  months  prior  to  the  end 
of  the  fourth  year."  The  reason  we  added,  "  during  the  first  four  years," 
is  that  otherwise  it  might  be  considered  that  the  last  twelve  months 
which  are  to  be  devoted  to  practical  work  were  included. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     I  declare  that  clause  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  9).  "  Also  must  have  attended  twelve 
cases  of  Midwifery." 

Dr.  Williams  :     I  move  that  be  made  six  cases. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  10).  "Also  must  before  being  registered 
as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  have 
passed  all  examinations  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  must  have  signed  the 
code  of  ethics,  and  attained  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years." 

Dr.  Geikie  :     Where  is  that  code  of  ethics  ? 

Dr.  Bergin  :     There  is  one  being  prepared. 
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Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  We  are  going  to  recommend  that  the  opinion 
of  the  solicitor  be  obtained  as  to  whether  we  have  the  power  to  exact 
the  signing  of  a  code  of  ethics. 

Dr.  Campbell :  It  would  be  better,  I  think  to  miss  that  out  just  now 
till  we  have  a  code  of  ethics  approved  of  by  the  Council. 

Ur.  Williams  :  Is  there  any  object  in  this  Council  prescribing  a  code 
of  ethics  which  it  has  not  the  power  to  enforce?  and  if  it  had  such  a 
code  of  ethics  would  the  Disciplinary  Committee  be  justified  in  dealing 
with  offenders  against  it  ?  You  already  have  in  the  Act  the  law  laid  down 
as  to  your  powers  in  that  direction,  you  can  exercise  discipline  now  for 
unprofessional  conduct,  unprofessional  to  such  an  extent  as  to  come 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  I  question  very  much  whether  you 
have  power  to  take  notice  of  anything  less  than  that. 

Dr.  Bray  :  It  was  1  that  moved  this  resolution  ;  of  my  own  accord  I 
consulted  the  solicitor,  and  he  said  that  we  had  that  power,  but  that  we 
ought  to  be  very  careful  as  to  what  we  did  under  it ;  he  said  that  it 
embraced  a  very  great  deal,  and  before  we  adopted  it  we  ought  to  sub- 
mit it  to  him,  and  get  his  advice  upon  it,  and  everything  it  contained ; 
but  he  was  quite  clear  that  we  have  the  power  to  make  that  code,  and  the 
power  to  carry  it  out.  The  advantages  of  it  would  be  that  it  would 
simplify  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline,  and  the  profession 
throughout  the  country  would  know  exactly  what  was  expected  of  them. 
The  code  must  be  carefully  got  up,  it  must  be  well  thought  out  and 
understood,  it  must  be  full  and  complete,  and  I  was  going  to  move  that 
the  Committee  prepare  a  code  and  submit  it  to  the  solicitor. 

Dr.  Moore  :  I  do  not  think  it  is  any  use  asking  the  student  to  sign  a 
code  of  ethics  if  we  have  no  power  to  deal  with  him  in  case  he  offends 
against  it. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     Well,  we  will  consent  to  striking  that  out  of  the  clause. 

(Clause  is  declared  carried  with  the  words  "  signed  the  code  of  ethics 
and  "  omitted). 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  n).  We  should  add  to  that  "  shall  have 
spent  one  year  in  practical  work,"  the  same  as  it  is  in  the  other  clause, 
"  and  at  the  expiration  of  which  he  shall  pass  a  further  examination, 
clinical  and  oral." 

Dr.  Williams  :  As  the  clause  reads  now,  they  would  undoubtedly  have 
the  right  to  come  and  take  that  examination  without  completing  our 
work. 

Dr.  Campbell :  Wouldn't  it  cover  the  ground  fully  to  change  it  by 
inserting  after  the  words,  "  Ontario  Medical  Schools,"  "  and  shall  com- 
plete fully  the  curriculum  required  by  this  Council."  Would  not  that 
cover  the  whole  question  ? 
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Dr.  Bergin:  Wouldn't  it  be  better  to  add,  "shall  complete  the 
curriculum  of  practical  work  required  by  this  Council,  ?" 

Dr.  Rogers  :  I  would  suggest  that  after  the  word  "  registration,"  in 
the  third  line,  we  add,  "  and  must  pass  the  examinations  required  by  the 
Council." 

Dr.  Bergin  :  T  ihink  this  would  do,  "  must  have  completed  fully  the 
clinical  work  of  the  curriculum  exacted  by  the  Council  after  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year." 

Dr.  Williams  :  We  used  to  require  that  they  should  give  evidence  o* 
having  passed  a  matriculation  examination  to  our  satisfaction,  and  we 
used  to  have  a  clause  to  cover  that ;  so  that  they  could  not  come  here  for 
the  purpose  of  slipping  that  matriculation  examination. 

Dr.  Orr  :     The  matriculation  required  by  the  Council? 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Yes,  and  we  must  fix  that  hfth  year j  I  will  read  now 
gentlemen,  that  clause  as  altered.  (Reads).  "  Graduates  in  medicine 
from  recognised  Colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada  who  desire  to 
qualify  themselves  for  registration  must  have  passed  the  matriculation 
required  by  the  Council,  and  must  attend  one  or  more  full  winter  courses 
of  lectures  in  one  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Schools  and  must  complete 
fully  the  curriculum  required  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  before  the 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter 
prescribed,  and  fully  complete  the  clinical  work  of  the  curriculum  exacted 
by  the  Council  after  the  end  of  the  fourth  year.' 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin:  (Reads  clause  12).  "That  British  registered  Medical 
Practitioners  on  paying  all  fees,  and  passing  the  Intermediate  and  Final 
examinations  be  registered,  provided  they  have  been  domiciled  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland  as  registered  practitioners  for  five  years  after  becoming 
so  registered. 

Dr.  Williams  :  Before  that  is  carried,  I  would  like  to  ask  for  some  in" 
formation  ;  a  graduate  of  McGill  College,  who  has  properly  taken  all  the 
examinations,  and  is  practising  in  Quebec,  and  is  desirous  of  practising 
in  Ontario,  is  compelled  to  take  the  entire  curriculum  of  this  Council 
before  being  admitted  to  practise. 

Now  when  we  have  a  British  registered  Medical  practitioner  coming 
here,  he  merely  passes  the  Intermediate  and  Final  examinations,  and  it 
seems  to  me  to  be  rather  hard  on  our  Canadian  people  to  put  them  in  an 
inferior  position  to  any  outsiders.  I  feel  that  our  Canadian  people  are 
the  equal  of  any  people,  that  our  Canadian  institutions  are  equal  to  any 
institutions,  and  that  this  is  an  injustice  done  to  McGill  College,  which 
as  you  know,  stands  very  high  indeed.  There  is  an  injustice,  there  is  no 
doubt  about  it,  that  a  graduate  of  that  school  should  be  compelled  to 
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Province. 

Dr.  Williams  :  There  is  a  very  material  difference  between  the  two- 
cases  A  McGill  College  graduate  does  not  come  here  as  a  registered 
practitioner  from  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  that  Province  has  not 
entered  into  any  reciprocal  arrangement  with  this  Province.  Now, 
when-  we  take  the  case  of  a  British  graduate  we  are  in  a  little  different 
position  ;  and  the  clause  should  not  read  "  British  graduate,"  but 
M  British  registered  practitioner." 

A  member  ;     So  it  does. 

Dr.  Williams :  Very  well ;  the  expression  implies  that  he  has  fully- 
complied  with  the  regulations  of  the  British  Medical  Council,  and  has 
practised  for  five  years,  and  on  that  account  we  acknowledge  that  he  is 
a  good  man,  and  we  accept  him  by  passing  a  certain  examination.  If  it 
reads  that  way,  to  my  mind  that  is  the  correct  reading. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  would  say  that  suggestions  have  come  to  us  from  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  lookmg  towards  reciprocity  ; 
not  proposing  a  full  reciprocity,  but  in  the  letters  that  they  have  addressed 
to  the  Council  and  to  me,  they  have  asked  that  registered  practitioners 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  residing  upon  or  near  our  border  line,  who 
are  often  called  upon  to  go  where  we  have  no  practitioner,  or  in  the 
absence  of  our  own  Medical  man,  that  they  should  be  exempt  under 
these  circumstances  from  the  fine  that  is  imposed  by  the  Council  and  I 
think  that  the  master  has  been  referred  to  the  Council  for  consideration 
to  come  up  at  another  time. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     That  clause  is  carried  then,  is  it  ?     Carried- 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clauses  i  and  2  of  section  3).  "(1)  The  pro- 
fessional examinations  are  divided  into  three  parts,  "  Primary,"  "  Inter, 
mediate,"  and  "  Final."  (2)  The  Primary  examination  shall  he  under- 
gone after  the  second  winter  session,  and  the  Intermediate  after  the  third 
or  fourth  winter  session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year.''  I  may  explain 
that  the  reason  why  the  Intermediate  should  be  taken  after  the  third  or 
fourth  winter  session  is  this  ;  that  the  graduate  in  Arts  who  has  taken  the 
Science  course  and  has  passed  it,  and  to  whom  we  have  allowed  the  first 
year  as  a  year  of  Medical  study,  may,  if  he  pleases,  pass  his  Intermedial 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  ;  whereas  a  student  who  has  noe 
had  the  advantage  of  that  may  postpone  his  Intermediate  until  the  end 
of  the  fourth  year 

Dr.  Williams  :  May  I  ask  if  it  is  so  constructed  that  the  other  man  is; 
not  compelled  to  go  on  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     I  have  reversed  it ;  it  is  only  for  graduates  in  Aits. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Clauses  one  and  two  are  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     (Reads  clause  3).     "The  following  branches  shall  he 


embraced  in  the  Primary  examinations  :  Anatomy,  Physiology  and 
Histology,  Chemistry,  Theoretical  and  Practical.;  Materia  Medica  and 
Pharmacy." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  4).  "  Each  candidate  for  the  Primary 
•examination  will  be  required  to  present  with  his  lecture  tickets  a  certifi- 
cate of  having  undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the  school  he 
has  attended  at  the  close  of  his  first  winter  session  on  Primary  branches  ; 
also  a  certificate  of  ability  to  make  and  mount  Microscopic  -Specimens." 

Chairman  l.'osebrugh;     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  5).  '•  Each  candidate  for  Final  exami- 
nation must  present  a  certificate  of  attendance  at  six  post  mortem  exam- 
inations, and  a  certificate  of  ability  to  draw  up  a  report  of  a  post  mortem 
examination,  and  a  certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  six  cases  of 
Clinical  Medicine  and  six  cases  of  Clinical  Surgery,  of  having  attended 
25  pathological  demonstrations,  and  of  having  passed  his  Intermediate 
examination." 

Dr.  Britton  c  I  have  been  informed  on  very  good  authority  that  some 
of  these  certificates  are  not  worth  a  pinch  of  snuff,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  it  does  not  state  from  whom  the  certificates  shall  emanate,  and  in 
some  instances  students  have  drawn  up  imaginary  reports  of  post  mortem 
examinations — one  draws  it  up,  and  the  rest  copy  from  it,  and  one 
certifies  to  it,  who  is  not  the  teacher  in  that  line.  I  won't  say  where  this 
was  done,  whether  it  was  in  Toronto  or  elsewhere,  but  it  was  done ;  I 
would  therefore  add,  "  the  above  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the 
Teachers  in  the  subjects  referred  to." 

Dr.  Williams  :  The  question  crops  up  here  whether  there  is  or  is  not 
a  hardship  in  that  paragraph  ;  the  six  post  mortem  examinations  are  no 
doubt  very  desirable,  but  how  many  post  mortems  would  be  required  to 
give  all  the  students  an  opportunity  of  attending;  sometimes  they  can 
only  get  a  chance  to  peek  into  the  room,  and  they  manage  to  get  a 
certificate  in  some  way  ;  now,  isn't  this  asking  a  little  too  much  ;  if  the 
student  is  present  at  two  post  mortems,  and  has  taken  part  in  them,  and 
has  done  it  well,  does  not  that  fit  him  for  doing  a  third  one  by  himself. 
I  am  not  satisfied  myself  that  it  is  not  a  hardship  in  that  particular. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  The  question  in  my  mind  is,  if  they  can 
dodge  six,  they  can  dodge  two  easier. 

Dr.  Thorburn  :  We  very  seldom  have  more  than  twenty  students 
present  at  a  post  mortem  who  really  get  any  good  at  all  ;  it  is  very  hard 
to  say  how  many  post  mortems  there  are  ;  I  think  even  six  would  be 
very  difficult  to  put  in  you  know  they  are  not  allowed  in  Hospitals  until 
the  second  or  third  year. 

Dr.  Oliphant :     The  dead-house  is  pretty  large. 
% 
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Dr.  Thorburn  :     Yes,  but  look  how  many  cases  there  are. 

Dr.  Oliphant.  You  can't  manufacture  post  mortems  any  more  thara 
you  can  midwifery  cases. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     Suppose  we  make  it  four. 

Dr.  Aikens  :  That  would  be  ridiculous,  I  think  jj  that  would  only- 
make  one  post  mortem  a  year. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  vVe  will  add  Dr.  Britten's  suggestion  that  the  certificate 
should  be  signed  by  the  teacher  in  the  subject  referred  to,  or  the 
practitioner  for  the  time  being  in  charge. 

Dr.  Williams  :  It  does  strike  me  that  to  say  that  it  shall  be  signed  by 
the  teacher  with  whom  they  study  is  really  too  exacting;  very  often 
when  the  students  are  away  at  their  homes,  they  will  have  a  good  chance 
to  go  out  with  some  doctor,  and  he  will  have  a  better  chance  of  getting, 
information,  and  it  will  do  him  far  more  good,  and  I  think  that  the 
certificate  of  that  doctor  ought  to  be  accepted. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :  It  is  the  teacher  who  makes  the  post  mortemr 
not  the  professor  at  the  school,  who  signs. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  It  reads  now,  "  the  teacher  being  a  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioner." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     I  declare  that  clause  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  6  as  follows):  "The  following  branches 
shall  be  embraced  in  the  Intermediate  examination  ;  Medical  and 
Surgical  and  Topographical  Anatomy.  Principle  and  Practice  of 
Medicine  and  Therapeutics.  General  Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 
Surgery  other  than  operative.  Surgery  operative.  Midwifery  operative. 
Midwifery  other  than  operative.  Medical  Jurisprudence  including 
Toxicology,  and  Mental  Diseases.  Sanitary  Science,  Diseases  of 
Children.     Diseases  of  Women. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  7  as  follows).  "  The  Primary  and  Inter- 
mediate examinations  shall  be  written  and  oral ;  the  Final,  oral  and 
clinical." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  8  as  follows).  "  The  following  branches 
will  be  embraced  in  the  Final  examination.  Clinical  Medicine. 
Clinical  Surgery,  including  Vaccination.  Diseases  of  Women,  and 
Diseases  of  Children.     Medical  and  Surgical." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     I  declare  that  carried. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  9  as  follows).  "  Any  candidate  who 
makes  sixty  per  cent,  in  three  or  more  branches,  but  fails  in  the  others 
shall  receive  credit  f6r  the  subjects  so  passed,  and  be  compelled  to  pass 
in  the  other  branches  only,  at  a  subsequent  examination. 
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Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     That  clause  is  carried. 

Dr,  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  io  as  follows).  '"Candidates  who  intend 
to  be  examined  by  a  Homoeopathic  Examiner  in  special  subjects  shall 
signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  examination  in  order  that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing  their 
identification  by  other  students,  or  by  other  examiners." 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr,  Bergin  :  (Reads  clause  n.)  "In  the  event  of  any  candidate 
signifying  his  intention  to  the  Registrar  to  be  examined  and  registered 
as  a  homcepathic  practitioner,  due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Registrar,  so  that  the  examinationsjmay  be  conducted  by  the  parties 
appointed  for  that  purpose.  Prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from 
the  candidate  the  usual  fees  must  be  paid. 

In  the  event  of  any  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  such  exami- 
nations due  notice  must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  special  exam- 
iner. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh  :     Carried. 

Dr,  Bergin  ;  (Reads  clause  12.)  We  propose  that  this  clause  shall 
read  as  follows:  "The  professional  examinations  will  be  held  in 
Toronto  and  Kingston  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September  in  each 
year," 

Dr.  Williams  ;  In  April  of  1892  we  will  have  to  have  an  examina- 
tion ;  this  will  come  into  operation  in  July,  1892,  and  in  September, 
1892  we  will  have  to  have  an  examination.  We  were  aiming  not  to  hold 
the  1892  examinations  in  Apill,  but  would  defer  them  until  September, 

Dr,  Fowler ;  How  will  the  operation  of  the  five  years  affect  the  stu- 
dents who  are  at  present  attending  ? 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  think  that  the  young  men  who  are  now  attending  the 
Medical  schools  of  this  country  are  in  good  faith  acting  under  our  pres- 
ent regulations,  and  to  compel  them  to  alter  their  whole  course  and  to 
alter  the  arrangements  that  they  have  made  would  not  be  quite  fair. 

Chairman  Rosebrugh ;  These  new  regulations  begin  on  and  after 
July  1892. 

Dr.  Fowler :  Those  who  come  in  in  the  fall  of  1892  will  all  come 
under  the  new  regulations  j  there  must  be  an  examination  in  April  of 
next  year  for  those  students  who  are  now  pursuing  their  course  of  study, 

Dr,  Bergin:  No,  we  will  have  no  examination  in  April  of  1892,  and 
there  will  be  no  fall  examination  this  year. 

Chairman    Rosebrugh;      What    about  supplementary  examinations? 
Some  have  put  them  off  till  this  fall ;  they  concluded  they  would  take 
the  summer  to  study  and  come  up  again  this  fall. 
Y 
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Dr.  Geikie  :     They  will  have  to  be  disappointed,  that  is  all. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  1  move  that  the  Committee  rise  and  report  the  report 
as  amended. 

President  Williams  takes  the  chair. 

President  Williams  :  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  whole 
reports  to  me  that  the  Committee  has  adopted  the  report  as   amended. 

(The  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  left  over  until  after 
adjournment.) 

(On  motion  of  Dr.  Moore,  the  Council  adjourns  till  8  o'clock  p.  m.) 

Council  adjourned  at  6.30  to  meet  again  at  8  p.  m.  Friday,  June  12th, 
189 1.

EVENING  SESSION. 


Friday,  12th  June,  1891. 
The  Council  met  at  8  o'clock.     The  President,   Dr.  Williams,  in  the 
Chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called  by  the  Registrar,  all  present  excepting  Sir  Jas. 
Grant  and  Dr.  Ruttan.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read, 
and  on  motion  confirmed. 

President  Williams  :     Notices  of  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell :  I  give  notice  that  at  the  next  annual  session  of  this 
Council  I  will  move  that  the  regulations  be  amended  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing clause  to  Section  3  : '  "  Women  who  desire  to  be  registered  as 
practitioners  in  Medicine  and  Midwifery  shall  not  be  required  to  pass 
the  examinations  in  Operative  Surgery  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  but  shall 
in  other  respects  comply  with  all  the  other  regulations  of  the  Council  as 
to  Matriculation,  periods  of  study,  College  curriculum,  and  practical 
work." 

Dr.  Rogers  moves  for  leave  to  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  by-law 
No.  39.  By-law  is  introduced  and  read  a  first  time  ;  is  read  a  second 
time,  and  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Bray  in  the  Chair  ; 
is  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  reported  without  amend- 
ment ;  and  is  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  to 
have  the  seal  of  the  College  attached  in  the  following  form  :  Moved 
by  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  By-law  No.  53  to  amend  By- 
law 39  on  rules  and  regulations,  be  now  read  a  third  time,  passed,  num- 
bered and  signed  by  the  President  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Col- 
lege.    Carried. 
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No.  53  :     A  By-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  39. 

Whereas,  power  has  been  given  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario  to  make  by-laws  ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  :  That  the 
Registrar  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  in  each  and  every  year  send 
to  each  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
who  has,  up  to  that  date,  failed  to  pay  his  dues  and  to  take  out  his  annual 
certificate,  a  registered  letter  addressed  to  the  registered  address  of  such 
member,  informing  him  that  unless  the  said  dues  are  paid  by  the  3i8t 
December  of  that  year  his  name  shall  be  erased  from  the  Register  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar 
shall  erase  the  names  from  the  Register  of  all  persons  whofjiave  not 
paid  their  dues  for  one  year,  counting  such  year  from  the  31st  December 
in  one  year  to  the  same  date  in  the  next. 

Adopted.  J.  L.  BRAY,  Chairman  Com.  of  Whole. 

Adopted  in  Council  J.  ARTHUR  WILLIAMS,  President. 

President  Williams  :  Any  other  notices  of  motion,  or  motions  of 
which  notice  has  been  given?  Reports  of  special  and  standing  Com- 
mittees. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :  I  will  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Regis- 
tration :  "  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  registration  to  whom  were 
referred  the  petitions  of  Drs  Kertland  and  Dunlop  ;  your  Committee 
report  that  the  requests  of  these  gentlemen  to  have  their  names  erased 
from  the  Register  on  the  ground  of  having  ceased  to  practice  be  granted, 
on  condition  that  the  applicants  pay  up  all  dues  to  the  present  time. 
That  the  petition  of  Dr.  Hanson  be  granted  on  condition  that  he  makes 
a  statutory  declaration  that  he  was  licensed  to  practice  by  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Manitoba  before  August,  1884;  that  Mrs. 
Martinson  asking  for  a  license  to  practice  on  diseases  of  the  eye  be 
refused. 

By  resolution  of  the  Council  of  last  session  your  Committee  was 
required  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  code 
of  ethics.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  advisable  to  have  a  code  of 
ethics,  and  suggest  that  they  be  empowered  to  ask  the  solicitor's  advice 
whether  or  not  we  have  the  power  to  establish  a  code  of  ethics/' 

President  Williams  :  Is  it  your  pleasure  that  the  report  be  received  ? 
Carried. 

Dr.  Day  :  But  I  would  like  to  know  what  authority  this  Council  has 
to  erase  a  man's  name  even  at  his  own  request  ? 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :  These  two  men  claim  what  I  believe  to  be  the  fact, 
they  have  not  practised  for  twenty  years. 

Dr.  Thorburn  :  Well,  to  my  knowledge  Kertland  has  not  practised 
for  at  least  fifteen  years. 
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Dr.  Day  :  I  do  not  question  that,  but  I  do  not  find  anything  \n  the 
Act  allowing  us  to  erase  a  man's  name  even  at  his  own  request. 

President  Williams  :  You  had  better  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
on  this  point. 

Dr.  Bergin  ;  What  difference  will  it  make  whether  we  discuss  this 
question  here  or  in  the  Committee  %     It  won't  alter  our  minds. 

President  Williams  :     Just  as  you  like,  only  that  is  the  proper  way. 

Dr.  Campbell  :  Their  request  can  be  very  soon  granted  and  very 
easily  \  if  they  will  only  not  pay  up,  they  will  soon  find  themselves 
struck  off  for  non-payment. 

Dr.  Rogers  :     Yes,  and  that  would  be  under  the  Act. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Well,  here's  a  way  out  of  it ;  just  write  these  old  gen- 
tlemen that  until  their  fees  are  paid  the  request  cannot  be  considered 
by  the  Council. 

President  Williams  :  We  ought  really  to  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  that  point. 

Dr.  Rogers  :     Well,  I  move  that  we  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :     I  move  that  the  further  consideration  of  this  report 

be  deferred  until  to-morrow  morning ;  Dr.  Rogers  will  second  that  as 
well. 

President  Williams  :  Is  that  your  pleasure  ?  I  declare  the  motion 
carried. 

Dr.  Bray  :  (Reads  clause  from  Rules  of  Order  that  reports  may  be 
received  and  acted  upon  either  in  Council  or  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole.) 

President  Williams  :  Oh,  I  don't  doubt  that ;  you  can  act  upon  a 
report  in  Council  either  by  receiving  it  or  referring  it  back  or  amending 
it.  We  are  still  under  the  head  of  consideration  of  reports  ;  I  suppose 
we  will  take  up  this  other  report  where  we  left  off. 

Dr.  Campbell :  1  would  like  to  ask  whether  there  is  anything  further 
that  we  need  to  act  upon  ;  I  suppose  the  rest  is  all  about  the  fees  and  so 
on,  matter  with  which  we  are  all  familiar  ? 

President  Williams  :  Well,  no  ;  the  last  clause  of  the  report  that  we 
adopted  and  agreed  upon  was  about  holding  the  examinations  of  the 
Council  ;  we  had  about  come  to  the  conclusion  not  to  hold  another  ex- 
amination until  the  fall  of  1892  ;  but  after  consultation  with  the  Treas- 
urer and  further  consideration,  we  are  prepared  to  recommend  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  hold  examinations  in  the  spring  of  next  year. 

Dr.  Campbell :  Yes,  I  know  that  the  report  is  to  come  up  now  for 
adoption  ;  but  what  I  wanted  to  know  is  if  we  can't  dispose  of  the4'bal  - 
ance  of  the  report  at  once  ? 
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Several  Members  *.     Yes,  there  is  nothing  more. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     We  have  fixed  the  period  for  holding  the  annual  exarrri- 

Tiations  already  ;  I  think  that  the  proposed  change  should  be  done  by  a 
separate  resolution  afterwards.     I  move  the  adoption  of  the  report. 
Dr.  Thornburn  ;     I  second  that. 

Dr.  Campbell:  The  only  point  is  after  you  have  adopted  the  report i 
you  will  have  to  move  to  reconsider  it;  you  cannot  make  a  subsequent 
resolution  actually  rescinding  this  report  after  you  have  adopted  it. 

President  Williams  :  We  must  have  an  examination  in  April  of  1892 
under  our  present  regulations.  It  has  been  m<.v*d  by  Dr.  Bergin,  sec- 
onded bv  Dr.  Thorburo,  that  the  report  as  amended  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Harris  :  Dr.  Bergin  has  moved  that  the  rep  »rt  be  adopted  as 
amended  ;  I  wish  to  move  an  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Fowler,  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  <>f  the  Whole  be  not  now  adopted,  but  that 
it  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  with  instructions  to  strike  out  sub- 
section 1  of  section  2  under  th*  head  of  Matriculation  Curriculum,  and  to 
substitute  the  following  therefor  j  4I  Every  student  must  spend  a  period 
of  four  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  the  prescribed  period  of  study  shall  include  four  winter  ses- 
sions of  six  months  each,  and  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks,  and  if 
tie  fails  to  pass  his  final  examination  he  must  take  another  course  of  study 
in  some  College  recognised  by  the  Council." 

(At  the  request  of  Dr.  Harris  the  yeas  and  nays  were  taken,  as  fol- 
lows :

The  amendment  is  declared  lost ;   13  nays,  10  yeas. 

Moved  in   amendment   by   Dr.  Day,   seconded  by   Dr.  Orr,  that  the 
report  of  the  Commictee  of  the   Whole   be  not   adopted,  but  that  it  be 
referred  back  with  instructions  to  strike  out  sub-section  1,  section  2,  and 
substitute  the  following  therefor  :     "  Every  student  must  spend  a  period 
of  five  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  the  prescribed  period  of  study  shall  include  four  winter  sessions  of 
six  months  each,  and  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks  attended  after 
b°ing  registered  as  a  medical  student  in  the  Register  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and   Surgeons  of  Ontario,  but  any  student  who,   when  he 
passes  his  intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  shall 
make  not  less  than  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  marks  on  all  subjects  shall 
be  entitled  to  come  up  for  his  final  examination,  and  if  he  passes  such 
final  examination,  shall  get  his  license  without  spending  further  time  in 
clinical  work. 
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I  think  it  is  only  right  that  we  should  provide  merit  with  the  means  of 
getting  on  when  it  is  prepared  to  do  so ;  it  is  only  right  that  a  student! 
who  goes  to  college  and  will  get  up  his  work  in  four  years,  and  will  make 
such  exertions  that  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  he  can  pass  with 
seventy  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  all  subjects,  which  is  a  very  high 
grade — and  I  think  if  any  student  at  the  end  of  his  fourth  year  can  make 
a  clear  seventy  per  cent,  of  all  subjects,  that  he  ought  not  to  be  asked  to* 
spend  a  further  year  in  clinical  work. 

Dr.  Moore  :  1  think  that  is  a  little  rough  on  this  individual ;  I  made 
that  proposal  to-day.  J  made  that  proposition  to  several  members  of  the 
Council — I  made  it  to  my  friend  here,  and  to  others  ;  but  be  that  as  it 
may,  I  think  this  is  a  very  fair  way  of  getting  over  the  difficulty  ;  I  am  in 
favor  of  a  five  years'  course,  but  1  am  also  in  favor  of  giving  to  every 
man  who  deserves,  an  opportunity  of  getting  through  at  the  end  of  four 
years ;  I  know  perfectly  well  that  one  man  can  do  in  four  years  what 
another  man,  who  is  less  industrious,  cannot  do  in  five.  I  made  this 
proposition  as  I  said  before,  and  if  anybody  has  the  right  to  bring  this 
before  the  Council,  I  think  I  have.  I  made  the  proposition,  as  I  said, 
to  several  members,  and  they  did  not  seem  to  fall  in  with  it ;  I  made  it 
to  my  friend  on  my  right  (Dr.  Eergin),  and  he  said,  no  ;  it  was  the  whole 
hog  or  no  pork  with  him.  (Laughter)  It  is  rather  too  bad,  that^Dr* 
Day  has  taken  the  pansy  out  of  my  button  hole — 

Dr.  Day  ;     I  beg  your  pardon — you  never  mentioned  k  to  me. 

Dr.  Moore  :  I  beg  your  pardon,  I  did  mention  it  to  you.  and  I 
mentioned  it  to  the  seconder,  and  I  mentioned  it  to  Dr.  Fowler,  and 
to  others — 

Dr.  Fowler  :  Instead  of  saying  anything  about  this  motion,  Br. 
Moore,  I  understood  that  you  would  support  the  motion  as  it  had  been 
brought  up.     (1  aughter). 

Dr.  Moore  :  I  made  the  proposition  that  Dr.  Day  has  brought  up  to 
him,  and  to  others  since  ;  I  believe  it  to  be  the  best  course  under  the 
circumstances,  and  therefore  I  shall  have  to  support  it. 

President  Williams  ;  Dr.  Moore  did  make  that  proposition  to  me? 
and*it  struck  me  very  favorably,  and  I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  it  is  so 
likely  to  pass. 

Dr.  Britton  ;  I  have  a  recollection  of  Dr.  Moore  speaking  to  me 
about  this  idea,  but  I  do  not  recollect  that  I  agreed  to  it ;  I  do  not  care 
how  good  an  examination  a  student  may  pass  he  ought  to  have  practical 
knowledge,  and  we  ought  to  see  that  he  gets  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn  :  He  must  have  practical  knowledge ;  he  is  examined 
on  practical  subjects,  it  is  true  ;  but  he  gets  it  all  out  of  the  books.  I 
have  in  my  mind's  eye  now  a  man  in  this  Dominion,  a  good  man,  too — a 
well  posted  man,  and  he  is  one  of  the  most  timid  practitioners  thatjl  ever 
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snet ;  why,  he  would  not  take  a  case  of  measles  or  scarlet  fever  without 
a  consultation. 

Br.  Rogers  :  There  is  one  point  in  this  that  makes  a  difference  ;  it 
does  not  say,  as  I  understand  it,  vhat  is  to  become  of  those  who  fail 
■during  this  fifth  year. 

Dr.  Moore  :  Those  students  who  fail  ace  ->rdtng  to  this  resolution  of 
Dr.  Day's,  have  not  got  to  spend  the  fifth  year  in  clinical  work. 

Dr.  Day  :  What,  those  who  fail  ?  Well,  really,  gentlemen,  if  1  can 
read  English — why,  those  who  fail  are  not  interfered  with  at  alL — there  is 
no  change  made  in  those  who  do  not  pass  the  examination  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year;  I  think  it  is  as  plain  as  English  can  make  it. 

Dr.  Rogers :  Yes,  but  look  at  the  substitution  ;  you  take  out  the 
whole  clause  and  put  this  in,  in  its  place. 

Dr.  Bray  :  The  results  of  these  examinations  do  not  come  out  for  a 
month  afterwards,  sometimes  longer  ;  and  how  are  you  going  to  get  at 
the  names  of  those  who  fail,  in  time  to  let  them  g)  on. 

Dr.  Bergin  :  I  am  somewhat  astonished  to  think,  and  I  must  say  I 
would  not  have  believed,  that  it  would  be  asserted  so  positively  that  this 
res  )lution  does  not,  in  effect,  alter  the  whole  meaning  of  the  report. 
This  proposed  amendment  states  as  clearly  as  it  is  possible  to  state  i 
that  the  words  which  shall  be  subst  tuted  for  section  i,  clause  2,  under 
the  head  of  Medical  curriculum  are  as  f  )llows  :  u  Every  student  must 
spend  a  period  of  rive  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  the  prescribed  period  of  study  shall  include  four 
winter  sessions  of  six  months  each,  and  one  summer  session  often  weeks, 
attended  after  being  registered  as  a  Medical  student  on  the  Register  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  but  any  student  who, 
when  he  passes  his  Intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
year,  shall  make  not  less  than  seventy  per  cent  of  the  marks,  on  all  sub 
jects,  shall  b  eentitled  to  come  up  for  his  final  examination,  and  if  he 
passes  such  final  examination,  shall  get  his  license  without  spending 
further  time  in  clinical  wor<."  It  emasculates  the  whole  spirit  and 
meaning  of  the  bill,  which  is  this,  that  the  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to 
clinical  work,  six  months  with  a  registered  practitioner  in  Ontario,  and 
six  months  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals  or  institutions  Now,  sir, 
this  Council  was  told,  and  was  asked  to  believe,  that  the  only  change 
contemplated  by  this  resolution  was  that  young  men  who  had  done 
more  work  in  four  years  than  some  others  had  been  able  to  do  in  five 
years  should  be  allowed  to  get  their  license  at  an  earlier  date  than  tkejfr 
otherwise  would  ;  that  on  the  face  of  it  is  not  correct,  because  at  the  end 
of  the  fo  irth  year  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  him  to  have  had  the 
extra  fifth  year  of  clinical  work,  and  in  that  way,  by  a  side  wind,  as  it 
were,  ;it  was  endeavoured  to  deceive  this  Council,  and  to  induce  them  to 
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passed,  and  upon  the  vote  that  they  had  just  given.  It  was  an  attempt 
to  make  the  whole  period  of  study  four  years  ;  though  we  had  after  care- 
ful consideration  asserted  that  the  whole  period  of  study  should  be  five 
years.  If  anyone  votes  in  favor  of  this  change,  the  result  of  their  action,, 
if  successful,  would  be  to  make  the  whole  of  this  report  not  worth  the 
paper  upon  which  it  is  written. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  Dr.  Bergin  has  put  it  so  clearly  that  it  does  not  require 
much  from  me.  This  amendment  is  almost  entire  annihilation  to  the 
principle  of  the  bill,  it  takes  the  whole  body  and  soul  out ;  our  idea 
was  that  there  must  be  in  all  cases  one  year  of  clinical  work,  and  yet  in; 
this  resolution  it  simply  takes  that  away  ;  because  if  the  student  fails  to* 
pass  his  seventy  per  cent  it  does  not  say  what  he  shall  do,  he  may  spend 
his  last  year  away  up  in  the  woods  ;  he  is  simply  to  get  through  his- 
final  examination  if  he  can.  The  idea  of  the  biil  was  that  he  should  pass- 
his  Intermediate  examination  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  and  then  be 
obliged  to  take  a  whole  year  of  clinical  work.  Now,  sir,  is  that  correct  ? 
Is  that  the  same  as  is  intended  here?  Not  at  all;  and  as  Dr.  Bergin 
has  contended,  I  sincerely  hope  that  everyone,  no  matter  how  friendly 
he  may  feel  towards  the  mover  or  the  seconder  of  this  resolution  will1 
vote  against  this  principle  entirely,  and  I  shall  be  very  sorry  if  it  is 
carried. 

Dr.  Britton  :  There  is  one  feature  of  the  clause  that  I  think  has  not 
been  touched  upon  at  all.  If  I  understand  anything  about  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  this  report  the  chief  object  is  to  foster  the 
development  of  practical  education,  not  to  manufacture  a  lot  of  book- 
worms. There  are  students  who  are  very  fortunate  in  their  examinations,, 
and  there  are  students  who  are  unfortunate ;  there  are  students  who  have 
good  luck,  and  there  are  students  who  have  bad  luck  ;  the  point  I  wish 
to  make  is  this,  that  if  your  only  test  is  the  passing  of  an  examination,, 
he  may  have  good  luck,  and  he  may  get  through  very  easily,  and  still  be 
sadly  in  need  of  practical  work.  Here  is  the  fact  that  stares  us  in  the 
face,  that  when  a  student  has  spent  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine 
that  he  is  far  better  prepared  to  get  clinical  instruction  than  he  was  in 
any  preceding  year ;  therefore,  I  think  that  we  ,'should  insist  upon 
having  one  year  spent  in  clinical  work  after  four  years  of  book-learning. 

Dr.  Harris :  We  are  going  too  far  by  adopting  Dr.  Bergin's 
suggestion  ;  we  will  simply  drive  the  students  out  of  the  country,  and  I 
think  by  adopting  the  report  as  k  is  now  we  are  just  simply  doing  good* 
feonest  Canadians  a  great  injustice  who  wish  to  study  their  profession 
here ;  we  are  placing  the  standard  too  high  ;  we  have  it  now  as  high  as 
any  country  in  the  world,  and  you  are  actually  trying  to  make  it  higher ; 
if  you  adopt  this  resolution  you  will  be  just  driving  good,  honest 
Canadians  out  of  the  country  into  the  United  States*     It  has  been  said 
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that  we  have  too  many  medical  men  in  Canada ;  well,  we  will  all  find 
our  own  level  after  a  while,  whereas  if  this  idea  is  to  prevail  we  will  all 
die  out  after  a  while,  and  bye  and  bye  we  would  have  no  medical  men 
at  all.  I  do  not  think  that  we  ought  in  the  first  year  after  we  have  got 
these  examinations  to  go  to  work  and  press  a  change  like  this  with  all 
the  force  and  power  that  Dr.  Bergin  has  employed. 

Dr.  Day  .  Mr.  President,  in  repeating  the  words  of  my  learned 
friend.  I  am  sure  I  am  astonished,  and  most  wonderfully  astonished  at 
what  I  have  seen  here  to-night  I  think  the  amendment  is  as  clear  as 
to  what  becomes  of  the  men  who  do  not  make  the  seventy  per  cent,  as  it 
can  be;  there  are  no  words  in  the  English  language  that  I  know  of  to 
make  it  any  clearer,  that  if  he  does  not  get  the  seventy  per  cent,  he  goes 
on  under  the  old  curriculum  ;  this  is  clear — as  clear  as  it  can  be  made 
by  any  man,  or  by  any  English  that  can  be  put  on  paper.  He  nny  go 
to  the  woods,  of  course  ;  that  does  not  prevent  him  ;  but  it  is  perfectly 
clear  that  if  he  does  not  make  the  seventy  per  cent,  on  all  subjects  at 
the  end  of  the  four  years,  he  must  go  on  and  pass  his  Final  examination 
under  the  clinical  work,  and  in  that  way  it  does  not  affect  the  working  of 
any  other  clause  in  that  Act  one  iota.  Making  that  seventy  per  cent,  is 
clearly  making  an  exception  of  his  case,  and  if  he  does  not  make  that 
seventy  per  cent,  he  is  to  go  on  with  his  curriculum  as  before.  I  did  not 
make  this  amendment  with  the  idea  of  supplanting  Dr.  Moore;  he  did 
mention  something  of  the  kind,  but  I  was  not  informed  what  his  reso- 
lution was  ;  I  said  to  him  that  he  ought  to  bring  it  up,  and  let  us  hear 
what  it  is  this  evening,  and  I  was  astonished  that  he  did  not  do  so, 
therefore  I  was  forced  to  bring  it  up  myself.  I  believe  that  it  is  in  the 
interests  of  the  medical  profession  if  that  clause  is  adopted,  and  I  believe 
that  it  will  do  us  a  great  deal  of  good  if  it  is  adopted  ;  we  know  perfectly 
well  that  we  have  lots  of  students  who  are  learning  more  in  four  years 
than  others  can  in  six  ;  it  is  really 'the  same  as  it  was  before,  only  that 
he  gets  his  time  shortened,  and  goes  into  practice  Ja  year  earlier  than  he 
otherwise  would.  I  moved  that  with  the  Best  intentions  in  the  world, 
and  I  regret  that  some  member  of  the  Council  has  seen  fit  to  impute 
motives  to  me,  which  he  dare  not  do  if  we  were  outside  the  door. 

President  Williams  :     Order,  gentlemen.     We  will  now  take  the  vote 
on  the  amendment.     1  declare  the  amendment  lost.

D  .  J*  hnson  :  (Reads  motion  authorizing  the  Committee  on  regis- 
tration to  take  the  advice  of  the  solicitor  as  to  whether  or  not  we  have 
the  power  to  frame  a  code  of  ethics).     The   object  of  the  motion  is 
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simply  (b  carry' out  what  was  done  by  the  Chairman  of  that-iCommittire. 

Dr.  Rosebrugn11:     Tr/at  motion  is  premature,  as  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee dealing  with  that  same  thing  is  before  you  and  not  adopted. 

(Dr.  Johnson's  motion  is  held  over  till'to-morrow  mornmgto  come  up 
under  the  head  of  Reports  of  Committees). 

Dr.jBergin  :  I'.'tjeg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  that  the 
usual  examination  be  held  in  April,  1892,  and  that  no  further  exami- 
nation be  held  until  September,  1895,  of  which  notice  shall  have  been 
given  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  August,  1893.

Dr.  Geikie  :     We  are  in  a  manner  bound  to  attend  to  the  interests  of 
the  young  men  ;  next  spring  we  will  have  young  men  to  examine  ;  and 
in  the  following  spring,  that  is  1893,  there  will  be  men  who  will  hold  the 
Council  bound  to  give  them  their  examination  then  ;  it  would  be  a  great 
injury  to  keep  men  back  from  April  ©f  next  year  until  September  of  the 
following  year  ;  it  would  be  an  unprecedented  long  time,  and  1  am  con- 
fident it  would  be  a  great  injury.     I  hope  by  that  time  our  circumstances 
will  be  in  a  better  position*  and  if  we  practice  economy,  I  think  we  will 
be  able  to  have  the  spring  examination   next  year,    and  one  the   year 
following,  and  then  perhaps  it  can  be  better  seen  what  we  will  be  able 
to  do. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     Hear,  hear  ;  T  am  glad  you  are  taking  a  common  sense 
view  of  it. 

Dr.  Geikie  :     I  am  always  reasonable. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     We  might  add  to  that,  "  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Council." 
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Dr.  Fowler :  I  think  ft  would  be  unwise  to  fix  September,  1893  >  rffr^ 
a  long  way  off,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  spring  examinations  would 
be  much  more  suitable  than  the  September  examination;  and  I  think 
that  it  would  be  unwise  just  now  to  say  that  there  would  be  no  further 
examinations  until  September,  1893, 

Dr.  Bergin  :  Weil,  if  we  pass  that  now  as  the  Treasurer  desires,  there 
is  absolutely  nothing  to  prevent  the  Council  at  its  next  session  passing  a 
resolution  with  regard  to  the  future  examinations. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh  :  That  is  merely  a  declaration  that  we  are  not  to 
have  an  examtnation  this  fall. 

Dr.  Bergin  :     Very  well,  we  can  take  the  rest  out. 

Dr.  Rogers  :  Why,  you  don't  mean  to  say  you  are  not  going  to  have 
an  examination  this  fall 

Dr.  Bergin  :  No,  we  cannot  afford  it,  and  it  is  not  advertised  further 
than  that.  Whenever  students  and  medical  men  have  consulted  the  Regis- 
trar he  has  told  them  that  he  could  tell  them  nothing  about  it  until  the 
Council  had  met  and  decided  the  question. 

President  Williams  :  Moved  by  Dr.  Bergin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thor 
burn,  that  the  usual  spring  examination  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  April,  1892.
